Whilſt deepeſt ſtreams, the greateſt calm affords. 


But now to proceed in my punctual purpoſe, the na- 
tureof man, by an inward inclination, 1s always inqui- 
ſitive of forrain news; yea, and much more affeCteth 
the ſight and knowledge of {trange, and unfrequented 
kingdoms, ſuch is the inſtintt of his natural afteftion. 
Navigation hath often united the bodies of Realms to- 
gether, but travel hath done much more ; for firſt to 
the Actor 1t giveth the impreſſion of underſtanding,ex- 
. Perience, Patience, and an infinite treaſure, of unexpri- 
mable yertues: ſecondly, 1t unfoldetn to the world,the 
government of States, the authority and diſpoſition of 
Kings and Princes; the ſecrets, manners, cuſtomes,and 
Religions of all Nations and People. And laſtly, bring- 
eth ſatisfaction to the home-dwelling man, ot thele 
things, he would have ſcen, and could not attempt. 
Travel hath beenin more requeſt among the Ancients, 
than it is now with us in the latter age. - Philoſophers, 
Poets, Hiltoriographers, and learned Divines, how they 
have perigrinated to know the life of States, and the 
iaſhions of far Countries; would be an cndleſs task for 
me briefly to relate. Many cl confeſs) long to ſee the 
remoteſt Regions of the earth, but dare not _— 

| tare 
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take the dangers of ſight, the chargeable expences of a 
tributary journey, the hard indurance of flint Stones, 
for a ſoft feather bed, the extremities of thirſt, nor the 
parching heat of the Sun, hunger in the belly, nor the 
moiſt diſtilling dew to bea humid Coyerlet to their ten- 
der skin, with innumerable other inſving miſeries. But 
Ixion-like, miſtaking F#no, would by a meer imagina- 
tion, run out the ſleeping courſe of an endleſs peregri- 
nation. For my part, what have reaped, is by a dear 
bought knowledg, as it were, a ſmall contentment,in 
a never contenting ſubje, a bitter pleaſant taſte, of a 
{weet-ſeaſoned ſowre, andall in all, what 1 found was 
more than ordinary rejoycing, 11 an extraordinary ſor- 
row of delights. | 

But now to leave the contemplation of attempts, I 
come to the real adventure; After two voyagesl made 
to the Qrcadian and Zetlandian Iles ; In the ſtripling 
age of mine adoleſcency, and there after ſurveighing 
all Germany, Bohemia, Helvetia, and the Low-Countries 
trom end toend; I viſited Paris, where Iremained ten 
months. Divers conteſts have I had, about the e- 
quality of Londen, and Paris, in quantity, and quality : 
But having a more ſerious ſubjeCt in hand than this para- 
lel, I conclude thus, the infinite ſhip- : 
ping, and commodious navigation of 3 COR 
London(beſides their univerſal commerce) j;, ana regs 
is more of value, than the better halfof ; 
Pz77s: compare you the quantity, for there is the qua- 
lity of the argument. Par:s I confeſs 1s populous, a 
maſs of poor people, for Lacques and Pages, aneſt of 
rogues, a tumultuous place, a noCtval den of thieves, 
and a confuſed multitude - Where contrariwiſe London 
Is adorned with many grave, prudent and provident Se- 
nators, Cciv:l, wel] taught, and courteors people, and 
ablolately, the beſt governed Ciry on the whole face of 
tneearth,as well by night, as by day, and nothing inferi- 
our inquantity to it. From

forward, being brought three Jeagues on my way, 
with a number of my Country gallants, young Ao, 
young Hntonhal, and ſpecially Monſieur Zay of Smith- 
field, now Eſquire of his Majeſties body, with divers 
other Gentlemen : where when my kindeſt thanks had 
over-clonded their courteſies, and farewell bid on both 
ſides, I bequeathed my proceedings toGod, my body 
to turmoyling pains, my hands to the burden, and my 
feet to the hard bruiſing way. And as unwilling .to 
make relation of my paſling through France, the Savoy- 
ean, and Lignrian Alpes, ith it is manifeſt unto many in 
this Iſland, both by ſight and report, I would ſhun, ſo 
far as poſlibleI can, all prolixity of known, and there- 
fore unneceſlary. diſcourſe. Although I have a large rea- 
ſon, having croſſed the Alpes at fix ſeveral parts, on- 
Iz, in the one place, I mean to comment upon _Jaly in 
general. Upon the fortieth day after my departure 
from Paris, I arrived at Rome, of the which I will me- 
morize ſome rareſt things, and ſo proceed. This 
City of Rome now extant, is not that old Rome, which 
Romulus founded that tempered the morter with the 
blood of his brother Rhemaus, who diſdainfully leap- 
edover the new walls; and was once the miſtreſs of 
the univerſe for her triumphs and antiquities, but is 
now only the Carcaſs of the other, of which ſhe retain- 
eth nothing but her ruines, and the cauſe of them, 
her ns. 


The Amiquiry Rome which Romulus firſt founded, 
of romz, © Contained theſe two mountains, Capito- 

linea, and Palatino, with the valley lying 
between both hills, having three ports: The firſt was 
calicd Trigono, becaule of the triangle it made neer to 
thefoot of mount Palatin: The ſecond Pandonio, be- 
cau'e it was always open, and for the commodity of 


the pailage, it was called the free Port : The third 
was 
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was called Carmenztale of Carmenta, the mother of E- 
vander who dwelt there : It was alſo named Scelerata, 
or wicked gate in regard of three hundred Salymes put 
cruelly to death iſſuing thereat. 
Now after the Monarchy of the Romans had attain- 
ed to the full height; the Goths, a baſe and unknown 
people, diſplaying their banner, againſt this glorious 
and imperial City, in the end razed, and ſubyerted their 
pallaces, equalizing the walls with the ground. Af- 
ter the which detriment, and overthrow, the late ſub- 
dued Romans,recovering their ruinous habitations,were 
inforced to withdraw the ſituation of the Town, alit- 
tle more down-ward, in Campus Martins, cloſe by the 
banks of Tibr:is; and tranſported the ſtones of theſe 
ranſacked buildings, to reedify their new dwelling 
places - 


Hic ubi ninc Roma eſt, olims fuit ardua ſilva, 
Tantaq, res paucis paſcua bobus erat. 
Where Rome now ſtands, was ſometimes deſurt woods 
And ſoyl to feed ſome few-found beſtial goods. 


And yet Rome was once the famous City of Exrope, 
the. mother and nurſe of worthy Senators, the miracle - 
of Nations, the Epitome of the world, the Kingdom 
of 7ars, and the ſeven headed ſoveraign of many Pro- 
vinces. The ſeven hills whereon ſhe ſtood, 
and now partly ſomewhere ſtands ( ſor 
they are all contained within the vaſt 
bounds of the old walls, which as yet environeth the 
town ) are theſe, Palatiro,Capitolina, Vimirale, Aventino, 
Efquilize, Calio, and Quiraneno, Which certainly d9 
demonſtrate the whore of Babylor, ſitting on the bealt 
with ſcyen heads, - and cannot be underſtood but of 
Rome, being buiided on theſe ſeven hills: having a 
correſpundence to ſeven Kings who reigned there ; 
and alſo acknowledging ſeven ſcycral Rulers, Kings, 

C:nfuls, 


Romes ſeven 
Hills. 
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Conſuls, Decemviri, Tribunes, Diftators, Emperours, and 
now Popes. During the felicity of the Romans, this 
City was never taken, but by the Gazls, which being 
recovered they made a Law that Prieſts ( being other- 
wiſe exempted ) ſhould go to war, if ever the Gauls 
came again, with whom they fought not for dominion, 
but for their own preſervation : But ſince it became 
pontifical, it hath been made aprey to all barbarous 
Nations, and never was beſieged by any that took it 
_ not. | 
The River Tyber which runneth through her boſom, 
isnot unlike to Fordar and T agus; yet not ſo big as el- 
ther of them, being all three of a troubled and muddy 
colonr - But itis exceeding outragious, and often Me- 
naceth to drown the whole Manfſtons, as grieving to 
grace the walls of ſuch a wicked and imperious place : 
Who having loſt her former preheminent glory, and 
domination over the world, would now alledge and 
aſcribe a fecond prerogative oyer the Souls of men, 
the heavens, the hells, the ſilver-coyned Purgatory,the 
depoſing and impoſing of King : The former was done 
by the vndaunted courage of the invincible ſword,the 
latter by preſumption, Avarice, inſinuation, and ab- 
jard lyes. 
EE: I remember of a pretty obſervation 
Sznt C2!9% of Saint Catherine of Siena, who being 
yines Obſerva- Brickom in Gone ; | 
#2 va ricken in devotion, went. to venerate 
Rome, accompanied with agoodly train; 
and having viſited all the Monuments, ſuppoſed Holy 
places, and Religious relicks there, for the ſpace of 
five days; At laſt ſhe came to take aview of the Popes 
Palace, where having ſpent a whole day, ſtrictly re- 
marking the geſture and carriage of the Popes ſervants - 
She ſaw nothing but abhomination, prophanation, and 
religions living, and worſer than in Rome it ſelf - 
Whereppon ſuddenly the next day ſhe departed for

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Siena, being an hundred Miles diſtant ; pittifully be- 
- wayling her journey, and the miſerable livers ſhe ſaw 
in Rome, Proteſting always after for ixteen years 
time till her death, - that the Wind never 
came from the Eaſt blowing Weſtward 
to Siena, but ſhe thought the filthineſs 
of the Popes Palace, and the beaſtlineſs of Rome, ever 
ſtunk in her noſe. | 

This River of T yber eſpecially made muſter of his ex- 
travagant diſgorgements, at that time when Pope Clc- 
ment the eighth was crowned Duke of Ferrara, anno 
1589. and that ſame night he returned to Rome, Tyber 
waxed ſo proud of. his arrival, that impetuouſly inund- 
ing his banks to make him welcom , he over-whelmed 
the better half of the Town: And if it had not been 
for the infinite charges of the Pope, and deſperate toil 
of the people, the violent. force of his rage-{welling 
courteſie, had abſolutely ſubverted and carried away 
the reſt of the Ciry. The like inundation was never 
ſeen of Tyber, as after this Coronation , portending, 
tifat as the firſt Gomorah was deſtroyed by fire, 1o this 
{econd Sodom ſhould be ſfommerſed by water. The 
beginning of this River ſpringeth from the Ombrizz 
and Aquilean hills joyning with the Alpes Apperine : 
whoſe courſe is four-ſcore and ſixteen miles ; dishur- 
thening it ſelf in the Sea edrrerren at Oftia twelve miles 
from Rome. The mouth and hayen whereof have 
beenlong dammed up, to ſtopthe paſlage of hoſtile and 
mooriſh Incurſions, leſt the City ſhould be ſurpriſed 
on a ſudden. By which flaviſh Ecclefiaſtick fear, Peme 
1s ſhamefully defrauded of ſhipping and forrain trailick : 
and if it were not for the Clergy, which are the two 
parts of the iahabitants, ( beſides the Fews and Curte- 
zans, whichare the greateſt implements of the cther 
third part ) it would becomethe molt miſerable town 
in 1taly. |

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And notwithſtanding that for the ſpace of twelye 
miles round about Rome, there are neither Cornes, nor 
Wines, nor Village, Plantage, or Cultivage, ſave on- 
ly plain and paſtoragious fields; intermingled ar all 
quarters with antient watch-Towers, being an old po- 
licy of the Romars, to prevent any ſudden furpriſe of 
their enemies; inſomuch that at my firſt yiew of Rome, 
I imagined the people were all famiſhed, or in danger 


- of famiſhing.

But by your leave, being once entred the City, I 
found abundance of all things neceſlary for Jife, at ſo 
eaſy and gentle a rate, that never town 1n Emrope hi- 


therto could ſhew methelike. The common wine thar 


is drank in Rome, is Vin Romaniſco, the better ſort Al- 
bano, Muſeatello, Sheranino, but as for Lachrime Chri- 
ft, the tears of Chriſt, I drew ſo hard at that ſame 
weeping wine, till I found my purſe began to weep al- 
ſo; and if time had not prevented the ſweetneſs of 
ſuch tears, [ had been left for all the laſt miſerable 
mourner. As for the place where the Pilgrims find one

|. Pretty way from this, are the remainants of that anti- 


ent Amphitheatre beautified with great Columnes, of 
a wonderful bigneſs and- height, and a mile in compaſs; 
thereaſon why it was firſt deviſed, the Ghoſts of the 
ſlaughtered Sabrnes may teſtify. To be 
brief, I ſaw the decayed houſe of wor- 
thy Cicero, the high Capitol, the Pallace 
of cruel Nero, the Statues of Marcus Aurelins, Alex- 
ander, and his Horſe Bucephalus.

Zarais the capital City of Dalmatia, called of old, 
1adara. The inhabitants are governed by a Camarlingo, 
or Chamberlain, in the behalf of Yenice. The walls 
whereof are ſtrongly rampired with earth ; ſurpaſſing 
the tops of the ſtone-work : and fortified alſo with high 
Bulwarks,and planted Canons on elevated Rampires of 
earth, which are above forty cubits higher than the 
Walls and Bulwarks; ſtanding in the. four ſeveral cor- 
ners of the City. | 

There lye continually in it,a great Garriſon of Sou]- 
diers to defend the Town and Citizens, whoare main- 
tained by the Duke of Yenice - for he is Signior there- 
of. They have indured many invaſions of the Trks, 
eſpecially in the year one thouſand five hundred and ſe- 
venty, when for the ſpace of fourteen months, they 
were daily moleſted and beſteged,; but the victory fell 
ever to the Chriſtians : If the Txrks conld win this 
place they might eaſily command the Adriatical Seas, 
1n regard of that fair Hayen which 1s there, to receive 
Sh1ps. and Gallies; which maketh the Yenetians not a 
little fearful becauſe of their fafeguard. 

Yet they licenciate the neighbouring Infidelsto traf- 


Ack with them; but when they cntter the gates, they

It is wonderful ſtrong, and alio well 

guarded, being, ſituate by the ſea ſide, It hath a fine 
Haven, and many goodly ſhips thereunto belonging - 
'The greateſt traffick they have, is with the Geaueſes : 
Their territory in the firm land is not much 1n refpect 
of the neighbouring Twxskes, but they have certain 
commodions Iſlands, which to them are profitable : 
And notwithſ.anding, of the great ſtrength and riches 


_ they poſſeſs, yet for their berter ſafeguard and libe:- 


ty, they -pay a yearly tributary penſion unto the great 
Tur, amounting to fourteen thouſand Chickens of 
Gold-: yea, and alio they pay yearly atribntary Pen- 
107 unto the Yeretianr, for the Iles reſerved by them 
in tbe Aadriatical Gulf, fo that both by ſea and land

Greece from Myſia, called vulgarly Bulgaria, lying on 


. the North of Hemus, and to the South of Davubo, e- 


ven Eaſtward to the Euxine fea : Which River parteth 
alſo Dacia, from Myſia the ſuperiour, the which Da- 
cia being an antient and famous country, containeth 
theſe Provinces, Tranſilvania, Moldavia, Vallachia,Ser- 
via and Boſna: Here in this Kingdom of Bpyre, was 
the noble and valiant Pirrhus King, who made ſo 
great wars upon the Romars, and at laſt by awoman 
of Argos was killed with aſtone : The 


- moſt valerous Captain George Caſtrior Scanderberg, 


firnamed Scanderberg, the great terror

In this country are theſe two Rivers, Acheron and 
Cocytus, Who for their mineral colours, and bitter taſts, 
were ſirnamed the Rivers. of Hell; and the ſacred 
Mount Pindxs, celebrate to Apollo and the Muſes ſo 
well memorized by Poets; is here. It 1s now calleq 
Aezzona, at the foot of which ſpringeth the River 
of Peneia, called modernly Salepi: os, but more pro- 


perly Azababa ,. and keeping his extremeſt courſe 


through the (fields of pleaſure, named by the antients 
Tempi, being five miles long, and as much large, lying 
between the two Hills Ofo and Olympar, and watering 
that beautiful plain; the fair Peneian ſpring, or Az- 
baban River, disburdeneth it ſelf in the gulf Theſſals- 
mick- This is the firſt kingdom of Greece, and of a 
great length conſiſting between the Weſt-moſt part 
of Albania, as a perpendicular Proyince annexed to it, 
and the Arcadian Alpes, which divide e/£relia and 4- 
carnana, the Eaſt-moſt regions of it, from Sparta, 
Theſſly, and the old 2irmidons Country of Macedon, 
amounteth to four hundred and eighty m:les, lying a- 
long by the Sea ſide, whoſe breadth extcndeth all the 
way along Northward to the hill Hemar, above fix- 
ty eight miles. The chief Town of Epyre, where the 
- Kings had rheir reſidence, was called Ambracia,modern- 
ly L:erro named of a River running by it - And vpon 
the tixt day after our d-parture from Razuſa we arri- 
ved at Corfu. .

- This Ile was given to the Yenetians by the Corſicans, 
Anno 1382. becauſe they were expoſed to all the inju- 
ries of the world: ltlieth like to a half moon, or half 
acircle Eaſt and North : The Eaſtern Cape is called 
Leuchino, the other Northward, ' St. Katerina; the fe 
cond Town whereof /is cailed Pagleopols - It is of cir- 
cyit one hundred and twenty, in length fifty two, and 
thirty {even in brradth, and fourteen miles diſtant 


' from Epyre. The City Corf#, from which thelfle hath 
' the name, 1s ſituate at the foot of a-Mountain, where- 


upon are builded two ſtrong Fortrefles, and invironed 
with a natural Rock : The one 1s called Fortezza Nova 
and the other Fortezza vecchia : They are well go- 
verned, and circumſpettly kept, leaſt by the inſtige- 
tion of the one Captain, the other ſhould commir a- 
ny treaſonable <effett - And for the ſame purpoſe, the 
Governours of. both Caſtles, at their election before 
the Senators of Fernice are {worn ; neither privatcly, 
nor openly to have mutual conference; nor to write 
one to another, :for the ſpace of two years, which is 
the rime of their government.

From thence after certain :days abode, I imbarked 
In aGreeksſb Carmeſale, with a great number of paſleng- 
crs, Greeks, Slavonians, Italians, Armenians, and Fews, 
that were all mindful to Zaxte, and I alſo of the like 
zatent ; being in all fourty eight perſons: having 
room-windes, and a freſh gale, in twenty four hours 
we diſcovered the lſle Cphaloniathe greater ; and ſayl- 
ed cloſe along Cephalenia minor, or the leſſer Ithaca, 
called now Val a; Compare, being in length twenty, 
and incircuit fiſty ſix miles, renowned for the birth 
of Laertes ſon, Ulyſſes ; 


TY From th'Ithac rocks we fled Laertes ſhoare, 
_ i. Andcursd the land, that dire Ulyſles bore, 
lyſſes was For Itions ſake, with, Dardan blood attird, 


born. Whoſe wooden horſe, the Trojan Temples fird. 


On our left hand toward the Main, we ſaw an Ifland, 
called Saint Manure, formerly Leucas,or Leucada; which 
is only inhabited by Fews,. to whom Bajazet the ſecond 
gave It in poſſeſſion, aſter their expulſion from Spair - 
The chief Ciry 1s Saint Maure, :which not long ago 
was ſubject to Yenice. Thus Iflz Saint Mare was anti- 
ently contiguate with the contiuent, but now rent aſun-]- 
er, and inyironed with the ſea: In this mean while of 
cur navigable paſſage, the Captain of the veſlcl eſpied 
1 Sail coming from Sea, he preſently. being moved 
iherewith, ſent a Mariner to the top, who certified 
11m ſhe was a Turkiſh Galley of Biſerta, proſecuting 

| | a 
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zſtraight courſe to invade our Bark. Which ſudden 
effrighting news overwhelmed us almoſt jn defpair. 
Retolution being by the amazed Maſter demanded, of 
every man what was beſt to do, ſome replyed one way, 
and lome another - Inſomuch, that the moſt part of the 

flengers gave coupſel, rather to render, then fight; 
Cine conkdent, their friends wonld pay their ranſom, 
and fo relieve them. - But I the wandring Pilgrim, 
pondering in my penſive breſt, my ſolitary eſtate, the 
' Gſtance of my Country and my friends, could conceive 
ro hope af deliverance. Upon the which troubleſom and 
fearful appearance of ſlavery, I abſolutely aroſe, and 
ſpoke tothe Maiſter ſaying - The half of 
the Carweſ.ilo is your own, and the maſt 
part alſo of the loading ( all which he had 
told me before ) wherefore *'my counſel 1s, that you prepare 
your ſelf to fieht, and go encourage your paſſengers, pro- 
miſe to your Mariners double wages, maks ready your two 
pieces of Ordnance , your Muskets, Powder, Lead and 
half- P:kes : for who knoweth, but the Lord may deliver us 
from the thraldom of theſe Infidels. My exhortation end- 
ed, he was greatly animated therewith, and gave me 
thanks; whereupon, - aſſembling the . Paſſengers and 
Mariners, he gave good comfort, and large promiſes 
to them all : So that their affrighted hopes were con- 
| verted to acouragious reſolution; ſeeming rather to 
' Flive the firſt aſſault, then to receive the ſecond 

wrong. 

To perform the plots of our defence, exrery man 
was buſie inthe work, ſome helow 1a the Gunner-room, 
others cleanſing the Muskets, ſome preparing the pow- 
der and balls, ſome their Swords, and ſhort weapans, 
ſome dreſſing the half-pikes, and others making faſt 
the doors above : for ſo the Maſter reſolved to make 
combate below, both to ſave us from ſmall ſhot, and 
beſides for bording us on a ſudden. The dexterong

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and liberry, that truly in' mine opition we ſeemed thrice 
as many as*we were.” All things: below and aboyebe- 
ing-cunningly perfected, and every one ranked in or- 


der with bis Harquebus and pike, to-ſtand on the Cen- | 


tinel of his own defence,we recommended our ſelves in 
the hands of the Almighty -- and in the mean while at- 
tend their fiery ſalntations.. 

In a furious ſpleen, the firſt Hola of their courte- 
fies, was the progreſs of a martial conflift; thundring 
forth aterrible noiſe of Galley-roaring pieces. . And 
we.in-a fad reply, ſent out a back-ſounding eccho of fie- 
ry flying ſhots: which madean #quivox io the clouds, 
rebounding backward: in our: perturbed hreaſts, the 
ambiguous ſounds of fear and hope. After a long and 
donbtful fight, both with great and ſmall ſhot (night 
parting ps.) the Turks retired till morning, and then 
were mindful to giveus the new rancounter of a jecond 
alarm. But as it: pleaſed him, whornever faileth his, 


to ſenddownan unreſiſtable tempeſt; about the break 


of day we eſcaped their furious deſigns ; and were'en- 
forced to ſeek into the Bay of Largeſtolo 1n Cephaloma ; 


both becaule of the violent weather, and alſo for that 


a great leak was' ſtricken into our Ship. In this fight 
there were of us killed three 7ral;ans, two Greeks, and 
two 7ews, witheleven others'deadly wounded, and [ 
| alſo hurt in the right arm with a: ſmall 
ſhot. But what harm was done by us a- 
moneſt the Infidels; we were not afſured 
thereof, ſave only this; we ſhot away their middle Maſt, 
and tite hinder part of the Puppe; for the Greeks are 
not expert Gunners, neither could'our  Harquebnſa-

does much annoy them, inreſpect they neyer boarded. 


But howſoeyer 1t was, being all disbarked on ſhoar, 
we gave thanks tothe Lord for our unexpected ſafety,

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Trad, and the Fews were interred; by the ſea fide. 


This Bay of Largaſtolo is two miles in length, being

The Iſle of Cephalonia was formerly called Irhaca,and 
greatly renowned, becauſe it was the heretable King- 
dom of the worthy Ulyſſes, who excelled all other. 
Greeks in Eloquence and ſubtility of wit. Secondly, by 
Strabo 1t was named Dulich: : And thirdly, by antient 
Authors Cephalonia, of Cephalo, who was 
Captain of the Army of Cleobas Anfrittion, 
The which Anfrittion, a Theban Captain 
having conquered the Iſland, and flain in battel Prere- 
laus King of Teleboas, for ſo then was the Ifland called, 
gaye It 11 a gift of goyernment ro Cephalo. This Ce- 
phalo was a Noble man of Athens,' who: being one day.

A rent or ſumm of money which 
theſe ſilly Iſlanders could never afford, ( they being 
not above ſixty years ago, but a baſe beggarly people, 
and an obſcure place.) it it were not here in England 
of late for ſome Liquoriſh Iips, who forſooth can 
hardly digeſt Bread, Paſties, Broth; and ( verbigraria ) 
bag-puddings without theſe currants : And” as theſe

which bred no ſmall grief to. my breaſt. Yet notwith- 
ſtanding of my diſtreſs, the remembrance of theſe 
{ſweet ſeaſoned Songs of Arcadian Shepherds which 
Pregnant Poets have ſo well penned, did recreate my 
fatigated Corps with many ſug'red ſuppoſitions.

Truly this City may equal in ſtrength, 
either Zara in Dalmatia, or Luka, or Ligorne, both in 
Tuſcana, or matchleſs Palma in Friuly: for theſe five 
Cities are ſo ſtrong, that in allmy Travels I never ſaw 
them matched. They are all well provided with a- 
bundance of Artillery, andallneceſlary things for their 
defence, eſpecially Luka, which continually reſerves in 
ſtore proviſion of yictuats for twelve years ſiege. | 
In my firſt abode in Carea, being a fortnight, there 
came ſix Gallies from Yenice, upon one of which there 
was ayoung French Gentleman, a Proteſtant, born near 
Monpeillier in Langadock,; who being by chance in com-

Mean while I went to an old Greekiſh wo- 
man,with whom1 was friendly inward, for ſhe was my 
Landreſs ; and reciting to her the whole buſineſs, ſhe 


willingly condeſcended to lend me an old gown, and a - 


lack yail fof his diſguiſement. The time come, and 
we met, thematter was difficult to ſhake off the Keep- 
er; but ſuch was my plot, Idid juvite him to the Wine, 
where after traCtal diſcourſes, and deep draughts of 
Leatick , reaſon failing, ſleep overcame his ſenſes. 
Whereupon condufting my friend to the appointed 
Place, I disbnrdened himof his Irons, clothed him in 
a female habit, anuſent'him out before me, conducted 
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by the Greekzſp woman - And when ſecurely paſt both 
Guards and Gate, I followed, carrying with me his 
clothes: where, when accoſting him by a field of Olives, 
and the other returned back, we ſpeedily crolled the 
vale of Suda, and interchanging his apparel, I direCct- 
ed him the way over the Mountains to a Greeksſb Con- 
vent on the South fide of the land, a , 
place of ſafeguard called commonly the qe. 
Monaſtery of refuge; where he would 
kindly be entertained, till either the Galleys, or men 
; of Warof Malta arrived : It being a cuſtem at their 
| going, orcoming from the Levante to touch here, to 
| relieve and carry away diſtreſſed men : This is a place 
| whereunto Bards, men-ſlayers, and robbers repair 
| for relief. —— 

And now many joyful thanks from him redounded, 
I returned keeping the high way, where incontinent 
 <ncountred two Engl:ſh Souldiers, Fohn Smith; and Tho- 

mas. Hargrave, .coming of purpoſe to inform me of an 
eminent danger, ſhewing methat all the Officers of the 
Galleys, with a number of Souldiers were in ſearching 
the City, and hunting all oyer the fields for me: After 
which relation, conſulting with them,what way I could 
come £o the 7ralzar Monaſtery Saint Salvator, for there 
Tlay; (the vulgar Town atiording neither lodging nor 
beds) They anſwered me, they would venture their 
lives for my liberty, and I ſhould enter at the Eaſtern 
(the leaſt frequented ) gate of the City, where three 
other Engl:ſh men were that day on guard, for ſo there 
were five of them here in Gariſon : Where, when we 
came, the other Exzghſh accompanied with eight French 
ſouldiers their familiars, came along with us alſo : And 
having paſled the Market place, and near my lodging, 
four Officers and ſix Galley ſouldiers, run to lay hands 
on me: whereat the Englſh and French unſheathing 
their Swords yaliant]y reſiſted their fury, and deadly 

G wounded 
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wounded two of the Officers : Mean while freſh ſup-. 
, -ply coming from the Galleys, 7obz Smith run along with 
-me to the Monaſtery, leaving the relt at pe mel, to 


10tercept their following: Ar laſt the Captains of the 
'Garrifon approaching the tumult, relieved their own 
Souldiers, and drove back the other to the Galleys. A 
little thereafter the General of the Galleys came to the 
Monaſtery, and examined me concerning the Fugitive, 
but I clearing my ſelf fo, and quenching the leaft 1uſpi- 


tion he might conceive ( notwithſtanding of mine ac- 


cuſers ) he could lay nothing to my charge - howſo- 
everit was, he ſeemed ſomewhat favourable; partly, 
becauſe I had the Duke of Yenice his Paſport, partly bc- 
cauſe of mine intended voyage to Feruſalem ; partly, be- 
——. cauſe he was a great favourer of the 
oyſters are i» 
Gteguards, French Nation : and partly becauſe he 
FT could not mend himſelf, inregard of niy 
ſhelter, and the Governours fayour : yet neverthe- 


teſs, I detained my ſelf under fafeguard of the Cloyiter, 


untill the Galleys were gone. 

Being here diſappointed of tranſportation to Arch:- 
pelago, ladviled to viſit Cady, andin my way I paſt 
by the large Haven of Sxda, which hath no Town or 
Village, fave only a Caſtle, ſituared on a Rock in the 
Sea, at the entry of the Bay: the bounds of that Har- 
, bour may receive at one time above two thouſand 
Ships and Galleys, and is the only Key of the Iſland- 
for the which place, the King of Spain hath oft offered 
aninfinitedeal of money to the Yenztians, whereby his 
Navy which ſometimes reſort in the Levante, might 


have acceſs and reliet; but they would never grant him + 
- his requeſt; which policy of his was only to have fur- | 


prized the Kingdom. 


The pleaſant South-weſt from this famous harbour, 


Vailey of LY xAds 


lieth a pleaſant Plain firnamed the Val- | 
tey of Suda: It is twenty Italian Miles | 
2 long } 
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long, and two of breadth: And I remember, or Idif- 
cended to croſs the Valley, and pals the Haven, me- 
thought the whole Planure reſembled to me agreen 
Sea ; and that was ouly by reaſon of infinite Olive trees 
grew there, whole boughs and leaves over-topall cther 
frutiferous trees in that Plain : The Villages for loſs 
of ground are all built on theskirts of Rocks, upon the 
South fide of the Valley 3 yea, and ſo difficult to climb 
them, and ſo dangerous to” dwell in them ; that me- 
thought their lives were in like peril, as-te who was 
adjoyned to fit under the point of a two. handed ſword, 
and 1t hanging by the hair of. a horſes tayl. | 

Truſt me, !told along theſe Rocks at one time,and 
within my fight, ſome ſixty ſeven Villiges; but when 

' Tentted the valley, I could not find a foot of ground un- 
manured, fave a narrow palling way. wherein I was : 
The Olives, Pomgranets, Dates, Figgs, Orciges, Lem- 
mons, and Poms del- Adamo growing all through other - 
And at the roots of which trees grew Wheat, Malvalie, 
Mnſcadine, Leatick Wines, Grenadiers, Carnobiers, 
Mellones, and alt other ſorts of fruits and herbs, the 
earth can yield to' man ; that for beauty; pleaſure and 
profit it may eaſily be ſirnamed , the garden of the 
whole Univerſe : beirg the goodlieſt plot, the Dia- 
mond ſparke, and the Hotly ſpot of all C-ndy: There 
1s no land more temperate for air, for it hath a double 
Ipring-tyde; no ſoyl more fertile , and therefore ic is 
called the Combat of Bacchus, and Ceres ; nor region 
or valley more hoſpitable, in regard of the fea, ha- 
ving ſuch a noble havett cut through its boſom ; being 
aS1t were the very reſting place of Neprune. 

Upon the third days journey from Canea, I came to 
Rethimos 5 This City is ſorttewhat ruinous, and unwal- 
led, but the Citizens have newly bvilded aſtrong For- 
treſs, but rather done by the State of Yerice, which 


defendeth them from the invaſion of Pyrars - It ftand- 
"'G 2 eth 
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eth by the ſea ſide, and in the year 1597. It was mi- 
ſerably ſacked, and burned with Twu#ks. Continuing 
El my yoyage, I paſled along the sKkirt of 
Mount 14%. Mount 14a, . accompanied with Greeks, 
who could ſpeak the 1:aliaz tongue, on which, firſt 
they ſhewed me the Cave of King 4705, but fome hold 
it to be the Sepulcher of Fupiter. That Groro was of 
length eighty paces, and eight large - This 20s was 
faid tobe the brother of Radamanthas, and Sarpedonz 
who, after their ſucceſſion to the Kingdom, eltabliſhed 
fuch equitable laws, that by Poets they are feigned 
with eacas to be the Judges of Hel. 1I ſaw alſo there, 
the place where Fupites (as they ſay) was nouriſhed 
by Amalthes, which by Greeks is recited as well as La- 
tine Poets. F 
Thirdly, they ſhewed me the Temple of Satzrz, 
whichis a work to be admired, of fach antiquity, and 
ds yet undecayed ; who ( ſay they ) was the ftirſt King 
that inhabited there, and Father to Jupirer. And near 
fo if, is the demoliſhed Temple of Mateha, having 
this ſuperſcription above the door, yet to be ſeen : 
{Make clean your feet, waſh your hands andenter. Fourth- 
nedalus; ly, Tſaw theentry into the Laborinth of 
Laboriceh, —Dedalns, which I would gladly haye bet- 
ter viewed, but becauſe we had no Catt- 
dle-light, we durft not _-_ : for there are many hol- 
low places wWithinit ; ſo that if a man ſtumble, or fall, 
he can hardly be reſcued : It is cut forth with many in- 
tricating ways, on the face of a little hill, joyning with 
Mount 14a, having many doors and pillars. Here it

' 1aa, of old was called Phelorita, by fome Caduſſa, bur 


modernly Madura: It is faid by ſome Hiſtorians, that 
no venemous _ live in this Iſle ; but Ifaw the 
contrary : ForT killed ona Sunday morn- 
ig hard by the Sea-{ide, and within two —_ 4s 
miles of Rethimos, two Serpents and a 

Viper : One of which Serpents, was above a yard and 
halfe inlength, for they being all three rolling within 
the coverture of the dry ſands, my right legg was al- 
moſt in their reverence before I remarked the danger - 
Wherefore many build upon falſe reports, but expe- 
rience teacheth men the truth, 

Some others alſo Hiſtorize, that if a Woman here, 
bite a man any thing hard, he will neyer recover : and 
that there is an herb called A;mos in this Iſland, which 
if one chaw in his mouth, he ſhall not feel hnnger for 


four and twenty hours : all which are meer fabulous, 


ſuch is the darkneſs of cloudy inventions. 
Deſcending from this Mountain, Ilentred intoa faic 
_ beautified with many Villages ; in one of which, 
found a Grecian Bilhop, who kindly preſented me 
with grapes of Malvaſie, and other things, for it was 
inthe time of their vintage. To carry theſe things he 
had given me, he cauſed to make ready an Aﬀe, and a 
Servant, who went with me to, Candy, which was more 
then fifteen miles from his houſe. True it is, that the 


, beſt fortof Greeks , in viſiting other, do not uſe to 


come empty handed, neither will they ſuffer a ſtranger 
to depart without both gifts and convoy. 

I remember along this ſaſlinous and marine paſſage, 1 

3 found 
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found three fountains guſning forth of aRock, each 
one withina yard of other, having three ſundry taſts: 
the firſt water was exceeding light, and{weet ; the mid- 
dle or ſecond, maryclloys ſowre and heavy : the third 
was bitter and extraordinary falt ; ſo that in ſo ſhort 
bounds, ſo-great difference I neyer found before nor af- 
terward. | | 
Candy 1s diſtant from Canea a bundred miles, Reth:- 
mos being half way betwixt both - ſo is Candy half way 
in the ſame meaſure, twixt Rethimos and Scythia; and 
Canea the like twixt Rethimos and Carabuſ.,, being in all 
two hundred miles. 
vhetits-of Candy is alarge and famous City, for- 
Candy, J merly called Mariwm, ſituated on a Plain 
| by the Sea fide, having a gaodly Haven 
for ſhips, anda fair Arſenal wherein are thirty fix Gal- 


lies : It is exceeding ſtrong, and daily guarded with- 


two thouſand Sonldiers, and the walls in compalsare a- 
bout three leagues. : 

| In thistime there was no Yrcerey, theformer-being 
newly dead, and the place vacant, the Souldiers kept 
a bloody quarter among themſelves, or againſt any 
whomſoever their malignity was intended, for in all the 
time I ſtayed there being ten days, it was nothing to 
ſce every day four or five men killed in the ſtreets : nej- 
ther coull the Rector, nor the Captains help it, ſo tu- 
multuous were the diſordered Souldiers, and the occa- 
ſions of revenge and quarrellings ſo influent. This 


commonly they practiſe in every. ſuch like vacation, * 
which otherwiſe, they. durſt never attempt without 


death, and ſevere puniſhment; and truly me-thought 


it was as barbarous a governed place for the time, as e- | 


ver | faw in the world - For hardly could I fave my 


own life free from their dangers, in the which was | ' 


twice miſerably involved, | 
Cane 18 Citant from Yeyice thirtcea hundred miles, 
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from Conſtantinople ſeven hundred, from _. 
_— Ons ſix hundred, from ran 
Alexandria 1n e/Egypt, five hundred, from I 
Tripoli in Syria, ſeven hundred, from Naples nine hund- 
red, from Malta hve hundred, from Smyrna, in Car- 
mania of Natolia four hundred, and from the City of 
Feruſalem, nine hundred miles. The Candeots through 
all the Iſland, make muſter eyery eightn day, before 
the Serjeant-majors, or Officers of the General, and are 
well provided with all ſorts of Armour; yea, .and the 
moſt vallerous people that hight the name of Greeks, 
It was told me by the ReCtor of Candy, that they may 
raiſe in Arms of the Inhabitants ( not reckoning the 
Garriſons ) above ſixty thouſand men, all able for 
warrs, with fifty four Gallies, and twenty four Gal- 
leots for the ſea. | 

In allmy travels through this Realm, I never could 
ſee a Grech come forth of his houſe unarmed : andafter 
ſach a martial manner, that on his head he weareth a 
bare ſteel Cap, aBowin his hand, along Sword by his 
ſide, a broad Poniard overthwart his belly, and a round 
Target hanging at his girdle. They are not coſtly in 
apparel, for they wear but linnen cloaths, and uſe no 
ſhooes, but boots of white leather, to keep their leggs 
in the fields from the pricks of a kind of Thiltle, 
| Wherewith the Country 1s overcharged like unto lit- 
tle buſhes or ſhort ſhrubs which are marve!lons ſharp, 
and offenſive unto the inhabitants, whereof, often jn a 
day to my great harm, I found their bloody ſmart: 
The women generally wear linnen breeches as men do, 
and boots after the ſame nianner, and their linnen coats 
no longer then the middle of their thighs; and are in» 
latiably inclined to Venery, ſuch is the

I went - when come, I was exceeding merry with my 
An Enoliſh old friends the Engifh-men : Mearr while 
eh ; therearrived from Tunms 1n Barbary,an 
ns 1G Engliſh Runagate named olſen bound 
for Rhodes: where after ſhort acquaintance with 
his natives, and underſtanding what 1was, he impar- 
ted theſe words, I haye had my elder brother, ſaid he, 
the Maſter (or Captain) of a ſhip, ſlam at Burn- 
Iſland in Scotland by one called Keere , and notwith- 
ſtanding he was beheaded, I have long ſince ſworn, to 
be revenged of my brothers death, on the firſt Scorr:ſl;- 
man I eyer ſawor met, and my deſign is, to ſtab him 
with a knife this night, as he goeth late home to his 
lodging, deſiring their afliſtance : But Smith, Hargrave, 
and Horſperld refuſed, yet Cook and Rollands yeilded. 


Mean-while Smith knowing where 1 uſed ſometimes to. | 
diet, found meat ſypper ina Sutlers, a ſouldiers houſe, : 
where acquaiating me with this plot,the Hoſte, he, and | 
three 1calian Souldiers conveyed me to my bed, palling !

right name for fo ſottiſh a fellow, for he was 1o free 
of his ſtemach to receive inſtrong liquor, that for the 
fpace of twenty days of my being there, I never ſaw 
him, norany one of the other three truly ſober. Many 


odd merriments and jeſts bave I obſerved of theſe Fri-_ 


ars of Candje, but time will not ſuſter me to relate them, 
only remitting the reſt to my private diſcourſe, afigg 
for their folly, | 

I travelled on foot in this Iſle more then four hundred 
miles, and upon the fifty eighth day after my firſt com- 
ing to Carabuſz, I imbarked in a Fiſher-boat tnat be- 
longed to 1740, beinig a hundred wiles diſtant, which 
had been violently driven thither wit: [tkormy weather. 

And in our palling thither, we were in danger to be 
over-Tun two ſeveral times, with two huge broken 
Seas, which twice coyered the body of the cloſe boat : 
yet with extream fortune we arrived at 4lo in a Bay of 
the Eaſt corner of the Ifle, being about St. Andrews 
day, where the poor Grceks took me up to their Village, 
two miles diſtant from this Creebe, and I abode with 
them four days.

the greateſt adyantage the Iſlanders have. 
Zephano did once produce the Calamita, 
and was renowned for the fine Mines of 


Gold and Silver, of which now it is altogether deſo- 
late : There is alſo fing Sulphur here, and exceeding 
good Marble : from whence Lucas was the firſt that 
tranſported it to Kome : There 1s a certain ground in 
thisIfle, where it isfaid, that if any take it away, or 
digg deep holes, the earth of it ſelf in a ſmall time will 
ſurcreaſe without any aid of man.

The Greeks viſited me 
oftentimes, and intreated meabove all things, I ſhould 
not enter within the bounds of their SanCtuary ; be- 
cauſe I was not. of their Religion. But I in regard of 
the longſomand cold nights, was enforced eyery night 
to creepin, in the midft of the SanKuary to keep my 
ſelf warm, which Sanftuary was nothing but an Altar 
 bhemmed in with a partition-wall about my height, 
dividing the little room from the body of the

"Theſe miſerable Iſlanders, are a kind of ſilly poor 
people ; which in their behaviour, ſhewed the neceſli- 
ty they had to live, rather then any pleaſure in their 
living. From'thence 1 imbarked ona ſmall bark of ten | 
Tuns. come - from Scythia in Candy, and loaden with. } 
Oyl, and*about midday we arrived in the Iſle of 
Aecans, where we but only dined, and ſo ſet forward 
TO Zea. | 

This Mecarno was formerly-called Delos, famous for 
the Temple of Apollo, being the chizf Ile of the Cy- 
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clades, the reſt of the fifty four incircling it - Delos 
ſgnifieth apparent, becauſe at the requeſt of Fo, 
yaen all the earth had abjured the receipt ; _

In this Ile they retain a cuſtom, neither permitting 
men to dye, or children to be born in it: but always 
when men fall ſick, and women grow great bellied, 
Form them to Rhena a ſiniall Tſolerta, and two miles 
_ Zeato which wearrived from Mecca ,. was fo cal- 
led of Zeo, the ſon of Pheboz and of Tome, Tetrape- 
4; becauſe of the four Cities that were there of old. 
Symonides the Poet, and Eriſtato the excellent Phyſiti- 
an, were born in it. The next Iſle of any note we 
touched at, was Tio: This Iſland is under the Signio- 
ry of Yenice, and was ſometime beautified with the 
Temple of Neprune. By Ariſtotle it wascalled 1druſa ; 
of Demoſtene;, and Eſchines, Eruſea: Tt hath an impreg-. 
rable Caſtle, builded on the top of ahigh Rock, to- 
wards the Eaſt end or Promontore of the Iſle, and c- 
ver provided with three years proviſion, and a Gar- 
riſon of two hundred Souldiers : So that. the Tarks by 
no means can conquer it. The Iſland it ſelf is twen- 
ty miles in length, and a great refuge for all Chri- 
ſtian Ships and Galleys that haunt in the Levante. 

From this Iſle I came to Palmoſa, ſometimes Pathmos, 
which is a mountainous and barren Iſland ; It was _

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pa tte of that Saint Fohn wrote the Revelation af- 
p _ N ter he was baniſhed by Domurianus the 
ria, and failed by the Iſle Scyro, which of old was the 
Signory of Licomedes, and it the habit of a woman,

inthe Trojan War, ſent him to this Iſland; where he | 
was maiden-like brought up amonglt the Kings daugh: | 


ters : who in that time, begot Pyrrhus upon Deridamia, 
the daughter of Licomedes, and where the crafty Uly/ 
ſes afterward did diſcover this fatal Prince to Troy. As 
we fetched up the ſight of 1Vicaria, we eſpied two 
Turkiſh Galleots, who gaveus the Chace, and purſued 
us, ſtraight to a Bay, betwixt two Mountains, where 
weleft the loaden boat, and fled to the Rocks, from 
whence we mightily annoyed with huge tumbling 
ſtones, the perſuing Turks - But in our flying, the Ma. 
ſter was taken, and other two old men; whom they 
made. captives and ſlaves : and alſo ſeized upon the 
Boat, andall their goods : The number of ys that eſ- 
caped were nine perſons. | 

ThisIfle Wear, was antiently called Doliche, and 
Trhioſa, and is ſomewhat barren 3 having no Sea- port at. 
all: It was here, the Poets feigned, that cara: the ſon 
of Dedalus fell, when as he took flight from Crera; 
with his borrowed wings, of whom it hath the name;

| found here, ſo much efteemed by our Pothecaries ; the 
reſt of this Iſle ſhall be tonched in the own place. 


And near to Lane, lyeth the Ile Grara, now Sropodia, | 


It is begirded with Rocks and deſartuous, unto which 
the Romans were wont to ſend in baniſhment ſuch as de. 
ſerveddeath : In general of theſe Ifles Cyclads, becanſe 
they areſo near oneto another, and eachone in ſight 
of another, there are many Curſares and T urkiſh Gal- 
Teots, that ſtill afit theſe Vlanders; Inſomuch that 
the Inhabitants are conſtrained to keep watch day and 
night, upon the tops of the moſt commodious Moun- 
tains, to diſcoyer theſe Pirats; which they eaſily diſ- 
The danger of ©" from other Veſſels, both becauſe of 
Turkiſh Pirars, REI Sails and Oares : And whenloever 
diſcovered, according to the number of 
.curſary Boats, they make as many hires, which giveth 
warning to all the Ports to be on guard: And if the | 
Sea-voyagers in paſling ſee no ſign on theſe Iſles, of | 
fire or ſmoak, then they perfectly know, theſe Labo- 
Tinthing Seas, arefree from peſtilent Raveners. 
As we left the Iſle Yenico on our Jeft hand, and en- 
tred in the gulf between So, and Eolida, the firm land 
is called Aolida, there fell down a deadly ſtorm, -

cow, the Capital Town is Arargo,where | 
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he Greco.e Levante, Or at the North-eaſt, which ſplit 
our Maſt, carrying Sayls and all over-board : Where- 
upon every man looked (as it were) with the ſtamp 
of death in his pale viſage. The tempeſt continuing 
(our Boat not being able to keep the Seas) we were 


| conſtrained to ſeek into a Creek, betwixt two Rocks, 


for ſafety of opr lives; where, when we entred, there 
was no likely-hood of relief: tor we had a ſhelfie ſhoar, 
and giving ground to the Ankors, they came both 
home. 
The ſorrow ful Maſter ſeeing nothing but hipwrack, 
ook the Helm in hand, directing his courſe to ruſh 


| upon the face of a low Rock, whereupon « fearful 


the Sea moſt fearfully brokez as we ſhipwrack. 
touched the Matiners contending who _ 

ſhould firſt leap our, ſome fell over. board, and thoſe 
that got land, were pulled back by the reciprocating 
wayes: Neither in all this time cucſt 1 once move z 
for they had formerly ſworn if Ipreſled to eſcape, 
before the reſt were firſt forth, they would throw 
me headlong into the Sea: So buing two ways 10 
danger of death, I paticntly offered up my Prayers 
to God. 

At our firſt encounter with the Rocks, (our fore- 
decks, and Boats gallery being broke , and a great 
Leake made ) the recoiling waves brought us back 
from the Shelts ,a great way ; wlich the poor Maſter 
perceiving, and thar there were ſeven men drowned, 
and elven perſons alive; cryed with aloud voice : Be of 
good.courage, take up Oars, and row haſtily : , It may 
be, before the Bark fink, we ſhall attain to yonder 
Cave, which then appeared to our ſjght : Every man 
working for his own deliverance (as it pleaſed God ) 
we' got the ſame with good fortune - for no ſooner 
were we disbarked, and lalſolefr the laſt man, but the 


Boat immediately ſunk. There was nothing ſaved 
H but 
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but my Coffno, which I kept always in my arms - part- 
ly, that it might have brought my dead body to ſome 
creek , where being found, might have been by the 
Greeks buryed; and partly 1 held it faſt alſo, that ſa- 
_ ving mylife, I might ſave it too; it was 
—_ —— nd wenld nor exltyfak, 
: : notwithſtanding of my papers and lin. 
—_— . nicer in it: forthe which Gate 
ty of my things, the Greeks were 1n admiration. In 
this Cave, which was thirty' paces long, within the 
mountain, we abode three days withour either meat 
or drink : upon the fourth day at morn, the tempeſt 
cealing , there came Fiſher-boats to relieve us, who 
found the ten Greeks almoſt famiſhed for lack of food; 
but in that hunger-ſtarving fear, I fed upon the expecta- 
tion of my doubtful relief. | 

True itis, a miſerable thing it is for man, to grow 
an example to others in matters of affliction, yet 1t is 
neceſſary that ſome men ſhould be ſo : For ir pleaſed 
God, having ſhown aſenſible diſpoſition of favour up- 
on me, in humbling meto the very pit of extremities, 
taught me alſo by ſuch an unexpected deliverance, both 
to put my confidence in his eternal goodneſs, - and to 
know the frailty of my own ſelf, and my ambition,which 
drave me often to ſuch diſaſters. 

The dead men being found on ſhoar, we buried 
them;, and I learned at that inſtant time, there were 
ſeventeen: Boats caſt away on the Coaſt of this Iſland, 
and never a man ſaved: in this place the Greeks ſet up 
aſtone croſs in the memorial of ſuch a woful miſchance, 
and mourned heavily, faſting and praying. Irejoycing | 
and thanking God for my ſafety ( leaving them ſor- 
rowing for their friends and goods) took journey 
through the Iſland to So, for ſo is the City called, bes | 
Ing thirty miles diſtant: In my way I paſt by an old 
Caſtle ſtanding on a little hill, named -Garbos, now 
| EDS Flelias ;; 
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Helias;, where ( as I was informed by two Greeks in 
my company ) the Sepulcher of Homer was yet extant: 
for this S:o is one of the ſeven lfles and Towns, that 
contended for his birth : 


Septem nrbes certant de ſtirpe inſignts Homer1, 
Theſe Cities ſeven ( I undername )) did ſtrive, 
Who firſt brought Homer to the world alzve. 


Smyrna, Rhodos,Colophon.Salamis,Clios, Argos, Athens : 
The which I willing to ſee, 1 entreated my afloci. 
ates to accompany me thither ; where, when we came, 
we deſcended by ſixteen degrees into a dark Cell; 
and pailing that, weentred into another four ſquared 
room, in whichl ſaw an antient Tomb, 
whereon were ingraven Greek letters, 
which we could not underſtand for their 
antiquity; but whether it was this Lomb or not, I 
do not know, but this they related, and very likely to 
have been his Sepulcher. | 

This Ifle of Szo is divided into two 
parts, to wit, Appanomera, ſignifying the 
higher, or upper parts of it : The other Catomerea, 
that is, the level, or lower parts of the Iſle: It was 
firſt called Erhalia : It aboundeth ſo in Oranges and 
Lemmons, that they fill Barrels and Pipes with the 
Juyce thereof, and carry them to Conſtantinople, which 
the Turks uſe at their meat, as we do Verges: And 
allo called Pythioſa: next Cios, Afts 20. 15. And by 
Methrodorus, Chio, of Chione : butat this day So. Nor 
long agoe it was under the Gernzeſes, but now govern- 
ed by the Turks: It 1s of circuit an hundred miles, 
and famous for the medicinable Maſtick that groweth 
there on Trees : I ſaw many pleaſant Gardens in it, 
which yield in great plenty, Orenges, Lemmons, Ap- 
ples, Pears, Prunes, Figgs, Olives, Apricocks, Dates, 
Adams Apples, excellent herbs , fair flowers, ſweet 
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Hony, with ſtore of Cypre and Mulberry-trees, and ex- 
caeding good (ilk is made here. 
At laſt I arrived at the City of So, where I was 
_ ;dged and kindly uſed with an old man, of the Geru- 
ſer race, for the ſpace of eight days : I found here 
-hree Monaſteries of the order of Rome, one of the 
ſeſuits, another of Saint Francis, and the third of thg 
Dominican Friers, being all come-from Genoa; and be- 
-auſe the greateſt part of the City is of that ſtock, and 
> the Papal See, theſe Cloyſters have a braver life for 
00d chear, fat Wines, and delicate Lechery , than 
ay ſort of Friers can elſewhere find in the world. 
7 PER, The Women of the City So, are the 
Dames of $i: 191t beautiful Dames, (or rather Ange- 
lical creatures) of all the Greeks upon 
the face of the earth, and greatly given to: Venery. 


If Venus foe ſaw S19's fair-fac'd Dames, 
His ſtomack,_ cold, would burn, in luſt-ſpred flames. 


- They are for the moſt part exceeding proud, and 
ſumptuous in apparel,and commonly go(even' Artificers 
wives ) 1n gowns of Sattin and Taftety;. yea, in Cloth 
of Silver and Gold, and are ardorned with precious 
Stones, and Germs, and Jewels about their necks, 
and hands, with Rings, Chaines, and Bracelets. Their 
Husbands are their Pandors, and when they ſee any 
ſtranger arrive, they will preſently demand of him; 
if he would have a Miſtreſs : and ſo they make Whores 
of their own Wives, and are contented for alittle gain, 
to wear horns : ſuch are the baſe minds of ignominious 
Cuckolds.

This Ci- 
ty of So hath alarge and ſtrong Fortreſs, 

which | 
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_ - which was built by the.Genneſes, and now detained by 


4 Garriſon of Turks, containing a thouſand fire-houſes 
within it, ſome whereof are Greeks, ſome Genoweſes, 
ſome Turks, and Moores : The City it ſelf is unwal- 
led, yet a populous and ſpacious piace, ſpred along 
by the Sea-ſide, having a goodly harbour for Galleys 
and Ships, the chief Inhabitants there, are deſcended 
of the Genoueſes,, and profeſs the ſuperſtition of Rome - 
The people whereof were once Lords of the e£7ear 
Sea, maintaining a Navy of eighty Ships - In the end 
they became ſucceſſively ſubject to the Roman and 
Greek Princes; till Andronico Palcolozus, gave them and 
their Iſle to the Faxſtinians, a Noble Family of the Ge- 
noueſes ; from whom it was taken by Solyman the Mag- 
nificent on Eaſter day 1566. being the ſame year that 
our late gracious, and once Soveraign Lord, King 
Fames of bleſſed memory was born; this Cittadel or 
Fortreſs of So, ſtanding full between the Sea, and the 
Harbour, was invaded by eight hundred Florentines,lent 
hither by the great Duke Ferdinando, brother to Queen 
Mother of France, and our own Queen aries Uncle, 
Amo 1600- Auruſt 7. T he manner was thus, the Ge- 
noueſen ſeed, had ſold the Fort nnto the Duke of F#1o- 
rence, Whereupon he lent his Galleys and theſe Gallant:; 
thither : Where, when arrived inthe night, they ſca- 
led the walls, flew the watches, and unhappily ramforc- 
ed all the Canon; and then entring the Fort put allthe 
Turks to the ſword, and among them, too many Chri- 
ſtians - The Galleys all this time, being doubtful how 
It went, durſt not enter the Harbour, but a'Storm fal- 
. ling down, they bore up to an lfolet for ancorage in 
the Folid Gulf, and three miles diſtant ; The next 
morning, the Turkiſh Baſhaw, the City , and all the 
Iſlanders were in arms - The Florentines being diſmilled 
of their Galleys, grew diſcouraged, and trying the 
. Canon, which they had ſpoyled at their firlt {callet, it

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would not be - Mean while, the Baſhaw entred in par- 
ley with them, and promiſed faithfully, to ſend them 
ſafe to the Galleys if they would render.

Oyer 
this ſtrait Xerxes did make a bridg of boats to paſs 
into Greece, which when a ſudden tempeſt had ſhrewd- 
ly battered, he cauſed the Seato be beaten with three 
hundred ſtripes. | | 

And at that ſame time Xerxes paſſing over the Hel- 
leſpont, and ſeeing all the Sea cled with his Army, his 
Horſes, Chariots, and: Ships, the tears burſt from his 
_ eyes, and being demanded the cauſe of 
his grief ? anſwered, O, faid he, 7 weep 
becauſe within a hundred years, all this 
great and glorious fight, ſhall be diſſolved to nothing, and 
neither man, nor beaſt ſhall be alive, nor Chariot, nor En- 
gine of War, but ſhall be turned to duft , and ſo 1 ſorrow 
zo-ſee the ſhort mortality of Nature. Indeed it was a 
worthy ſaying, from ſuch a Heatheniſh Monarch, who 
ſaw no further than the preſent milery of this life. 

Here I left the two French men with a Greek Barbour, 
and imbarked for ——_ in a Turkiſh Frigato. 
The firſt place of any note I ſaw, within theſe nar- 
row Seas, was the antient City of Gyllipolis, the le- 
cond feat of Thracia, which was firſt builded by Cajzs 
Caligula, and ſometimes had been inhabited by the 
Ganles : It was the firſt Town in Europe, that the Turks

| when a neighbour-Prince had ſent him an exquiſite pre- 
ſent of accurately-wrought glaſſes; he ( having dif- 
patched the Meſſenger with all due complements and 
eratitude of Majeſtie }) broke them all to pieces : Leſt 
by miſhapp, any of his Servants doing thelike, might 
ſtir or move him to an intemperate choller. 
The Greeks here, and generally through all Greece, 
bear as much reverence and reſpect to _. _ 
Moynt 4thos.as the Papiſts bear to Rome: mas 
Allof which Religious Coliers or Friers, muſt toil and 
labour for their living, ſome in the Vines, ſome in the 
Corn-fields, and others at home in their Monaſteries, 
Celſe-where abroad, are always occupicd for the main- 
taining of their Families : They are but poorly clad,

But the commodity of fiſhing, falling out contrary to 
their expectation, in reſpect that the fiſhes were afraid 
of the white banks of the City; the Captain Pauſamas 
left that place, and builded B:izantinm in Thracia,which 
firſt was by him intituled Zigos. By Pliny, 7uſtin, and 


Strabo, it was ſirnamed Urbs Mlluſtriſſima, becauſe it 1s. 


repleted with all the bleſſings, earth can give to mat 
yea and in the molt fertile ſoil of Europe. 

Zonoras reporteth that the Athenians, in an ambitt- 
ousand inſatiable deſire of Soveraignty, won it from the 
Lacedemonians : They thns being vanquiſhed, ſaborned 
Severus the Roman Emperour, to beſiege the ſame : But 
the City Bizantium being ſtrongly fortified with walls, 
the Romans could not take it In, untill extreme fartune 


conſtrained them to yield, after three years fiege 5 
au 
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and Severus to ſatisfy his cruelty, pur all to the ſword, 
that were within, aad razed the walls, giving It 1n 
polſeſſion to the neighbouring Periarhiavs. This City 
thus remained in calamity, till Conſtantime , _ 
( religning the City of Kome, anda great FR 
avg ed by Cofts 

part of 7raly to the Popiſh inheritance of þ,,.;,, 
the Roman Biſhops ) recdihed the fame 
and tranſlated his Imperial ſeat into the Eaſf, and redu- 
ced all the Empire of Greece, to an unite tranquillity, 
with immortal reputation, which the Parthians and 
Perſians had fo miſerably diſquieted. | 

But theſe diſorders were at length reformed by the {cs 
vere adminiſtration of Juſtice, for the-which, ard other 


. worthy reſpects, the ſaid Conſtantine ſon of Saint Helen, 


and Emperour of Rome ( which afterward the Pope us 
ſurped.) was ſurnamed the Great. He firſt in his plan« 
tation called this City new Rome; but when he beheld 
the flouriſhing and multiplying of all things 1n it; and 
becauſe of the commodious ſituation thereof, he cal- 
led it Conſt antinopolis , after his own name. This Em- 
perour lived there many »Troſperous years, -in molt 
happy eſtate: likewiſe many of his ſucceſſors did, uns 
till ſuch time, that Mdahomer the ſecond of that name, 
and Emperour of the Turks; living in a diſcontented 
humor, to behold the great and glorious dominions of 
Chriſtians ; eſpecially this famous Ciry, that ſo floy- 
rithed in his eyes, by momenral Circumſtances, col- 
lected his cruel intentions, to the full height of ambi- 
tion; whereby he might aboliſh the very name of 
Chriſtianity, and alſo putt up with a preſitmptuous 


deſire, to enlarge his Empire, went with a marvel- 


lous power, both by Sea and Land, unto this magnis 
ficent Manſion. | 
The iſſue whereof was ſuch, that after divers Bat- 
teries and Aſſaults, the irreligious Infidels broke down 
the Walls, and eatred the City, which breach wasaÞout 
K forty 
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forty paces long, as by the new colour being built up 
again,isealily known from the old Walls - where when 
they entred , they made a wonderful maflacre of poor 
aſflicted Chriſtians, without ſparing any of the Roman 
kind, either maleor female. In the mercileſs fury of 
theſe Infernal Imps, the Emperour Conſtantine was kil- 
led, . whoſe head being cut off, was carried upon the 


point of a Launce through all the City, and Camp of 


the Turks, tothe great diſgrace and 1gnominy of Chri- 
ſtianity. His Empreſs, Daughters, and other Ladies 


after they were abuſed in their bodys, were put to | 


dezthina moſt cruel and terrible manner.

By this overthrow of Conſtantinople , this Mahomet 


took twelve Kingdoms, and two hundred Cities from 
the Chriſtians, whichis a lamentable loſs, of ſuch an 
1uſtrious Empire. Thus was that imperial City loſt, 
In the year 1453. ay 29. when it had remained un- 
der the government of Chriſtians, 1198. years. It

ries and Timariots, who twice in three years have 
lately made inſorrection agaiaſt him. This Empe- 
rour Achmet , who was alive when I was there, was 
more given to Venery, than Martiality, which gave a 
greater adyantage to the Perſians in their defenſive

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Concerning the Empire we may obſerve: fome fatal 
contrarieties in one and the ſame name - For Phillip the 
Father of Alexander, laid the firſt foundation of the 
Macedonian Monarchy, and Phillipthe Father of Pe: ſens 
ruined it. So was this Town built by - 
a Conſtantine, the Son of Helena, a Gre- wy Mn, 
cory being Patriarch; and was loſt by a 
Conſtantine, the Son of a Helena, @ Gregory being alſo 
Patriarch, The Turks have a Prophecy , that as it 
was won by a Mahomer, 10 it ſhall be loſt by a 2-aho- 
met. 

The Form, or Situation of this City, is like unto a 
Triangle, the South part whereof, and the Eaſt part, 
are invironed with Helleſpontas, and Boſphorus Thraicns ; 
and the North part adjoyning to the firm Land, Ir is 
in Compaſs about the Walls, eſteemed to be eighteen 
Miles: in one of theſe triangled Points, being the 
South-eaſt part, and at the joyning of Boſphore and Hel- 
l:ſpont, ſtandeth the Pallace of the great Turk called 
Seralia, and the Forreſt wherein he hunteth 5 which is 
two miles in length. 

The ſpecial Objedt of Antiquity, I ſaw within this 
City, was the incomparable Church of Saint Sophiaz 
whoſe Ornaments and hallowed Veſlels, were innume- 


rable, in the time of Fuftinian the Emperour , who ' 


firſt builded it 5 but now converted to a Moskuce, 
and conſecrate to Muhomer, after #diabolical man- 
ner.

wherein all ſorts of Commodities are to be ſold ; as Sat- 


tins, Silkes Velyets, Cloth of Silver and Gold, and the 
moſt exquiſitely wrought Hand-kerchiefs, that can be 
found in the world; with infinite other Commodities, 
the relation of which would be tedious.

the great loſs Sir Thomas Glover received by the Duke 
of Moldavia, who chargably entertained him two 
Years ia his houſe, and furniſhed him with much Mo- 
neys, and other Neceſſaries fit for his Eminency : This 
Duke or Prince of. Bugdenia was deprived of his Prin- 
Cipalities hy Achmer, and fled hither to the Chriſtian 
Ambaſſidours for relief : To whom when all the reſt 
had reiuſed acceptance, only Noble Sir Thamas receiv- 
ed him, maintained hin, and ſeriouſly wrought with 
the Grand S; gnor and his Council to have had him 

reſtored again to his Lands, but could nor prevail.

Which, when we 
heard, the Ambaſladour, and we were all amazed and 
diſcontented : He was indebted to the Ambaſiadour :- 
boye fifteen thouſand Chickens of Gold, yet ere my 
leaving Galata, lwent twice over with Sir Thomas, 
and ſaw him, and found him attended with a number 
of Turks, who when he ſaw me, took me kindly by 
the hand, for we had been two Months familiar in the 
Ambaſladqurs houſe before. ee 

The Engliſh Ambaſladour within half a year, recc- 
yered the half of his Moneys, the other half he was 
forced to forgoe for diverſe jmportunate reſpects, Nay, 
I muſt ſay one thing more of this Knight, he relieved 
more Slayes from the Galleys, paid their Ranſoms, 
and ſent them home freely to-their Chriſtian Stations, 
and kepta better Houſe, than any Ambaſladour did, 
that ever lay at Conſtantinople, or ever ſhall to the 
Worlds end. | 

His mother was a Polonian, who coming from Dan- 
ſick tO London, was delivered of him upon the Sea: Al- 
terward he was brought up at Conſtantinople from a boy, 
and ſpoke, and wrot the Slavonian Tongye perfect- 
ly: And thence returning for Lonudov, he was the 
firſt Ambaſſadour King Fames, of bleſſed Memory, ſent 
to Conſtantinople, after his coming to the Crown of

In Conſtantinople, and all other places of Tarky, I e- 
ver ſaw three Sabboths together, in one Week : The 
Friday for the Twrks, the Saturday for Fews, and the 
Sunday for Chriftians: but the Texrks Sabborh is worſt 
kept of all: for they will not ſpare to do any labour 
on their Holiday. They have Meetings 
at their publick Prayers, every day five 
ſeyeral times : the firſt is, before the ri- 
fing of the Sun : the ſecond 1s, alittle before midday : 
the third is, at three of the Clock in the after-noon: 
the fourth is, at the Sun-ſetting, Summer and Winter : 
Fifthly, the laſt hour of Prayer, is always two or 
three hours within night. Many of them will watch 
Cill that time, and not ſleep; and others ſleeping, 
will awake at the Voyce of the Cryer, and go to 
Church. | 
In ſignof Reverence, and in a ſuperſtitions devoti- 
'On before they go into their Moſquees, they waſh them- 
ſelyes in a Lavoroio, beginning at the privy Members, 
'next*rheir Mouths, ' Faces, Feet and Hands: And en- 
Tring they incline their Heads downward to the Earth; 
and falling on their knees do kiſs the Ground three 
times.

ing deſperate : he was alſo deceitful, variant, and frau- 
dulent, as may appear in his Satanical Fables, expreſ-

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About this time there was one Se7g:4s, an Tralian born,

imparting the ſame unto her neighbours and goſlips. 
After they had lived two years together, the bewitched 
Matron dying, left all her poſſeſſions ro Mahomer ; both 
becauſe ſhe acccounted him to be a Prophet, and next 


for that loving regard ſhe had of his tender body, being 


but thirty years of age, He being chus left with great 
riches, 
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riches, was puft up 1n pride, and haughty deſires, 
ſtriving by all inordinary means, to bring his new de= 
viſed plors to perfection. For the better performance 
whereof, he conſulted with this Serginus a Neſtorian 
Monk, and Arodalaanother Thalmud:ſt, a diverted Few : 
Hereupon theſe two HelE hounds, and the other per- 
yerſe Kunagate, patched up a moſt monſtrous, and di- 
yelliſh Religion to themſelves, and to their miſcreant 
believers 3 Partly compoſed of the Zudaica/law, part- 
ly of Arrianiſm, partly intermixed with ſome pointsof 
Chriſtianity; And partly of other fantaſtical fopperies, 
which his own invention ſuggeſted unto him. 

The Book of this Religion is named the Alcoran, the 
whole body of which, is but an expoſition, and gloſs 
on the eight Commandments he affixed z whereupon 
dependeth the whole Mahometancal Law : Firſt, eve- 
7y one ought to believe that God is a great God, hd 
and only God, and Mahomet #s his Prophet. —_ . —_— 
Secondly, every man muſt marry to encreaſe | 
the Settaries of Mahomet : Thirdly, every one muſt give 
of his wealth to the poor : Fourthly , every one muſt make 
his prayers ſeven times a day: Fiftly, every one muſs keep 
a Lent, one month in the year, this Lent 1s called Birbam z 
or Ramazan : Sixtly, Be obedient to thy Parents, Which 
Law is ſo negleCted, that never any Children were, or 
are more unnatural than the Trrk;ſh be : Seventhly , 
thou ſhall not kill, which they inviolably keep amongſt 
themſelves; But the poor Chriſtians feel the ſmart 
thereof. Laſtly and eightly, Do wnto others, as thou 
wouldffl be done unto thy ſelf, the Performers of which have 
large Sophiſtical Promiſes aſcribed them. 

This new coyned Doctrine, was no ſooner wrapt up 
in his Execrable 4looran, but he beganto ſpit forth his 
abominable and blaſphemous Hereſies - Aftirming, that 
Chriſt was not the ſon of the moſt high. nor that deſs 
fias looked for; denying allo the Trinicy, with _—

other prophane blaſphemies. The work concluded, for 


the better advancement of his purpoſe, he married the 


daughter of the chief Prince of his own, I r1be:By which 
new affinity, he not only ſeduced his Father in law , 
but alſo the whole Linage, of that family By whoſe 
acceptance, and conyerſion, he allo contederated with 
other aſſociates, and waxed dayly ſtronger. Contend- 
ing continually to divulgate his name,- aye more and 
more , he aſſembled his new Alcoramiſts : Exhorting 
them to aſliſt him in the beſieging of Mecha, which Ct- 
tizens had in derilion rebuked his Law, and abſolutely 
diſdained his Mahometazical illuſions: And promiſed to 
them, in ſuch a well deſerving attempt, both eternal 
felicity, and ſpoils of theſe his  Contradiftors; per- 
ſwaſively alluring them, that God would deliver all the 
gain-ſayers of his Alcoran into his hands. By which 
allurements they being moved, role to the number of 
3000. in Arms, and menaced 4fcha, but the Citizens 

. put him to flight, and ſo was he thrice fer- 

——_ ved;till in theend he won their City : wherc=- 

| . In after his death he was intombed in an 
Iron Coffin: Which between two Adamants hangeth 
to this day ( as I haye been informed of ſundry Turks, 
who ſaw it) which confirmed in thema folid belief of 
his erroneous Doctrine. 

But now of late the Turks, growing more circum- 
ſpect than they were, and nnderſtanding the deriſion 
of Chriſtians concerning their hanging Tomb, and be- 
cauſe the Turkiſh Pilgrims were often ſuffocate to death, 
with a ſabulous Deſert in going to Mecha; they have 
tranſported Mahomers Tomb now to Medina; which is 
a great deal nearer to Damaſenr, and at the entry of 
Arabia felix;, in a_glorions Ao/que, where the Tomb 
being cloſe ground ſet, and richly covered with a gold- 
en Canopy; they have inhibiced that any Chriſtian ſhall 


come near to it by two courſes, to wit, twenty four 
| Miles, 
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miles, under the pain of death : which indeed they 
keep more [trictly in execution, than Printely Procla- 
mations are obeyed, obſerved, or regarded with us : 
cither for regal Statutes, or general benefits of Con- 
mon- wealth : thceir-continuance being but iike the M1= 
racle of nine days wonder ; return again fron whence 
they came fruſtrate of power, and robbed of obedience; 
From this time that he vanquiſhed 2echa, calcing out 
the Greek Officers, ( for then atl' A-abia was under the 
Conſtantinopolitan Empire) the Saracens began their com- 
putation of years, (as we from Chriſts Nativity) which 
they call Heaira, and begun about the year of our Re- 
demption,tix hundred and ſeventeen. Concerning whicth 
.time, that Mahomer compiled his deviliſh Acor-a7, be- 
ginning his Empire ; nigh abont the ſame rime 1: 1s 0b: 
ſerved that Boniface the third begun his Emprre, and 
Antichriſtian title, for Phocas having killed the  Empe- 
rour 17auritius, his Wife and children : To ſecure him- 
ſclfof Italy, ready to revolt from ſuch a Tyrant, made 
Boniface vniverlal Biſnop and Head of the Church. 

This Boniface was the threeſcore and fourth Biſhop; 
and firft Pope of Rome : Which was im as 
mediately thereafter confirmed by Pippin {See 
the French-King, who alſo had murdered Es 
his Maſter and Prince; and laſtly was ratified by 7::- 
leologus, whole fon Conſtantive about fourteen years 
alter, had hrs. head ftruck off, his! wife and daugh- 
ters putto cruel death, , hiz Empire quite ſubverted, in 
the loſs of twelyc Ringdoms, and two hundred Cities, 
being the juſt judgments of God upon the ſon, for the 
fathers ſake, who alligned ſuch:an ambirions charge un» 
to that perverſe Papality : After vzhich predommant 
titles and falſified power, what tong controverſies and 
Ctiputes were between the Pope, and the Conncits of 
Carthage, Calcedon, Epheſus, Mexandria,and iyce? This 
Papal prerogative b2gun with blood, and munrther , 
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contitiveth in blood, and maſſacres, and ( doubtleſs ) 
in the 'end ſhall periſh, and be confounded with blood, 
and abominable deſtruction. 

And what great debate was of old by the Reman Em- 
perours,in aboliſhing out of their Churches,the Images 
and Idols of Stone, Iron, and Timber, &c. that tor 
many hundred years they were not ſuffered to be ſcen: 
And at the beginning of the Papality, and a long time 
oat T4chs. aſter, the Emperours prohibited them, 
ay. and diverſe Popes have confirmed, and 

| approved the ſame: Yer ſucceeding Popes, 
and the Empire being divided in Eaſt and Weſt, intro- 
ducted again the dregs of their old Heathieniſh and 
Roman Idolatry: and yet they will not be content with 
the bare name of Images, but they impoſe a Sur-name 
or epithite of ſanctity,terming them holy lmages. Tru- 
Iy I may ſay,'if it were not for theſe Images, and ſuper- 
Ritious Idolatries, they aflign to them,the Turks had 
long agoe been converted to the Chriſtian Faith. 


I have ſeen'fometimes two thouſand Turbs travelling - 


to Mecha, in Pilgrimage; which is in Arabia felix : 
where wany in a ſuperſtitious devotion , having ſeen 
Tockiſh Pil- the 'T'omb of Mahomer, are never delirous 
2rimes, to ſee the vanities of the World again : 
For ina frantick piety they cauſe aSmith 

to pull forth their eyes: And theſe men are called af- 
terward Hoggess, that is, Holy men, whom the Turks 
much honour, and regard : and are always led about 
trom town to town by mens hands,and fed,and- regard- 
ed like unto Princes;orlike the -Capuſhines that ſcourge 
themſelves on good Friday,.are met, and homaged at 
Every palling Street, withprayers, gifts, and adorations. 
Some write , that 1fahomer in his youth was a Soul- 
dier, under the conduct of Heraclins,who imploying cer- 
tain Arabians in an expedition to Perſia, not only deni- 


ed them their wages, but told them;; that , that was | 
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not to be given to doggs, which was provided for the 
Roman Souldiers. Hence fome Mutintes ariling in the 
Army, he; with certain Arab:ans ,, his Country men , 
by faction, ſeparated themſelyes,and revolted : Where. 
-upon Mabemer, encouraging them 1n their defeQion , 
was choſen their Captain ; and ſo for a certain time 
they continued rebellions Runagates, Thieves, and 
Robbers of all people. Theſubrilty of this diſſembler 


was admirable; who knowing that he was | | 
deſtitnte of heavenly gifts, to work mt- — hath 
racles, feign'd, that God ſent him with 7c 8 Bro” 
the ſword : He alſo promiſed , at the | 
endof a thouſand years to return, and bring them to 
Paradice; but he hath falſihed his promiſe, for the time 
is expired forty years ago. And they imagining, that 
heis either diſeaſed, or become lame in his journey, 
have aſcribed to him another thouſand years to come. ' 
But long may their wicked and faithleſs generation 
gape, before he come, until ſuch time, that ma gene- 
ral convocation, they be partakers of his endleſs dam- 
nationin Hell; unleſs it pleaſe che Lord m his mercy to 
convert them before that time. | 

Mahomet , chiefly prohibiteth in his Atoran, the eat- 
ing of Swines fleſh, and drinking of Wine, which in- 
deed the beſt ſort do,but the baſer kind are'daily drunk-. 
ards : Their common drink is Sherper , compoſed of 
Water, Honey and Sugar, which is exceeding deleQa. 
ble in the taſt - And the uſual courteſie, they beſtow 
on their friends, who viſit them, is a Cup of Cf, 
_ madeof a kind of ſeed called Coava, and of a blackiſh 
colour; which they drink ſo hot as poſſible they can, 
and is good to expel the crudity of raw meats, and 
herbs, ſo mach by them frequented. And thoſe that 
cannot attam to this liquor, mult be contented witn the 
cooling {treamsof water. | 

It is incidentto Turks, which haye not the S—_ 
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of mind,to temper felicity,to be glutted with the ſuper- 
tluous fruits of doubtful proſperity. Net- 
' ther have they a patient reſolution to 
withſtand adverfity, nor hope to expect 
the better alteration of time. Bur by an infuſed ma- 
lice in their wicked ſpirits, when they are-aty way 
calamited, will with importunate compulſion, cauſe the 
poor flavith ſubjected Chriſtians, ſurrender all they 
have, the half, or ſo forth, ſometimes with ſtrokes, 
menacings, and ſometimes death it ſelf,” which plain- 
ly doth demonſtrate their exceſtive cruelty, and the 
poor Chriſtians inevitable miſery. And yet being 
complained upon, they are ſeverely puniſhed, or elſe 
put to death, for committing of ſuch unallowable Ry- 
ets, being expreſly againſt the Imperial Law of theT urks, 
concerning the quietneſs and liberty of the Chriſtians. 
I have often heard Twrks brawl one with another, 
molt vilely, but I never ſaw, nor heard, that they el- 
ther in private or publick quarrels, Curſt ſtrike one an- 
other, nexther dare they for fear of ſevere puniſhment, 
impoſed to ſuch-quarrellers - But they will injure and 
ſtrike Chriſtians, who dare not fay it is amils, or ſtrike 
again. It is acommon thing with them, to kill their 
Servants for a very ſmall oftence, and when they have 
done, throw them like doggs in a Ditch. And orten- 
times ( if not ſo) wyl lay them down on their backs, 
hoyſing up their heels, bind their feet together, and 
faſten them to a Poſt; and with a Cudgel give them 
three or four hundred blows on the Soles of their feet : 
Whereupon peradventure, ſome ever £0 lame after. 
Their ſervants are bought and ſold, like bruit beaſts 
in Markets; neither can theſe miſerable Drudges ever 
recover liberty, except they buy themſelves free, ct- 
ther by one means or other. Their wives are not far 
fromthe like ſervitnde, for the men by the Alcorar , 


are admitted'to- marry as many women as they will, or 
their 
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their ability can keep. And if it ſhall happen, that a- 
ny one of theſe women (1 mean either ' wife or Con- 
cubine > proſtituteth her ſelf to another man beſides 
her husband; then may he, by authority, biad her hands 
and feet, hang a ſtone abour her neck, and caſt her in- 
to a River, which by them is uſually done in the night. 

But when theſe Infidels pleaſe to abuſe poor Chrilti- 
an women againſt their husbands Will, they little rc- 
gard the tranſgreſſiion of the Chriſtian Law; who as 
well deflower their daughters, as their wives; yet the 
devout Mahometans never meddle with them, accompt- 
ing themſelves damned to copulate ( as they think 
with the ofi-ſpring of doggs. The Turks generally , 
when they commit any copulation with Chiittians, or 
their own Sex. they waſh themſclves ina South running 
Fountain, before the Sun-riling, thinking thereby to 
waſh away their fins. | 

If a Tu7k thould happen to kill another EN 
Turk, his puniſhment is thus; after he is Juſtice & 
adjudged to death; he is brought forth * © 
to the marker place, and a block being brought ht- 
ther of four foot high ; the malefactor is ſtripp'd nak- 
ed; and then laid thereupon with his belly downward, 
they draw 1n his middle together ſo ſmall with running 
Cords, that they ſtrike his body in two with one blow : 
his hinder parts they caſt to be eaten by hungry doggs 
kept for the ſame purpole; and the fore-quarters and 
head they throw into a grievous fire, made there for the 
ſame end : and this is the puniſhment for man flaugh- 
Ter. 

But for mnrdey or treaſon he is more cruelly uſed , 
for convicted and condemned, he is brought torth he- 
fore the people, where in the ſtreet there 1s an exceed- 
Ing bigh Srripad erctted, much like to a May-Pole 
which tree from the root, till ir almoſt come ro the 
top, is all fer about fil of long ſharp ion pikes, and 
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their poynts npward : "The Villain being ftrip'd naked, 
and his hands bound backward, they bind a ſtrong rope 
about his ſhoulders and cleavings : And then hoyling 
him up to the pillow or top of the tree, they let the 
rope flee looſe , whence down he fails, with a rattle , 
among the i iron Pikes, hanging either by the buttocks, 
by the breaſts, by the ſides, or ſhoulders; and there 
ſticking faſt in the air, he hangeth ti his very bones 
rot and fall down, and his body be devoured being 
quick, with ravenoys Eagles, kept to prey upon his 
Carkaſs for the ſame purpoſe. 

But now I come to their Nuptial rites, their cuſtom 
and manner of marriage 1s thus - If a mai} afteCtetin a 
TurkiſhMarri- young Maid, he buyeth her of her Pa- 
pes. '* rents, and giveth a good ſum of money 

for her, and after ſhe is bought, he en- 
rolls her name in the Cadies Book, witneſſing ſhe is his 
bound wife, bought of her father. Loe, this 1s all 
the form of thejic marriage : This being done, the 
father of the woman ſendeth houſhold-ſtuff home with 
the Bride; which is carried through the ſtrezts on 
Mulets or Camells backs, the two new married folks 
marching before, are conveyed with muſick, their own 
acquaintance, and friends unto his houſe. 

The Txrks in general, whenſoever they loath or diſ- 
like their wives,uſe to ſell them in markets,or otherwiſe 
beſtow them on their men-flaves : And although their 
affetion were never ſo great towards them, yet they 
neyer cat together, for commonly the women ſtand, 

and ſerye their husbands at meat, and after that, they 

2r apart by themſelves, ſecretly; without admiſſion 
any mankind 1 in their company, if they be above fonr- 
teen years of age. They go ſeldomabroad, unleſs it 
be each Thu {day ar night, yihen they go to the 
onggts FO 1MQITN _ The fead. J always covering their 
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are never uncovered, till they return to their houſes. 
Many other ceremonies they have , which would he 
too prolix for me to recite. And notwithſtanding of 
all this external gravity amongſt. theſe hirclings, yet 
there are in Conſtantinople above torty thouſand brothel- 
houſes, Turkgueski as Libertines ;, in any of which, if a 
Chriſtian (eſpecially Franks) be apprehended, he muſt 
either turn Turk or Slave all his life - But the women 
by policy apply a counter-poyſon to this ſecurity, for 
they accuſtomably come to the Chambers of their Be- 
nefators and well-willers, or other places appointed 
fecretly, where ſo they learn eitber a French Syncopa, or 
an Italian Bergamaskg. 

As for the great T urks Concubanes, they are of num- 
ber eight hundred, being the moſt part M 
Emeeres, Baſhawes, and Timariots Eaugh- Febaes " we 
ters - The third and inmolt part of the 
Serazlia is allotted for their retidence, being well attcnd- 
ed at all times with numbers of Exmeches, and other 
gelded officers: Every morning they are ranked in,a 
great Hall, and ſer on high and open ſeats : where 
when he cometh, and ſelecting the youngett and faireſt, 
he toucheth her with a rod; and immediately ſhe fol- 
loweth: him into his Cabine of lechery , where if any 
action be done, ſhe receiveth from the Read-Clerk her 
approbation thereupon , which ever afterwards ferveth 
her for a conditional dowry to her marriage , with 
much honour and reputation beſides : And if any of 
them conceive, and the child born, it is fuddenly diſ- 
patched from this life : The oldeſt hundreth, every firſt 
Friday'of the month are turned out, and another new 
hundred come in to make good the number :; "Their en- 
trie and-iſſue 1s always at one of the poſtern gates of 
the Park, toward the ſca ſide, and joyning nigh to their 
Pallace - Whence croiling Boſpbore, in an appoin- 


ted Barge, they both go and coine in one day, from

| Ard truly of all the T z»kh Emperours that ever were, 

this Achmer was the wolt gentle and favourable to 
Chriſtians; who rather for his bounty and tcudcrneſs 
might have been intitulated the Chriſtian Emperour , 
than the Pagan King : for he diſſanuiled all the exaCti- 
ons that had been in!lifted hy his predeceſlors upon his 
tributary Chriſtian ſubjects; and cancelled the cuſtom 
or tyth of their Male children, abrogating alſo that 
impoſition oatheir Female dowries. 

TheLent of the Twrs is called Byrham, which con- 
tinueth the ſpace of a month once in the year : In all 
which time, from the Sun riſing to his ſetting, they 

pelther eat nor drink : And at their prayers (eſpecial- 
ly in this faſting ) they uſe often to reiterate theſe 
words Hue, bue, kue, that is; He, he, ke, alone is God, 
Or, There is but one only ſupreme Power ; - Which they do 
in derifion of Chriſtians, who (as they ſay ) adore 
' three God. They have alio this ſinzſter opinion, that

manſion ſhall be near by ) the men never exceeding the 
2ge of thirty years, and the Virgins fifteen, and both 
ſhall have their Virginitjes renewed , as fait, as loſt, 

They holdajſothis, asa confident article of their Be- 
lief, there are ſeven Paradiſes | 1n heaven, the pavements 
whereof are laid with gold , ſilver, pearls, preticus 
ſtones, and garniſhed with ſtarc ly builcings, and plea» 
fant gardens, wherein are all ſorts of fruit, and Prince- 
ly Pallaces; thorough the which run Rivers of milk, ho- 
ney, and wine. 

The firſt Paradiſe, they call it Gencte Atcholde , the 
ſecond Alfrduzy, the third Amthinak,, the fourth Rede- 
aſth the fifth Azelem , the {ixth Alcoduſh, that is holy , 
and the ſeventh Almega, that is, the greateſt. And 
that in the midſt- of this laſt Paradiſe, there isa ſtately 
Tree, called Txbah, the leaf of which is partly of gold, 
and partly of ſilver : whoſe boughs extend round abont 
the walls of this ſeventh Patadice, whereon the name 
of Mahomit is Written, ncar to the name of God, in 
theſe words, Alla, ia, he, allah, Mahomet Rezul all. th. 
The which words are in ſuch reverence amongſt the 
Turks, that if a Chriſtian ſhould happen, unadviſcdly 
to repeat them, he 1s adjudged to a moſt cruel death, 
or compulicd to renounce his Chriſtian Religion.

during which Lune e, they cat nur Urink 
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nothing from Sun riſing to its ſetting down - but when 
night cometh they Gormandize at their felf pleaſures - 
Their month of Lent is our Fanuary, where every day 
after their ſeveral devotions, they goto folemn Playes; 
and all kind of prophane paſtimes - counting that beſt 
devotion, which is molt futable to their diſpoſitions ; 
allotting fancy to follow their folly, and blindneſs, to 
oyer-top the ignorance of nature, drawing all their 
drifts within the circle of Deſtruftion. But indeed, as 
they are blind, in the true way of ſacred worſhip; yet 
are they masked with a wonderful zeal to their deyot- 
ed blindnefs; ſurpaſling far in ſhew, and obſeryations, 
the general Profeſſonrs of Chriſtianity, and all the Ce- 
remonies can be annexed thereunto : Theirs running 
on with the flouds of ignorant affection, and our's di- 
ſtrated with the inutile novelties of ſuperfluous School 
queſtions : which indeed do more diſtemper the truth, 
than render God to be rightly glorifhed. 
Yhe 2eb-opi- As concerning their opinion of Hell, 
mon ofthe they hold it to be adeep Gulf, betwixt 
| two Mountains - from the mouth where- 
of are Dragons, that continually throw fire, being 
large eight leagues, and hath a dark entry, where the 
horrible Ftends meet the perplexed finners, conveying 
them till they come to a bridg, that is ſo narrow as the 
edge of a Razor : whereupon theſe who hayenot com- 
mitted hainous offences, may paſs over to Hell, bur 
thoſe who have done Buggery ( as the moſt part of 
them do) and homicide, ſhall fall Head-long from it, 
to the profoundeſt pit in Hell, where they ſhall ſome-. 
- times burninfire, and ſometimes be caſt into hot boyl- 
mg waters to be refreſhed. And for the greater pu- 
nment of the wicked ( ſay they) God hath planted 
a tree in Hell nained Sazarataſh, or Roozo Saytanah, 
that isthe head of the Devil , upon the fruit of which, 
the damned continually feed ; 3Zzhomer in one of the 
| Chaptcrs 
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Chapters of his Acoran calleth this tree, the Tree of 
Malediition. 
Fhey alfo think the tormented ſouls may one day 
be ſaved, provided they do indure the ſcorched flames 
of Hell patiently. Thus, as briefly as I could, have [ 
laid open the opiniaps of the T urks, concerning their 
Heaven and Hell, before the eyes of theſe, who perad- 
venture have never been acquainted with ſuch a ghoſtly 
Diſcourſe. ; 
And nowTthink it not amiſs toreckon = 
you up in general all the Roman and Greek © _— 
Emperours, that have been from the be- perours in 
ginning tothis prefent time, both in the Eaſtand Weſt, 
Eaſt, and in the Weſt, with the number 
of the T#rkiſh Emperours alſo:Beginning at 7ul:us Ceſar, 
the firſt Ditator or Roman Emperour, to Conſtantine the 
Great, who tranſported the ſeat of the Empire from 
Rome tO Conſtantinople, he was the threeſcore and fourth 
Emperour : And from Conſtantine the Great m the Eaſt, 
to the firſt made Emperour in the Weſt, there-were 
thirty nine Emperours: of whom Conſtantine the ſixth, 
fon to Leo the third, with Jrena his wife was the laſt 
ſole Emperour, and ſhe Empreſs of Eaſt and Weſt : Af- 
ter whoſe death and overthrow, Charlemaine was called 
| Into /raly to danton the Lombards, who had oppreſſed 
that region, and the peace of the Church for two hun- . 
dred years : He chafed them from Rome, Apulia, and 
from all 7raly, and was therefore declared by Pope Leo, 
the Komar Cperon of the Weſt : from Charlemaine 
to this preſent Ferdinando that naw reigns, Charlemaine 
being the hundred and fourth, here were forty and one 
Emperours - Soin all, with this Emperour Ferdinando , 
lately Duke of Graffe, the number amounts to of theſe 
Emperours, counting from Fl: Ceſar to Conſtantine 
the {ixth, the laſt{ole Emperour of the Eaſt, and after 
bw, from Charlemaine the firſt Emperour of the Welt , 
: tO 
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ro this time, their number have been a hundred and 
forty ſix Emperours. . 
Some whereof were Greeks, which cannot perfe&tly 


be ſer down, in regard ſome were Empreſlſes, and 0- 


thers ſuddenly elected, were as ſuddenly murthered or 
poyſoned. | | 
Now to reckon the Turkzſþ Emperours, I will firſt 
begin from the time that the Twrks took a Monarchick 
naine, under the name of Ortomar,even to Mahomet the 
ſecond, the firſt Grecian Emperour, beginning, I ſay at 
Ottoman, the ſon of Orthogwle the firſt Emperour of the 
Turks, and the firſt that erefted the glory of his Nati- 
on; there were nine Emperours to abomer the ſecond : 
And from him to this preſent Amzrath, that now reign- 
eth, there have been eleven Emperours : "The number 
of which are only twenty, and erethey cometo thirty , 
they and theirs, I hope, ſhall be rooted from the Earth, 
' The Original of the Tyrks, 1s ſaid to have been in 
The beaten. Scythia, from whence they came to Ara- 
ofthe Trrks. > bia Petrea, and gjving battel oft to the 
Sarazens, 1Nn the end ſubdued them, and 
fo they multiplied, and mightily increaſed - the ap 
pearance of their further increaſing, is very evident , 
Except God of his mercy towards.us prevent their blood 
jacking threatnings, with the vengeance of his juſt judg- 
ments. | 
The Sarazens are deſcended of Eſay, who after he 
had loſt the bleſſing, weat and inhabited in Arabia Pe- 
rrea;, and his Poſterity, ſtriving to make a clear di- 
ſtinCtion between them, the 7ſmaelires, and Fews, called 
themlelyes ( as come of Sarz) .S47azens ; and not of 
Hazar, the hand-maid of Abraham, of whom came the 
Iſmaektes, ncither of the race of Facob, of whom came 
the Fews. But now the S4-4zens being joyned with 
tae Ts, their Conquerours, baye both lait their 
Name, and the right of their diſcent,

above, . by which they think one day to be caught ro 
Heaven by 1Zahomer, and covered on all lides, counting 
it an opprobious thing to ſee any uncover his Head, 
they wear their Beards long, as a ſign of Gravity, for 
theyeſteemthemto be wiſe men,who have long Beards: 
The Women are of alow ſtature, thick and round of 
growth,going ſeldomeabroad (unleſs it be each Thurſ- 
day at night, when they go to mourn upon the Graves 
of their dead Friends) and then they are modeſtly 
! masked* they are fearful and ſhame-fac'd abroad, bur 
laſcivious within doors, and pleaſing in matters of in- 
continency; and they are accounted molt beautiful, 
who have the blackeſt Brows, the wideſt Mouths,and 
the greateſt Eyes. 

The other Tarks whichare born in 4c major, and 
| A aypt, (1 ſpeak not of the Moors of B:rbary ) are of 

a great ſtature, Tauny, Cruel, aBarbarous and Uncivil 
People. The better ſort uſe the Slavorian tongue, the 
' vulgar ſpeak the Turks/b Language, which being origi- 
| nally the Tarterian Specch, they borrow from the Per- 
| ſian their Words of State, from the Arabick, their 


Words of Religion, from the Grecians, their Terms of 

. War, and from the Iralantheir Words and Titles of 
Navigation. | 
The Pniſſance of the Great Tk is almicable, yet 
themolt part of his Kingdoms in 4a, are not well in- 
habired, neither populous, bur theſe parts which bor- 
der with Chriſtians, are ſtrongly fortified with Caſtles, 
People, and Munition : If Chriſtian Princes could con- 
cord, 
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cord, and conſutt together, 1t were an eaſie thing in 
one year, to ſubdue the Txrks, and root out their ve- 
ry Names from the earth ; yea, moreover I am cer- 
tified, that there are more Chriſtians, even ſlaves and 
ſibjets to the great Turk, which do inhabit his Do- 
minions, than might overthrow and Conquer theſe 
Infidels, if they had worthy Captains, Govyernonrs 
and furniture of Arms,withour the help of eny Chriſti- 
an of Chriſtendom. | 

And yet again, I think it not amiſs to diſcourſe more 
particnlarly of the Turkiſh manners, of their riches, 
and of their Forces of wars, and the manner of their 


conducements. 


The Turks being naturally diſcended of the Scyrhians 


the mwboare OT artars, are of the ſecond ſtature of 
ia Tre man, and robuſt of nature, circumſpect 
and couragious 1n all their attempts, 


and no way given to induſtry or labour, but are won-' 


dertul avarnious and covetous of money aboye all 
the Nations of the World. They never obſerve their 
Promiſes, unleſs it be with advantage, and are natu- 
rally prone to deceive ſtrangers; changing their Con- 
ditional bargains, as time giveth occaſion to their 11k- 
ing : They are humble one to another, but eſpecially 
co their Superiours, before whom they do not only 
great homage, but alſo keep great ſilence, and are won-" 
derful coy during the time of their preſence - They 
areextremely inclined tv all ſorts of Laſcivious tuxury ; 

and generally addifted, beſides all their

; 8 \ my,which they account as a dainty to d1- 


veſt all their other Iibidinous pleaſures. They hold 
that every one hath the hour of his death wrote on his 
fore brow, and that none can efcape the good or e- 
vil hour predeftinated for them: This ridiculous er- 


rour makes them ſo: bold and deſperate, yea, and of- 
ten, 
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ten, to run Head-long into the moſt inevitable dan- 
gers -\ They are not much given to domeſtick paſtimes, 
as Cheſs, Cards, Dice, and Tables, but abroad and4 
in travel; they are exceeding kind diſpoſers of their 
meat and drink to any ſtranger without exception. 
The better ſort of their women, are ſumptuoully at- 
tyred, and adorned with Pearls and precious ſtones, 
and ſome of them are accuſtomed to turn their Hands 
and Hair into a red Colour, but eſpecially the Nails 
of their Hands and Feet; and are wont to go to bath 
themſelyes in Stoves twice a Week, as well as men. 
The true T zrks wear on their heads white Turbanes, 
fave a few that are eſteem'd to be of Mahomers kin- 
dred, and they wear green Shaſhes, being moſt part of 
them Prieſts : the better part of the Txrks it -Afea , 
care not for Fiſh, but theſe Turks which remaimin, Eu- 
rope love Fiſh better than Fleſh, eſpecially at Conſtarn- 
rineple or Stambolda, where the beſt fiſhes and molt a- 
bundance of them are taken, that be in the world, and 
that in the black Sea: They are ever deſirous to feek- 
adyantage on their Neighbours, which if they cannor 
by force, they will under colour of Truce, accompliſh 
it with perfidiouſneſs. And if their enterpriſes, -hnd 
no happy event, they are never a whit aſhamed to take 
the flight, yetare they generally good ſouldiers, and 
well taught in martial diſciphne : Their Armies 19 
marching, or camping (notwithſtanding infinite mul- 
titudes ) keep modeſty and ſilence, and are extremely 
obedient to their Captains and Commanders : When 
the great S1gnior 1s abroad with his Army at wars, 
the Twiks at home within Towns, uſe great prayers, 
and faſting for him and them : They ingeniouſly de- 
ſcribe the Victories of their Anceſtors, and joyfully 
fing them in Rimes and Songs; thinking thereby that 
faſhion in recalling the valiant deeds of their Predecef- 
lors, to be the only mean to encourage their Souldi- 
| ers

| ers to be hardy, refolute and deſperate 
Tots en 5n allEnterpriſes : They are not given 
Schollars. . | 
'_ to contemplation, nor ſtudy of Letters 
or Arts; yet they have divers fair Schools, where rhe 
Publick lecture of their legal Laws are profeſſed, and 
Mahometaniſm ;, to the intent that Children, being e- 
lected to be brought up there for a nonce, may be in- 
ſtructed, to be profitable expounders of their Alcorar, 
and judicious Judges for the Government of the Com- 
mon-wealth : it is ſeldom, and rarely ſeen, that a Turk 
will ſpeak with a woman in the ſtreets; nay , not ſo 
much as in their Mofquees one to be in ſight of another ; 
and yet they are Lords and Maſters of their Wives 
and Concubiges, from whom they receive as great re- 
fpect5 ſervice and honour as from thetr bond and 
boughtSlaves. 

Now as concerning his Riches, the chiefeſt three 
Parts of Commerce of all kind of merchandiſe, and 
abounding 1n Silver and Gotd in all the Tz-ks Domint- 
ons, as well in A4fia, and Africk, as Emrope,are theſe, 
Conſtantinople in Thracia of Europe : Aleppo int Syria Of 
Aſa major, and grand Cayroin A:gypt of Aﬀrick : tor 
theſe are the three Aagazins of the whole Empire, 
that draw the. whole riches, Money, and trafhck to 
them of all the Imperial Provinces : It ts thought that 
| INESIO _ ordinarily and annually the rent of the 
ER. yearly Brat Turk amounteth to fixreen millions 
| EIY of Gold, notwithitanding that fome do 

| | make it leſſer. But becauſe it is ſo hard 
to judge of any Monarchs Rents; being like the infinite 
concavities of the Earth, ſending, and receiving ſo in- 
numerable ways their ſtreams of riches, Fle deſift from 
any other inſtances - And yet the great T arks revenues, 
are no way anſ{werable to his great and large Domint- 
ons - The cauſes ariſing hereupon are many, of whom 


1 will ſelect three or four of the chicfeſt reaſons : Firſt 
the- 


ov 
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the Turks being 'more given to arms, to conquer, to 
deſtroy and ruin; and to conſume the wealth of the 
people they overcome, leaving them deſtitute of nyu- 
triture;rather then any way to give courſe for their en- 
crealing and ſtabliſhing of rtrafick, out of which ſhould 
flow the royal advantages. And the reaſon why they 
keep their ſubjects poor, and fruſtrate themſelves of 
great profits, is only to weaken, and enfecble them , 
whereby they ſhould not have wherewitn to move in - 
ſurrection or rebellion againſt them. And on the 0: 

ther part, the Greeks are as unwiiling 
to be induſtrious in Arts, traffick or cul- 
tivage ; ſeeing what they poſleſs is not 
their own, but is taken from them ar all occaſions, with 
tyranny and oppreſſion. For what gains the ſower, if 
another reap the profit; So in the Orromaxs eſtate, there 
be great Forreſts, and deſartuous Countries ; proceed- 
ing of the ſcarcity of pcople to inhabit there, the mul- 
titudes being drawn from Aa, to ſtrengthen the 
frontiers of his Dominions in Exrope. And belides there 
is another reaſon of the diſpopuloſity of theſe parts, 
to wit, when the great Turks Army, 1s to march to a 
tar Country to niake wars, then ruſt their vulgar ſub- 
dued pcalants, perhaps twenty or thirty thouſands go 
along with them, to carry th-ir victuals, and all man- 
ner of proviſion, being takea from the Plough, and 
conſtrained ro this ſervitude, and notwithſtanving the 
half of them never return again - Partly, becauſe of 
the change of- food, and Air, and partly becauſe of 
their long travel and in{upportable ſervice, both in 
heat and cold : And to theſe of the firſt reaton, there 
is another perpendicular cauſe ; to wit, that the whole 
commerce of all commodities in Turky, is inthe hands 
of Jews, and Chriſtians, to wit, Raguſans, Venctians, Eng- 
l:fh, French, and Flemings, who fo warily managetheir 
buſineſs, that they enjoy the moſt profits of any trading 
M there,

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there, diſappointing the Tzrks own ſubjects of their 
due, and ordinary traffick. 
Glas: us The laſt and moſt principal reaſon is, 
roger &> Which is a great deal of more import- 
Tymariots. ance than his Revenues; to wit, the great 
number of his Timars : for the Turkiſh 
Emperours; being immediate Maſters of the lands they 
Overcome, they divide the ſame in 7imars or command- 
ments leaving little or nothing at all to the ancient In- 
habitants; they diſpoſe upon theſe proportions, to va- 
lerous Souldiers, that have done good fervice: And 
with this condition, that they maintain, and have al- 
ways In readineſs Horſes for the wars: which is an Ex- 
cellent good order for the preſervation of his Empire; 
for if theſe Timariots were not rewarded, with ſuch 
abſolute poſſeſſions of parcel grounds, the eſtate of his 
power would ſuddenly run to ruin : for the profit of 
which lands, maintaining themſelves, their Horſes, and 
their Families, maketh them the more willing to con- 
cur in the infallible ſervice of their Emperour : Theſe 
Timars or grounds, entertain through all his Domini- 
ons, about two hundred and fifty thouſand Horſes, 
that are ever in readineſs to march at the firſt adver- 
tiſement, withont any charges to the great Signior, be- 
ing bound to maintain themſelves in during the wars : 
And yet theſe Timariots, and their Horſes, cannot year- 
ty be maintained under the value of ten Millions of 
Gold : The conſideration whereof, makes me aſtoni- 
ſhed, when I recal, the relations of ſome ragged Au- 
thors, who dare compare the great T urks Revenues un- 
to our petty Princes of Chriſtendom. 

This eſtabliſhment of Timars, and the by-paſt eleCti- 
on of Azamplians, or young Children to be made Far- 
r:ſaries have been the two ſtrong Foundations, that ſup- 
ported ſo inviolably the Turkiſh Empire. The Roman

next they are ordained for any dependant interpriſe 
for field Garrilons, yea, and the principal ſinews of the 
wars : and yet the cleftion of the grand Signior, Iyeth 
moſt in the hands of the Janizaries, who can not per- 
rectly ſay he is Emperour before they confirm him in his 
Throne. 

The Turks have three things in their Armies whictt 
are very fearful,ro wit,the infinite number of men,great 
diſcipline, and force of Munition: As for difcipline , 
they are nor only governed with great ſilence, and obe- 
dience, but they are ruled alſo with figns of the eye, 
and being tractable, they Ire ticd to main conduce- 
ments: And although th«cic multitudes have often bred 
confulton to them, to that tittle Arm:es have broke and 
overcome them; yet in their flight they are ſo caute- 
lons, that a ſmal} number can do them no abſolnte vio- 
lence nor final overthrow - for as they aſlail, fo they 
ily without fear. |

For Arfenals he hath tour for 
ſea, to wit, one at Perah or Galata, containing a hun- 
dred thirty and three Galleys : The ſecond art Gabrol:

The Turks have a cultom, when they are malters of 
any Province, to extermine all the native Nobility .

nevertheleſs they pzrmirt to all and every one of theirs 
to live and follow his own Religion as he pleaſeth 
without violence or conſtrainr. 

Amongſt the Txrzhs there 1s no Gentility, nor Nobi- 
lity, but are all as 1gnoble and infet1our m2mbers, to one 
main body the great Tu-hks, lincally deſcending of the 
houſe of Ottoman - whoſe magnificence, puillance, and 
Power 1s ſuch, that the moſt <cloquent tongue Cannot 
tuſhciently declare : His thoaiandsof Fannifarics, Shon- 
_ fes, and others daily attending him : which are the ner- 
ves and linews of the Warlike body of his whole Mo- 
__ and imper1al eſtate : His hundreds ( beſides his 
Qneen) of Concubines. hourly maintained by his means, 
and monthly renewed : His Armies, Balhawes, Emec- 
res, Vizzer-Baſlhawes, Sanzachs, Garriſons, and For- 
ces here an4l there dilperſed amongſt his Dominions , 
would be unpoſſible for me bricfly to relate. The in- 
hu.nane policy of the Turks, to avoid civil dillention

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is ſuch, that the ſeed of Orromar (all except one of them) 
are ſtrangled to death : Wherefore, as A4enuſtus Ceſar 
{laid of Herod 1n the like cale, 1t 1s better to be the 
great Tx:ks dog, then his Son.

Baſſa, whom ſo they attect; yet with this condition z

L ſymmoned me after three months repoſe, to im- 
brace the violence ofa firy fac'd ſeaſon : where having 
dutifully taken my Coynge of many worthy friends, 
who both kindly, aud reſpectively had uſed me ; eſpc- 
cially, the aforeſaid Enzliſh Ambaſſadour, Sr Thomas 
Glover : And the new Ambaſladour, Sir Paul Pinder , 
who had lately arrived there before my departure, and 
had been formerly Conſul in Aleppo five years. 

[ left Conſtantinople, and imbarked in a Ship belonging 
to London, named the Allathya, whereof one Maſter 
Wylds in Ratcliffe was Maſter 3 where indeed both om 
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and his Company kindly and reſpeCtively uſed me, for 
the ſpace of twelve days; being bound for Smy»ra, and 
ſo we failed along the coaſt of Brthinia in Aſia minor. 

Bithinia hath on the North Helleſpont : On the Weſt 
Phrigia on the Eaſt Pontus : and on the South Capad:- 
cia or Lenco-Syria : The chic Citiesare Calcedor, where, 
by command of the Emperour Martianus, the fourth 
General Councel was allembled, to repel the Hereſie 
of Neftorins. Nigh unto the ſide of Helleſpont 15 Mount 
Stella, famous for that Vifttory which Pompez had over 
Mithridates : And where Tamberlane with Eight hun- 
dred thouſand Tartarians incountred Baiazet, whoſe 
Army conſiſted of Five hundred thouſand men ; of 
which Two hundred thouſand loſt their Lives that day : 
And Bazazet being taken, was carried about in an Iron 
Cage, on whoſe neck T amber lane uſed to : 
ſet his foot, when he mounted on horſe- mes na 
back; and at laſt beat out his own Brains he * 
againſt the bars of the Iron Cage - the 
next Cities are Nicomedia, and Ayce, where the firft 
General Councel was kept, Ano 314. to which there 
aſſembled three hundred and eighteen Biſhops to beat 
down the Ariin Hereſlte. The other Towns are Pru- 
fa and Labiſſa; The former was built by Pruſias King 
of Bithinia, who betrayed Hamibal when he fled to him 
for ſuccour; in the latter Hamibal lyeth buried. Pru- 
ſa was along time the ſeat of the Orromarn Kings, till 
Mahomet the firſt began to keep his Reſidence at Az- 
arianople : The chief Rivers are Aſcanius, Sangaroy and 
Granico, mgh unto which Alexander obtained the firft 
Victory againſt the Perſians. 

Having paſſed B:ithinia, and the Phrizian coaſt, we 
fetched up Cenchrea, where Saint Paul cut his Hair, af- 
ter his vow was performed, Acts, 18. 18. Being a 
Town now inhabited by Greeks, with aTu-kiſh Gover- 


nour, and of ſmall importance, in regard of other neigh- 
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bouring places, that bereave them of their Traffick; 
and. becanſe the Fews do not much frequent here : 
the Inhabitants are rather turned Spectators to Ver- 
tue, than any way inherent to necellary Goodneſs : 
Want of Strangers being one lett; and vitious Otio- 
ſity the other ſtop - This City ſtandceth by the Sea 
ſide in the North part of Joyia, but more truly on 
the Weſt Frontiers of Lydia. Lyaia hath on the Weſt 
Phrigia minor : on the South Tonia : on the Ealt Pa- 
phlagomia, on the North-weſt Aolus, and a part of 
fad 0 major. The chief Metropole 1s Sardis, once 
the Royal Seat of Creſus the richeſt Ring in his time, 
who 17 his full Proſperity. was told by Solon, that no 
man could reckon upon Felicity ſo long as he lived, 
becauſe there might be great mntability of Fortune, 
which afterward-he found true: The recital of which 
Advertiſement, when he was taken Priſoner by Cys 
ſaved his Life: The next City is Pergamus, where 
Parchment was firſt invented, and therefore called Per- 
gamenum: ere was Galen born, who lived ſo health- 
fully one hundred and forty Years : the reaſon where- 
of, he thus affixeth; he never eat or drunk his full, 
and eyer carried ſome {weet Perfumes with him. T he 
other Towns are Thyatira, Laodicea, and Philadcel- 
phia. 


Upon the twelfth day after our departure from Con- 


ſtantinople, we arrived at Smirna, being four hundred 
Miles diltant.

TT his City was one of the ſeven Church- 

es mentioned Revelation 2. 8. And ſtand- 
. eth in Tonia ; of this place was the fa- 
mous Martyr Policarpus Biſhop, who ſometimes had 
been Schollar to Fohn the Evangeliſt: and living till 
he was of great Age, was at laſt put to Death for 
Chriſts Sake. It is a goodly Place, having a fair Ha- 
ven for Ships : they haye great Traffick with all Na- 
| | tions 3 
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tions; eſpecially for fine Silk, Cotten-wooll, and 
Dimmety , brought to it by the Countrey Peaſants, 
which Strangers buy from them. 

Truly, near unto this City, I ſaw a long continu- 
ing Plain, abounding in Corns, Wines, all ſorts of 
fruitful Herbage, and ſo infinitely peopled, that me- 
thought Nature ſeemed, with the Peoples Induſtry to 
contend, the one by propagating Creatures,the other by 
admirable Agriculture. | 

That tor Commodities and Pleaſure, it is little in. 
feriour unto the Valley of S«da in Candy, which mak. . 
eth the Inhabitants wondrous infolent, for as Mirth is 
made of Plcaſure, and with Pleaſures all A Bo 
Vices are baited ; even ſo there is not a Kor os ova 
more incorrigible Creature than man 
in proſperity, nor ſo modeſt nor reformed an one, as 
he, to whom Fortune bath lent but a ſparing and crook- 
ed Favour, which indeed I hold beſt of all : for it is 
the forming of the Mind, not the Tongue, nor Hand, 
that can prefer usto true Felicity : And would to God 
that theſe, upon whom none but fair Winds have e- 
ver blown, in the carricer of their ſuppoſed Happineſs, 
could but ſee for all their high and oyertopping places, 
theirend, and reſting Place : ſince they are nought 
but the Arrows of the omnipotent Arm, that are yet 
flying not at theirs but his Mark; and no more own- 
ers of their own propoſed Ends, than they are guilty 
_ of their own Beginnings : ſurely they would cover 
their Faces with an other kind of Mask than they do: 
and make their Actions ſeem more clear, than the force 
of Pollicie can obumbrate their wicked Devices. 

Thiatyra now called Tiria, one alfo of the ſeven 
Churches is not from Smirna aboye eighteen miles. 

From this City (having left my kind Engl men and 
their ſtately Ship that carvied twenty fonr Pieces of 
Ordvance, ) 1 imbarked in aTurkſp Carmceſalo, that

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carried notbing but her Loading, being bound for 
Rhodes. 1a our Sailing along the Coaſt of Towa, the 

firſt Place of any Note I ſaw, was the ru- 
Whos 1nous City of Epheſus; yet ſomewhat In- 
Meas” habited with Greeks, Fews, and afew 
Twrkes;, but no waies anſwerable to its former Glory 
and Magnificence, being rather a Monument for Memo- 
ry, than a continuing Town of any excellency : ne- 
vertheleſs it is pleaſantly adorned with Gardens, fair 
Fields, and green Woods of Olive Trees, which on the 
Sea do yield adelectable Proſpect: It was one of the 


ſeyen Charches, Revel. 2. 1. This was one of the moſt 


renowned Cities in 4ſiathe leſſer, but the fame thereof 
arofe from the 'Temple of Diana: which for the ſpaci- 
ouſneſs, Furniture, and Magnificent workmanſhip was 
accounted one of the ſeven Worlds Wonders, It was 
two hundred Years in Building, being four hundred 
twenty five Foot long, and two hundred broad : It was 
ſeven ſeveral times burnt, whereof the moſt part was 
with Lightning, and laſtly the final Deſtruction of it, 
came by a baſe fellow Eroftratus, who to purchaſe him- 
Ss Tm. ſelf aname, did ſet it on fire. Timothy 
ple burnt, was Biſhop of Epheſus, to the people 
F : whereof, Saint Paul directed one of his 
Epiſtles, and finally it is famous for the burial of Saint 

z the Evangeliſt - It was ſaid of this place, in the 
Aﬀs of the Apoſtles, that all Aſa, and the whole 
world did worſhip here Diana: Tully reporteth, De 
watura Deorum, that Timeus being demanded the rea- 
ſos why the Temple of Diana was ſet on fire that 
night when A/exander the great was born : gave this 
jeſt thereof, that the Miſtreſs of it was from home; 
becauſe ſhe being the Goddeſs of Midwives, did that 
hight wait upon Olmpias the mother of Alexander the 
great who was brought to bed 1n Macedonia. 


Over 
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| Over againſt this City is the Ile Zango, : 

s anciently called Coos, wherein the great "_ Lango 

_ | Hippocrates was born, and Appelles, the ; 
Painter moſt excellent. It is both fertile, and popy- 
' lous, and of circuit above fourſcore miles. There is a 


kind of Serpent faid to be in it, ſo friendly unto the 
Inhabitants, that when the men are ſleeping under the 
ſhadow of Trees, they come cralling, and will linck 
or claſp themſelves about their necks and bodies, with- 
out doing any harm, neither when they awake are the 
beaſts affraid. 

And near to Largo, is the Iſle N:x4, of old Srrangols; 
and i-y ſome called Dzoniſa and Naxus, an iſland-both 
fruitful and delightful. As we ſailed by the Weſt part 
of the lfle, a Greekiſh paſſenger ſhewed me the place, 
| where (as he ſaid) Ariadne was deceived of Theſes, 
which is not far from the irriguate Plain of Darmile. 


Continuing our Navigation, I ſaw the little Ifle 
Ephdoſh, where the Turks told me, that. A 
all the Iſlanders were naturally good ſwim- ion 
mers, Paying no more Tribute to their 
great Lord the Tzrk , ſave only once 1n the year there 
are certain men, and women choſen by a Turkiſh Cap- 
tain, who muſt ſwim a whole League right out in the 
| Sea, and go down to the bottom of the waters, to 
| fetch thence ſome token they have got ground : And 
if they ſhall happen to fail in this, the Iſland will be 
reduced again to pay him yearly Rent. This I ſaw 
with mine Eyes, whiles we being calmed, there came 
a man, and two women ſwunming to us, more than 2 
| mile of way, carrying with them (dry above the wa- 
ter) Baskers of Fruit to ſell, the which made me not a 
little to wonder. For when they came to the Ships 
{ide, they would neither board nor boat with us, but 
lay leaning, or as it were reſting themſelves on the 
Sea, upon their one ſide, and {fold ſo their _— 
i 0 
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keeping Complements and Diſcourſes with us above an 
hour. Contenting them for their ware,and a freſh gale 
ariſing, we ſet forward, accoaſting the little Iſle of 
Samothracia. | 
| | This Iſle of Samorhracia, was called of 
Samothracia, old Dardania, and now by the Turks Su- 

mandracho; a place of {mall note conli- 
dering thequantity of the Ifle, and the few number of 
Inhabitants : their lives being an{werable to their 
means; 1gnorance and ſervitude; two ttrong com- 
manders of infirm weaklings, and no lefs powerful, 
than they are debile in the debt of worthineſs, which 
theyounglings of underſtanding, and ſucklings of far 
Jook'd-to knowledg, can never be able to eſcape, al- 
though a true profeſſion covereth many natural imper- 
tections; and in it a hope for bleſſedneſs, which in- 
deed more wiſh for, than rightly underſtand it. And 
upon the ninth day atter our departure from Smyraa, 
wearrived at the City of Rhodes, lo called of the Ifland 
wherein it ſtandeth. 

Rhoades lieth in the Carpathian Sea, It was of old cal- 
led Ithrea, Telchino, and Phiula + Pliny 
ſaith it was called Rhoaes, becaule rhere 
were certain fields of Roſes in it; for Rho- 
dos 1n the Greek tongue ſignifieth a Flower : Not 
far from the City, and at. the entry of the Haven, 
I ſaw the relicks of that huge and admirable erected 
Idol, named Coloſſus Rhodizs, or the mighty image of 
the Sun; which was made in honor thereof - from 
the which Saint Pax! termed the Inhabitants Colojſi = 
ans. It was builded by the worthy Canete Lindo 
The 14ol cot... 12 tbe ſpace of twelve years : others 
lofſus. have ſaid, of Callaſſes the Diſciple of Liſip- 
ket ps, taking the name Coloſſus of him, and 
It was thovght worthy to be one of the ſeven earthly 

wonders, and ſo it might juſtly have been: The quan- 
| | [it

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tity whereof (as yet) may amaze the mind of the be- 
holder : It was erected in the Image of a. man, being 
eighty Cubits high, and ſo big, that the little finger of 
It was as big as an ordinary man : between whoſe legs, 
(it ſtanding in the Harbours mouth, with a leg on each 
ſide of the entry.) Ships were wont fo paſs under with 
taunt Sails - When A4av: General of Caleph O ſmen hrlt 
united this Iſle to the Aahomeran Empire, and broke 
. down the greateſt part of this Statue; the Braſs where- 
of was ſaid to be ſo much that it loaded nine hundred 
Camels. | 

This Iſle belonged once to the Knights of Malra, and 
were then ſurnamed Krnighrs of the Rhodes, but they 
came firſt out of Acre in the Holy Land; who were 
called Knights of St. Fohn , who viriliouſly expulſed 
the Saracens from thence, Amo 1308. who had for- 
merly taken it from the divided Grec:ans - Theſe 
Knights ſorely inveſted the Txrks for the ſpace of two 
hundred years, till So[yman the magnificent, at laſt 
invaded and ſubdued it : The Ryodians were ever great 
{riends to the Romans, infomuch that when all the o- 
ther Mediterranean Mlands revolted to AMithridates of 
Pontw, this only adhered to the Romans. 

This Ifle of Rhodes within the ſpace of twenty five 
years was three Umes mightily indangered by violent 
and extream impetuolities of Rain - in 
{uch ſort that the lait flood- did drown 
the greateſt part of the Inhabitants - 
which beginning in the Spring-time, did continne to 
Summer, and in all this time, it broke violently down 
their Houſes, and 1n the nizhr killed the people lying 
in their Beds; and in the day time ſuch as were thel- 
tered under ſafeguard of their Dwellings : which was a 
miſerable deſtruction, and the like of it {carcely heard 
of ſince the Univerſal delage.

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' But true it is, as thefe ominous judgments falling 


upon particular parts and parcels of people, are juſtly 
executed; yet they ſerve for Caveats for all others in 
general, (fin being the Original of all) to take heed of 
offending the Creator, in abuſing the beſt uſe of the 
Creature. 

The City of Rhodes hath two ſtrong Fortreſles, in 
one of which theſe Knights ( Lilladamus Villiers being 

reat Maſter, who were about five hundred only, an4 
Ire thouſand Rhodians who aſiſted them) were beſieged 
by an Army of two hundred thouſand Turks, and three 
hundred Gallies, for the ſpace of ſix months. The 
chief obſtacle, and impeaching of ſo great an Army 
from taking it, was only the reſolute Valour of the 
Defendants. But in the end multitude overmaſtring 
Valour, and the Cavalier: di Rhodo, wanting Furniture 
to their Munition, and being penurious of Victuals,were 
conſtrained to render, upon the conditional ſafety of 
their Lives, Goods, and Tranſportation ; and remai- 
ned a long time without any Habitation, till the King 
of Spain gave them the barren Iſle of 1. 
ta to inhabit- This Iſle of Ryodes was 
loſt by the Maltezes, * Anno. Dom. 1522. 
And on Chriſtmas day Solyman entred the Town as con- 
querour, though he might juſtly have ſaid (as Pyrrhrs 
once faid of his Victory over the Romans) that ſuch 
another Victory would utterly have undone him; he 
loſt ſo many of his braveſt Commanders, and beſt 
Souldters. It is ever ſince in the fruition of T art: : 
[The Fortreſs of Rhodes, and that Fortreſs Famognſta, 
In Cyprus, are the two ſtrongeſt Holds in all the Em- 
pire of the Great T #rk, 

And by the way here I muſt Record, that if the 
Great Turk, and his Great Counſel, were not good 
pay-maſters to their Fanizaries, and ſpeedy rewarders 
of their Common Souldiers; it were impoſſible for 

him

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him the Emperor, or them the Baſhaws to manage {6 
oreat a State, and to keep under obedience ſo head- 
ſtrong amultitude, andſuch turbulent Forces : for by 
your leave, if a Souldiers znduſtry be not Oy 
uickned and animated with bountiful re- veer gr - 
wards ; he hath leſs will to perform any jury rt Yn 
part of Martial ſervice; thana dead Coarſe yjaeded. © 
hath power to ariſe out of the Grave : ; 
for what can be more precious to man, than his Blood; 
being the Fountain and Nurſe of his Vital Spirits, and 
the ground of his Bodily ſubſtance; which no free 
or ingenious Nature will hazard to loſe for nothing. 
And whoſoever thall Argument or Diſcourſe uport 


found Reaſon, and infallible Experience, may eaſtly 


prove and perceive, that theſe Commanders have 
ever beſt proſpered, which have tnoſt liberally main- 
tained, and had in ſingular regard, Military Arts and 
Souldiers; otherwiſe the honourable mind, wouldac- 


. count it a great deal better to have death without life, 


than life without reward: yea, and the Noble Com- 
mander, deſiring rather to want, than to ſuiter worth 
unrecompenſed. 

Rhodes joineth near to the Continent, oyer againſt 
Caria, now called Carmania, under which name. the 
Turks comprehend Pamphilia, Jonia, Lycia : Caria 
by the Sea fide, hath Lycia to the South, and Czria to 
the North : The chief Citiesare Mamfſa, and Mimadnn, 
which having great Gates, being but a ſmall Town, 
made Diogenes the Cynick cry out. Ye Citrzens of 
Mindum, take heed, that your City run: not: out of 
your Gates: The third is Hallicarnaſſo, where Dionis 


ſius was born, who writ the Hiſtory of Rome for the 


firſt three hundred years : Of which Town alſo the 
Province took the name; for Artemiſia, whoi aided 
Xerxes againſt the Grecsans, was by ſome Authors 


named Queen of Hallicarnaſſso, This was was ſhe, who 
in 
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in honor of her Husband Afawſolao, built that curious 
Weyl Sepulcher , accounted for one of the 
hp : : Cubits high, and ſupported with thirty 
, Ix admirable wrought Pillars. 

 Aﬀter I had contented the Maſter for my Fraizht, 
and Victuals (who as he was an Infidel, uſed me with 
great exaction) I founda Bark of the Arches purpolſed 
to Cyprus, with the which 1 imbarked, being four hun- 
dred miles diſtant. 


This Tartareta, or Demi-galleyot , belonged to the - 


Iſle of Sragiro, anciently Thaſia , wherein there were 
Mines of Gold, in theſe times that afforded yearly to 
Philip King of Macedon, about fourſcore T alents of 
Gold, but now mightily impoveriſhed and of no con- 
ſequence - The chief Town whereof 1s Palmaprero, 
where diverſe Greeks hold the opinion, Homer was in= 


terred, having a famous Sea-port, which 1s a common 


reſting place for all the Oriental Pirats or C#rſaroes ; 
which maketh the lile half deſolate of people, and 
theſe few ſcarce worthy of their dwellings. 

Having paſt the Gulf of Sarrelia, and the lfle Carps- 
thia, whence that part of the Sea taketh his name: we 
boarded cloſe along the Coaſt of Lycia, 
. and the firm Land cf fruitful Pamphilia; 
the chief City of Lycia is Patr.zs, watered 
with the River Zanthus, whence the people were cal- 
led Zazxths, afterward Lycians of Lycu S0n to Panaton : 
It lieth, twixt Caria and Pamphilia, as Pamphilie lyeth 
between it and Gilicia : The chief Town in Pamphilia 
is Seleucia, Built by Selexcus, one of Alexanders Succel- 
{ors : on the Eaſt of Lycia within the Land bordereth 
Lycaonia, &c. Having left Pamphilia behind us, we 
fetched up the Coaſt of Cylicia, ſuſtaining many great 
dangers, both of tempeſtuous Storms, and- Invalions 


of damnable Pirats, who gave us diyers __ to 
their 


Panphilia and 
Lycis. 
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their own diſadvantages; our ſaylage being ſwifter,then 
cither their ſwallowing dclires could follow, or our 
weak and inreſolute defence could reſiſt. ” 

Here in this Countrey of C:licia, was Saint Paul born 
in the now decayed Town of Tharſ7z, who forantiqui- 
ty will not ſuccumb to any City of Narola, being as-yet 
the Miltreſs of that Province, though neither for worth, 
nor. wealth. | 5 

All ancient things by Time revolve in nought,

Twelve days was | between Rhodes and Zimifſo in Cy- 
prus 3 where arrived, I received more gracious demon- 
{trations from the {ſlanders, than I could 
hope for, or wiſh, being far beyond my 
merit or expeCtation ; only contenting 
my curioſity with aquiet mind, Iredounded thanks for 
my-1mbraced courtehies. 

The people are generally ſtrong and nimble, of great 
civility, hoſpitality to their Neighbours, and exceed- 
ingly afteftionated to ſtrangers. The ſecond day af- 
ter my arrival, 1 took with me an interpreter, ®nd 
went to ſce Nicoſia, which is placed in the midſt of the 
Kingdom, But in my journey thither, extream was 
the heat andthirſt l-endured ; both in reſpe of the ſea- 
fon, and affo want of water And althoughl had with 
meſvfficiency of Wine, yet durſt 1 drink none thereof, 
being; ſo ſtrong, and withal had a taſt of pitch; and 
that is. becauſe they have no harrels, bur great Jarrs 

made of earth, wherein their Wine is put. And theſe 
Jarrs are all incloſed within the ground lave only their 
mouths, which ſtand always open like to a Source or 
Ciſtern; whoſe inſides are all -interlarded with pitch 
07) N to

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to-preſerye the earthen veſſels unbroke aſunder, 1n re- 
gard of the forcible Wine ; yet making the taſte there- 
of unpleaſant to liquorous lips ; and turneth the Wine, 
too heady for the brain in digeſtion, which for health 
groweth difficult to ſtrangers ; and to themſelves a 


ſwallowing up' of diſcaſes.

Wicoſia is the principal City of Cyprus, and is inviron- 
ed with mountains, like unto Florence in eAftruria ; 
wherein the Beelerbeg remaineth : The ſecond is Fama- 
guſtas the chief ſtrength and Sea-port in 
it : Selina, Lemiſſo, Paphos, and Fomana 
Moroſa, are the other four ſpecial Towns

in the Iſland. 
This Iſl? of Cyprs, was of old called Achameride, A- 
matuſa, and by ſome 7Marchara, that 1s happy - It is of 
length extending from Eaſt to Weſt, two hundred and 
ten, large {ixty,and of circuit 600 miles. It yieldeth infi- 
mte canes of Sugar, Cotten-wool), Oyl, Honey, Corns, 
Tugpentine, Alium, Verdegreece,Grograins,ſtore of Met- 
tals and Salt; beſides all other ſorts of fruit and Commo- 
dities inabundance. It was alſo named Ceraſt#s, becauſe 
It butted toward the Eaſt with one horn : And laſtly Cy- 
. prus, from the abundance of Cypreſs trees there growing. 
This Iſland was conſecrated to Vers ; where in Paphos 
ſhe was greatly honoured, termed hence, De# Cypre,

the'North, the high foreland of Cramineon, NOW Capo dt 
Cormathita : theſe four are the chiefeit Promontories of 
the Iſland ,and Cape dis.

ward toward Cilicia. Dicdore and Pliny ſay that ancient-- 


ly it contained nine Kingdomes,and fifreen good Towns. 
Cerania, now Selina, was built by Cyrus, who ſabdued 
the nine petty Kings of this Ile : NV:cof#z is ſituate in the 
bottomor plain of Mafſarz, and thirty four miles from 
Famaguſta ;, and the Town of Famaguſta was formerly 
named Salamus : I was informed by ſome of found ex- 
perience here, that this Kinzdom containerth about eight 
hundred and forty Villages, beſides the fix capital Towns, 
two whereof are nothing inferiour for greatneſs and 
populoſity to the belt Towns in Candy,Sicily,or'Greece. 
The chiefeſt and higheſt mountain in 

this Iſle, is by the Cypriors called Trohodos, Hin papooinsugg 
it is of height eight.,and of compals forty SE 

cight miles,whereon there are a number of Religious Mo- 
 nalteries, the people whereof are called Colteros , and 
live under the order of Saint Baile. There is abundance 
here of Coriander ſeed, with mediciuable Rhenbarb , 
and Tutpentine. Here are alſo mines of Gold in it of 
Chryſocole, of Calthante, of Allome, Tron, and exceeding 
good Copper, And beſides theſe mines, there are di- 
vers precious ſtones found tn this Ifle, as Emralds, Dza- 
monals,, Chriſta!', Corall, red and white, and the admira- 
ble tone Amriarte, whereof they make Linnen cloth , 
that will not burn being caſt jato the fire, but ferveth 


ro-make it/neat and white. 
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Fhe.greateſt imperiection of this Ilz, is ſcarcity of 
water, and tgo much plenty of ſcorching heat, and fa- 
bulons-grounds.. , The Inhabitants are very civil, cour- 
teous; ard affable; andnortwithſtanding of their delici- 
ous and delicate fare, they are much ſubj:&t to Melan- 
choly, of .a Robult nature, and good Warriours, if they

it to the benefit of the Romays. The Dykes bf Savoy 
were once Kings of Cyprus; tut the Inhabitants uſurp- 
ing their authority, clected Kings to's 7 
themſelves, of their own generation - and | The: Dukes of 
ſo it continued , till the'lalt King of Cy- ny pop : 
prus, Fames the Baſtaid {marrying with os , 
the daughter of a noble Yeretian, Catherie (+ 
na Cornaro ) died without children, leaving her hjs ab- 
ſolute heir. And ſhe perceiving the fatious Nobility , 
too head-ſtrong, to be bridled by a female: authority ;, 
like a good child, reigned her Crown and Scepter to the 
Fenetian Senate, Anno, 11473: Whereypon the V enettans 
imbracing the oppcrtuvity of time, brought her home, 
and ſent Governours thither'to bear ſway in their be- 
half; paying only as tribute to the ZFgyptian Sultans four 
hundred thouſand Crowns, which had been gue, ever 
fince Melechſala, had made John of Cyprus his tributary. 
It was under their Juriſdiction 'one hundred and twen- 
ty years and 'mote; till that the Turks, who ever op- 
pole themſelves againſt Chriſtians { finding a fit occaſion 
in time of peace, and without ſuſpition in the Yenerians ) 
took itin with a great Armade, Arno 1550. and fo till 
this day by them is detained. Oh preat pitty ! that the 
uſurpers of Geds word, and the World's great enemy , 
ſhovld maintain ( without ſear) that famous Kingdom, 
being but one thouſand and filty Tz ks tw all, who are 
the keepers of it - unſpeakable is the calamity of that 
poor afflicted Chriſtian people vuder the#tcrronr of thele 
Infidels ; who would, it they had Arms, or afliftance of 
any Chriſtian Potentate, ealily ſubvert and aboliſh the 
Tyrks, without any diſturbance; ye, and would ren- 
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der the whole Signiory thereof to ſuch a noble Actor. 
I do not ſee in that ſmail judgment, which by experience 


I have got, but the redemption of that Countrey were 


moſt facile 3 if that the generous heartof any Chriſtian 
Prince, would be moved with condign compaſſion. to 
relieve the miſerable afflicted Inhabitants. In which 
work, he ſhould reap (queſtionleſs) not only an infinite 
treaſure of Worldly commodities, that foiloweth upon 
ſo great aconqueſt, but alſo a heavenly and eternal re- 
ward of immortal glory. The which deliverance 
Fcrdinando Duke of Florence, thought to have accompli- 
ſhed )) having purchaſed the good will of the Iſlanders ) 
_ oral diers : Who being mindful to take firſt 
tedroGonquer 11 The Fortreſs of Famoguſta, directed ſo 
CPrus. their courſe, that 1n the night, they ſhould 
have entred the Hayen, disbark their 

men, and ſcale the Walls. 
But 1n this plot they were far diſappointed by an un- 
happy Pilot of the Vice-admiral, who miſtaking the 
Port, went into a wrong bay - which the Florentines 
conſidering, reſolved to return, and keep the ſea, till 
the ſecond night; but by a dead calm, they were fru- 
ſtrated of their aims, and on the morrow diſcovered by 
the Caſtle : Whereupon the Turks went preſently to 
arms, and charged the Inhabitants to come ro defend 
that place : But about four hundred Greeks in the Weſt 
part, at Papho-, rebelled; thinking that time had alter- 
ed their hard fortunes, by a new change : but alas, they 
were prevented, and every one cut oft by the bloody 
hands of the Turks. This maſſacre was committed in 
the year 1607. Such always are the torturivg flames of 
Fortunes (miles, that he who moſt aftetteth her, ſhe moſt, 
and altogether deceiveth : But they who truſt in the 
Lord, ſhall be as ſta''le as Mount S:oz, which cannot be 
removed ; and queſtionleſs, one day God, in his all eter- 


nal | 


with five Gallouns, and five thouſand Sol-. 
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nal mercy, will relieve their miſeries, and in his juſt 
judgments, recompenſe theſe bloody oppreflors with 
the heavy vengeance of his all-ſceing Juſtice. En 

In my return from 1V:icoſia, to Famoguſta, with my 
Trench-man, we encountered by the way with four 
Turks , who needs would have my Mule to ride upon; 
which my Interpreter refuſed : but they in arevenge;, 
pulled me by the heels from the Mules back , beating 
me moſt pittiful, and left me almoſt tor head.- Inthis 
mean white my companion fled, and eſcaped the ſcele- 
ratneſs of their hands ; and if it had iheen not for fome 
compaſlionable Greeks, who by accident came by, and re- 
lieved me, I had doubtleſs immediately periſhed. : 

Here I remember between this Iſle and Syaon that:ſame 
Summer, there were five galleons of the 
Duke of Florence, who encountered by 
chance the Turks great Armado conhiſting of one hun- 
dred gallies, fourteen galleots. and two galleafles : The 
Admiral of which ſhips did fingle out her ſelf from the 
reſt, and offered to fight with the whole Armadoalone; 
but the Turks dnrſt nor, and in their flying back, the Ad> 
miral ſunk two of their gallics ; and had almoſt ſeiſed 
upon one of their gallealles, 1f it had not been for twen- 
ty gallies, who deſperately adventured to tow her away 
againit the wind and ſo eſcaped. 

For true it is, the natural Turks were never skilful'in 
managing of Sea Battels, neither are they expert Mari- 
ners, nor experimented Gunners, if it were not for our 
Chriſtian Runagates, French, Engliſh, and Flemings, and 
they too ſublime, acurate, and deſperate fellows z who 
have taught the Turks the Art of navigation, and eſpe- 
cially the uſe of munition 3 which they both caſt tothem, 
and then become their chief Cannoneers: the Taks 
would be asa weak and ignorant at fea, asthe filly A-thi- 
opian, 1 unexpert in handling of arms on the Land.

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ways an enemy to publick good, who 
_ from the ſociety of true believers, are 
driven to the ſcrvitude of Infidels, and 
Tefuſmg/the bridle of Chriſtian correction, they receive 
the'double yoak of deſpair and condemnation. Whoſe 
terror of a guilty conſcience. or rather blazing brand 
of their 'vexed ſouls, in forſaking their Faith, and de- 
Nying Chriſt to be their Saviour, ramverts moſt of them, 
Either over in a torment of melancholy, otherwiſe in 
the extaſie of madneſs: which indeed 1s a torturing 
-horrour, that is ſooner felt then known; and cannot 
be avoided by the rudeneſs of nature, but by the ſaving 
grace Of true felicity. | 
From. the Fort and City Famoguſta, 1 imbarked- in 
a Germo, and arrived at Tr:poly being eighty eight miles 
diſtant, Where I met with an Enghſh ſhip called the 
Royal exchange of London, lying there at Anker in the 
dangerous Road of Tripoly, whoſe loves I cannot eaſi- 
ly forget. for at my laſt good night, being after great 
cheer,  andgreater carouſing, they gavey me the thun- 
dering farewel of three pieces of Ordnance. 
SEAT Tripoly is a City in Syria, ſtanding a 
Tejely? * mile From the marine Ge, neer to the 
CEE TT foot of Monnt Libanus - fince it hath been 
firſt founded, ir hath three times been ſituated, andre-

movedinthree ſundry places : Firſt it was overwhelm- 


ed with water : Secondly, it was ſacked with Carſares, 
and Pirates : Thirdly, it is like now to be overthrown 
with new made mountains of ſand : There is no haven 
by many miles neerunto it, but a dangerous road, where 
often when Northerly winds blow, {hips are caſt away. 

The great Traihck which now is at this place, was 
formerly at Scanderona or Alexandretta, alittle more 
Eaſtward ; but by reaſon of the infecti- 
Ous air; that -corrvpted the blood of 
ſtrangers, proceeding of two high Mountains; who 
| are

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are ſuppoſed to be part of Mount Caucaſus, which with- 
hold the proſpect of the Sun from the In-dwellers, more 
then three hours in the morning. - So that in my know- 
ledge, I have known dye in one ſhip, and a months time, 
twenty Mariners: for this cauſe the Chriſtian ſhips 
were glad to have their commodities brought to Tripc- 
ly, which is a more wholetome and convenient place. 

The daily interrogation I had here, for a Carayans 
departure to Aleppo, was not to me a little faſtidious, 
being mindful to viſit Babylon : In this my expettation L 
took purpoſe, with three Yencrian Merchants, to go fee 
the Cedars . of Libanoy, which was but a days journey 
thither. As we aſcended upon the mountain, our igno- 
rant guide miſtaking the way, brought us in a Labyrinth 
of dangers ; Inſomuch that wreſtling amongſt intricate 
paths of Rocks; two of our Aſſes fell over a bank, and 
broke theirnecks: And if it had not been for a Chriſti- 
an Amaronite, who accidently encountred with us, in 
our wileſome wandring, we had been miſerably loft : 
both in regard of Rocks, and heaps of Snow wepalled 3 
and alſo of great Torrents, which fell down with force, 
from the ſtecpy tops : wherein one of theſe Merchants 
was twice almoſt drowned. When we WF 
arrived to the place where the Cedars _ ars of 
grew, we ſaw but twenty four-of all, * 
growing after the manner of Oke-trees, but a. great 
deal taller, ſtrejghter, and greater , and the branches 
grow ſo ſtreight, 2nd interlocking as though they were 
kept by Art. And yet from the Roat to the top they 
bear no boughs, but grow ſtreight upward, like to a 
Palm-tree; who as May-poles invelope the Air, fo 
their circle-ſpred tops, do kiſs or enhance the lower 
Clouds; making their grandure over-look the higheſt 
bodies of all other aſpiring Trees : and like Monarchick 
Lyons to wild beaſts, they become the chief Champi- 
ons of Forreſts and Woods,

Although that in the days of Solomon, this mountaia 
was over-clad with Forreſts of Cedars, yet now there 
are but only theſe, and nine miles Weſt-ward thence, 
ſeventeen more. The nature of that tree is always 
green, yielding an odoriferous ſmell, and an excellent 
kind of. fruit like unto Apples, but of a fweeter taſte, 
and more wholſoime in digeſtion. The Roots of ſome 
of theſe Cedars are almoſt deftroyed by Shepherds , 
who have made fires thereat, and holes whercin they 
fleep ; yet nevertheleſs they flonriſh green above in the 
tops,' and. branches: The length of this mountain is 
about forty miles, reaching from the Weſt, to the Eaſt : 
and continually, Summer and Winter, referveth Snow 
on the tops. Itis alſo beantified with all the ornaments 
of nature, as Herbage, Tillage, Paſtorage, Fructiferous 
| ; Trees, fine Fountains, good Corns, and 
The Prince of -bſolutely the beſt Wine that is bred on 
: the earth. The Signior thereof is a Free- 
holder, by birth a T#rk, and will not acknowledge a- 
ny ſuperior, being the youngelft ſon of the Emeer or 
Prince of S407, who when his Father revolted againſt 
Achmet and not being able to make his own part good, 
fled into Traly, to the Duke of Florence : And notwith- 
ſtanding that the clder brother yielded up S:don, and be- 
came a pardoned ſubject tothe great Txrk - yet this the 
other brother would* never yield nor ſurrender, him- 
felf, the fort, nor the Signiory of Zibanus : The old 
Prince his father after two yearsexile, was reſtored a- 
= to his Emperors favour; with whom in my ſecond 

ravels, both at Lygorne and Meſſina in Sicilie, 1 ran- 
countred : whence the Duke of $o-a that Kingdoms 
_ Viceroy, cavfed tranſport him on a ſtately ſhip for the 

Levant to Sidon : The Sidonians or Druſiars, were firſt 
of all French men, who after their expulſion from Feruſa- 
lem, fled hither tothe borders of Zebulonand Nephtalim, 
now called Phenicia,as I ſhall make more cleer afterwards. 
The 
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The molt part of the inhabited villages are Chriſti- 
ans, called Amaronites, or Noſtranes , 
quaſs, Nazaritans, and are governed by 
their own Patriarch. There are none at this day, do 
ſpeak the Syriack tongue ; ſave only theſe people of 
mount Zibanw z and in that language the Alcoran of Ma- 
homet is written. The kind Amaronire whom we met, 
and took with us for our beſt guide, in deſcending from 
theCedars : ſhewed vs many Caves and Holes in Rocks, 
where Culiers, religious Syrians and; Amarontes abide : 
Amongſt theſe auftere key 0gor ſaw a fair Tomb all of 
one ſtone,being ſeventeen foot of length; 
which ( as he ſaid ) was the Sepulcher of PROTO 
the valiant Jojhxa, who conducted the people of Iſrael 
to the land of promiſe. 

The Mahometans eſteem this to be a holy place , and 
many reſort toit in Pilgrimage, to offer up their Satanl- 
cal Prayers to ahomert. | ſaw upon this Mountain, a 
ſort of fruit, called Amazza Franchi : that is, The death 
of Chriſtians; becauſe when Tralians, and others of Ex+ 
rope, eat any quantity thereof, they preſently fall into 
the bloody flux, or elſe ingender ſome other peſtilenti- 
ous fever, whereof they dye. 

The Patriarch did moſt kindly entertain vs at his 
houſe; fſodid alſo all the Amaronites of the other Villa- 
ges , who met us in our way before we came to their 
Towns, and brought preſents with them of Bread, Wine, 
Figgs , Olives, Sallets, Capons, Eggs, and ſuch .like, 
as they could ona ſudden provide, 

This Biſhop or Patriarchs houſe is "RF" with and

ters. Where repoſing with him one night, my Mule the

True it is, the variety of theſe things, _ : 
maketh the ſilly people think, the Gar- J"< Georgians 
den of Eacn. was there : By which alle- - LED 
geance, they apprave the apprehenſion of ſuch aſini- 
{trous opinion with [theſe arguments, that Mount. L:- 
banus is ſequeſtrate from the circum-jacent Regions, and 
is invincible for the height, and ſtrengths they bave in 
Rocks; and that Eder was ſtill recdified by the fugitive 
Inhabitants, when their enemies had ranſacked it : Al- 
ſo they affirm before the deluge it was ſo nominate, and 
after the flood it was repaired again by Japher, the ſon 
of Noah, who builded Foppa, or Faphta in Paleſtina. Lo 
there are the reaſons they ſhew ſtrangers for ſuch like 
informations. . *. - 

There are with this one, other two ſuppoſed places 
of the earthly Paradiſe : The one is by the T#rks, and 
ſome 1gnorant Georgians, holden to be at Damaſcus, for 
the beauty of fair helds, gardens, and excellent fruits 
there ; eſpecially for the tree called Moxſlee, which they 
believe hath grown there ſince the beginning of the 
world. Indeed it is a rare and fingular tree, for I ſaw 
1tat Damaſcus, and others alſo ofthe fame kind, upon 
Nilss in Egypt .: The growth whereof is {trange : for 
every year in Seprembey It is cut down T2 
hard by the root, and in hve months the A whee 
Tree buddeth up apace again, bringing x, 
forth leaves, flowers, and fruit. Thelcaf thereof is 
of ſuch a breadth, thar three wen may eaſily ſtand un- 
der the ſhadow of it, and the Apple is bigger then a 
foot-ball, which is yearly tranſported for Conſt antinople 
to the great Turk; and there is reſerved for a relict of 
the fruit of the forbidden . Tree : whence he lurſtiles 
himſelf keeper of the earthly Paradiſe. bn 

But if he were not ſurer greater commander and re- 

: {erycr 
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ſerver of alarge part, of the beſt boſome of the earth, 
than he is keeper of that Adamian Garden ; his ſtyles 
of the earth, and mine of the world, were both alike, 
and that were-juſt nothing, ſave only this, two naked 
Creatures living amongſt naked people : or otherwiſe, 
if it wcre to be kept or ſeen, certainly.I would wiſh to 
be a-Poſtillion, to rhe great Porter, the Tark, but not 
his Pedagog, far leſs his Pilgrim. = 
a The third place. by the Chelfaines, -is 
paradie thought to be in the Eaſt part of Meſopo- 
tamia, near to the joyning of Tyers, and 
Euphrates; where they inhabit : 1 have, oft required of 
theſe Chelfanes, what reaſon they had for this conceived 
opinion: who anſwered me, they received it from time 
totime, by the tradition of their Anceſtors : And be- 
cauſe of the riyer Exphrates, and other Rivers menti- 
oned 1n the Scriptures, which to this day, detain their 
names in that Countrey. Some hold, -that Garden of 
- Eaten extended over all the earth.. But contrariwile, it 
manifeſtly appeareth by the ſecond Chapter of Geneſss , 
2. 20. that this Garden, that we call Paradiſe', where- 
in Adam was put todreſs it, wasa certain place on earth, 
containing a particular portion of a Countrey, called 
Eden, which boundeth on the river Euphrates. To this, 
and all the reſt, Lanſwer, no certainty can be had of the 
place where Eden was, either by reading or travelling, 
becauſe this River hath been oft divided into ſundry 
ſtreams: And it is faid, that Cyrus, when he won Baby- 
lon, did turn the main Channel of Exphrares to ano- 
ther courſe. But howſoever, or whereſoever it be, 
I reſolve my.ſelf, no man can demonſtrate the place ; 
which God for the ſins and fall of man, did not only ac- 
curſe ; but alſo the whole face of the earth. 
Vitae of Many ancient Authors have agreed with 
Seas & waters, FC Opinion of Plato and Ariſtarle,conltant- 
ly afbrming, that mountains, Iſlands, and 
| Coungries , 


- 
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Countries, have received great alteration by the inun- 
dation of Rivers, and violence of raging Seas. Thra- 
cia hath been divided from Bithinia : Nigroponts, from 
Theſſalia : Corfu, from Epire : Sicilia, from ſ{raly: The 
Iſles Orcades, from Scotland, and many other Iſlands , 
and Countries cut through ſo in diviſions after the ſame 
form. Wherefore the more a man contemplates to 
ſearch the knowledge of Exen,and ſach high myſteries 
C appertaining only to the Creater ) the more he ſhall 
fail in his purpoſe, offend God, become fooliſh, and 


fantaſtical for his pains. 
But to turn back to mine itinerary relation, after 


my return to Tr:poly, I departed thence Eaftward, with 


a Caravan of Turks to Aleppo, being ten days journey 
diſtant. In all this way ( leaving Scandecroon on our left 
hand ) I ſaw nothing worthy remarking; ſave only a 
few ſcattered Villages, and poor miſerable people called 
Turcomani, living in Tents, and following their flocks 
to whom I payed ſandry Caffars, who remove their wo- 
men,children,and cattel whereſoeyer theyfind fountains, 
and good paſtorage: like unto the cuſtom ofthe ancient 
Iſraclites: Which in thei: vagabonding faſhion , did 
plainly demonſtrate the necellity they had to live, ra- 
ther then any pleaſure they had , or could haye in their 
living.

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crifice in fire their firſt born child to him - ſoliciting his 

- devilliſhneſs, not to torment them too ſore when they 
. . ſhall come into his hands: And yer for all this, they 
think afterwards by the mercy of Mahomer, they ſhall 
go from Hell to Paradiſe. 

In this immediate or aforeſaid paſſage, we coaſted 
near and within fix miles of the limits of Anticchia , 

= one of the ancient Patriarch ſees; ſo 
Antiochians - cal[ed of Antiochus her firſt founder, and 
__ Chil- notalittle glorying to this day, that the 

Diſciples of Feſus and Avrtiochans were 
firſt here named Chriſtians. Who (notwithltanding) 
of their grievous afflictions flouriſhed ſo, that in forty 
. years they grew a terror to their enemies ; who ſuggeſt- 
ed by the Devil cruelly afflicted them with ten general 
perſecutions, under the Emperors, Nero Anno 67. Do- 
mitianus, Anno g6.T rajanus, 100./Maximinus,1 37. Marcas 
Antomus, 167. Severms, 195.Decins, 250. Valerianus, 259» 
 Aurelianus, 278. and Diocleſian Arne 293. years. Not- 
withſtanding all which maſlacres and martyrdom, yet 
this little grain of Muſtard ſeed, planted by Gods own 
hand, and watered with the blood of ſo many holy 
Saints, ( Nam ſangurs Martyrum, ſemen Eccleſia eſt) grew 
ſo great a Tree, that the branches thereof were diſper- 
ſed through every City, and Province of - the whole 
world. 

Before my arrival in Aleppo, the Caravaz of Babylon 
was from thence departed, which bred no ſmall grief 
in my breaſt : The Yenetian Conſul, to whom I was 
highly recommended. by the aforeſaid Merchants, _ 
( having had ſome inſight of my intended, 'yvoyage ) 
informed me,that the Caravan ſtayed at Beemſhake on Eu- 
pbrates, for ſome conceived report they had of Arabs , 
that lay for them in the deſarts, and will- 
ed me to hire a 7anſary, and three Soul- 
diers to oyerhie them ;. whoſe counſel 1

way again ; I found nothing worthy of remarking, ſave 
PR DIOPEY the fertility of the ſoyl : which indeed 

poten in 24fororamia, yieldeth two crops of 
Wheat inthe year, and for a Bnikel ſowing, 12 diverſe 
Places, they recoyle a hundredth again. | 

The Countrey it ſelf 1s overclad with infinite Villa- 
ges, having no eminent Town of any note or conſe- 
quence, except the City of Carahemen the ſeat of a Beg 
lerbeg, who commandeth under him fourteen Sanzacks, 
and twenty bx thouſand Timariots. The people here 
are jor the moſt part believers in Chriſt, but alas too 
filly,untoward,and jgnorant Chriſtians: And yet though 


without learning, or great underſtanding therein, they 
| are 
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are wonderful zealous in their Profeſhon, and great 


ſufferers for it alſo. 

This barbarous Town of Be eerſhatk, be- Reerfiah 
ing ſituate ont Ewphrates ftandeth in the "Tue 
Chelfaines Countrey, and is ſuppoſed to have been Pa- 
dan-aram, Where Laban dwelt, and where 7acov kept 

Labar's ſheep, though ſome interpret all Xeſopatamua , 
then to+ have been called Padun-aram : from whence 
North-eaſt, and not far hence are the demoliſhed frag- 
ments of Ninivy on Tig-#59, whoſe very ruines are now 
come toruin - The decays whereof beiug mach ſembla- 
ble to that ſacked Lacedemon in Sparta, or tothe ſtony 
heaps of Ferico, the detriments of Thebes, the relicts 
of Tyrus, Or to the final overthrow of deſolate T r0Y. 
This Countrey of Chelfaine, is the place moſt agreeable 
with Scripture, where the earthly Paradice was ſet, 
chough now ir-poflible to be found onr. -

| with him for Conſtantinople, The dead 
Corps were carried to Aleppo and honourably buried, | 
for I was an eye Witneſs to that funeral feaſt : And im- 
mediately tkereafter, the Showſe by Proclamation and 
power from the Emperor, fully poſſeſſed the Son in his 
Fathers lands, Offices, Ba/Jawſhip, and- the Authority 
of all the Eaſtern Syr4.z, part of 1eſopotamia, and the 
Aſſyrian Countrey ; for this Baſſaw of Aleppo is the 
greatelt.in commandement and power of all the other! 
Baſ.wes In the Turks dominions ; except the Baja or! 
Becler ve! 
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Beglerbeg of Damaſcus 5, and yet the former in heredita- 
ry power, far exceedeth the other; being a free E- 
meer, and thereupon a Prince born : The force of his 
commandement reacheth to eighteen Sanzacks, and 
thirty thouſand Tamariots , befides Faniſaries, and o- 
ther inferior ſouldiers, which would make up as many 
more. 

This City is called in the Scriptures, Aram-Sobah , 
2 Sam, 8.3. and Aleppoof Alep, which fignifieth milk, 
whereof there is a great plenty here : There are Pige- 
ons brought up here as after an incredible manner , 
who will flye between Aleppo, and Babylon, being thir- 
ty days journey diſtant in forty eight Chen 
hours: carrying letters and news, which ur go 
are tyed about their necks, to Merchants 
of both Towns, and from one to another; who only 
are imployed in the time of haſty and needful intend- 
ments their education to this traftable expeditions is 
admirable, the flights and arrivals of which 1 nave of- 
ten ſeen in the time of my wintering in Aleppo, which 


was the ſecond Winter after my departure from Chri- 


ſtendome. 

Syria hath on the Eaſt Armenia-major : 
On the South Meſopotamia :: On the Norh 
Cilicia and the ſea: On the Weſt Galihke and Phwemcia : 
In the Bible the Syr:ars are called Aramzites, who were an 
obſcure people ſubject to the Perfians, and ſubdued by 
Alexander : after whoſe death this Countrey, with Per-

theſt mark. And for my better ſafeguard Cl being always 
alone, \which by all was ever much admired) the Ve- 
_ netiau Conſul took ſurety of the Captain, that he ſhould 
protect me ſafely from thieves, cut-throats, and the ex- 
a 1ons of tributes by the way,delivering me treely into 
the hands of the Padre Guardixno at Fernſalem: Which 
being done, I hired a Mule from a Turk, to carry my 
Victuals; and ſo ſet forward with them. The number of 
A Caravan of © company were about nine bundred 
Armenians, ' Armenjans, Chriſtian Pilgrims, men and 
| women :- {ix hundred Ty be, trafficking for 
their own buſineſs, and one hundred Souldiers, three 
Showſſes,and [ix Faniſarics, to Keep them from invaſions. 
Between Aleppo and Damaſeus, we had nine days jour- 
ney, in five of which, . we had pleaſant travelling, and 
good Canes to lodg in, that had been builded for the 
fapport of Tr avellers, and are well maintained : But 
when we paſſed Eamſch, which 1s a little more then mid- 
way, we had dangerous travelling, being off aſſailed 
with Arabr, fatigated with rocky mountains, and ſome- 
times 12a po:nt of choaking for lack of Water. Tae 
coniuiion of this mnltitade, was not only ' grievous in 
regard oi tne extreain heat, providing for victuals at 
poor Villages, and ſcarcity of w ater, to fill our bottles, 
made of Boar-skins, but alſo amongſt narrow and ſtony 
paſſages, thronging, we off ſell one over another, in 
great heaps; 13 danger to be ſmothered : yea, and of- 
tentimes we that were Chriſtians, had our bodies well 
beaten, by our condufting Turks. Inthis journying [ 
remember the Turk, who "ought my Mule, was for 


three days exceeding favorable unto me, in fo much , 
that 
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thatT began to doubt of his carriage, fearfully ſupect: 
ins the Italian Proverb.

He that doth better now, to me than he was wont,

But when Iperceived, his extraordinary ſervice and 
flattery, was only to have a ſhare of the Tobacco I 
carried with me, [freely beſtowed a pound thereof 
upon him : Which he and his fellows took as kindly , 
asthough it had beena pound of gold, for they are ex- 
ceſſively addiSed to ſmoak,as Dutch men are to the Pot : 
which eyer made me to carry; Tobacco 
with me, to acquiſt their favour, over 
and above their fials, more then eyer I did for my own 
uſe : for in theſe days I took none at all, though now 
as time altereth every thing, lam ( Honorrs Gratia) 
become a courtly Tobacconiſt ; more for faſhion then 
forliking : The Turk} Tobacco pipes are more then 
a yard long and commonly of Wood or Canes, being 
joyned in three parts, with Lead or white Iron ; their 
{ſeveral mouths receiving at once,- a whole ounce of To- 
bacco; which laſteth a long ſpace, and becauſe of the 
long pipes, the ſmoak 1s exceeding cold in their ſwal- 
lowing-throats. | | 

At onr accuſtomed diſmounting to recreate our ſelyes, 
and refreſh the beaſts, I would often fetch a walk, to 
{fretch my legs, that were ſtifled with a ſtumbling 
beaſt; wherewith the Tw#rks were mightily diſcontent- 
ed, and in derifon would laugh, and mock me: For 
they cannot abide a_man to walk in turns, or ſtand to 
eat.z their uſage being ſuch, that when they come from 
the horle back, preſently ſit down on the ground, folding 
their {cet under them, when they repoſe, dine ang ſup.

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So do alſo their Artizans and all the Txrks in the World 
ſit always croſs legged, wrongfully abuſing the com- 
mendable conſuetude of the induſtrious Tailors. In 
their houſes they have no bed to lyeon, nor chair to fir 
on, nor table to eat on, but a bench made of boards 
along the -houfe ſide, of a foot high from the floor , 
{pred over with a Carpet; whereon they uſually fit eat- 
ing, drinking, ſleeping, reſting, and doing of manu- 
al exertiſes, all in one place, Neither will the beſt ſort 
of Mehomertins be named Turks, becauſe it ſignifieth ba- 
niſhed in the Hebrew tongue, and there- 
fore they cal) themſelves Munſilmans, to 
wit, good believers: where indeed for 
good, it is a falſe Epethiite, but certainly for firm be- 
levers they ave wonderful conſtant; and fo are all ig- 
norants of whatiorver profeſſion : even hike to the 
Spaniard, whoin the midſt of all his evils, yet he re- 
maineth always fide! to all the uſurpations, the Hiſpa- 
zical Crown can cornpals. | | 

They never uncloata themſelves when they go to 
reſt, neither have tiiey any bed-cloths, fave only a co- 
veriet above them: lhave ſeen hundreds of them, atf- 
ter this manner iy-2 ranked hkedurty fwine, 1n a bealt- 
iy ſtye, or {oathiums jades in a filthy ſtable. 

Upon the mmth day (leaving' Corafa behind vs on 
the mountains) we centred ina pleaſant Plain of three 
Teagues of Irneth adorned with many Villages, Gardens, 
and Rivers 3 and arriving at Damaſcs,we were ll lodg- 
ed ( {ome in Chambers wanting beds, and others with.

called by Turks, Shamma, and 1s ktua- — 
ted on a fair Plain, and beautified with ja 
many Rivers on each ſide, (eſpecially Pa- : 
raphar and Abderah )) excellent Orchards, and all other 
natural objects of elegancy ; That for ſituation, Ar- 
tizens, all manner of commodities , and variety of 
fruits, 1n all the Aſiarical Provinces it 1s not paralelled. 
By the Turks it is called, the Garden of Twrky, or ra- 
ther their earthly Paradiſe, becanſe of a fenced Garden 
there, where a Gariſon of Turks lye continually keep- 
ing that tree Mouſlee, whereon as they alledg the for- 
bidden Aple grew, wherewith the Serpent deceived 
Eve, and ſhe Adam, and from whence the great Turk is 
alſo ſtyled, keeper of the terreſtrial Paradiſe. 

Some hold this City was built by Eleazer the ſervant 
of Abraham ;, and others ſay it is the a. 
place where Cain ſlew Abel, where in- Sanns, 2g 
deed it is molt likely to be ſo - for hard 
by Damaſcus | ſaw a pillar of Brafs erected there for 
a commemoration of that unnatural murther of Cain 
executed upon his innocent brother. But howſoever I 
perſwadethee, it is a pleaſant and gallant City, well 
walled, and fortified with a ſtrong Caſtle, wherein the 
Baſſaw remaineth:the moſt part of the ſtrects are cover- 
ed, ſo that the Citizens are preſerved in Summer from 
the heat, and in Winter from the rain. 

The like commodities ( but not after that form) 
hath Padua in Lombardy: Their Bazar, or Market 
place is alſo covered, foare commonly all the Bazars 
or Bezeſtans 18 Turky : The beſt Carobiers, Adams Ape 
ples, and Grenadiers that grow on the earth is here : 
near unto the Bazar there 18a Moskie, called Gemma, 
wherein (my Guide ſheved me) the Sepulcher of Anani- 
as, and the Fountain where he baptized Paul : In ano- 
ther ſtreet, law the houſe of Azanias, which is but a

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hollow Celler under the gronnd, and where the Diſ- 
ciples let Paul down through the wall in a basket : In 
the ſtreet where they ſell their Viano, my Interpreter 
thewed me a great gate of fine mettal, which he ſaid 
was one of the doors of the Temple of Salomon, and 
was tranſported thence, by the Tartarians, who con- 
quered 7ernſalem about three hundred and eighty years 
ago, who for the heavy weight thereof, were enforced 
£0 leave it here, being indeed a relick of wonderful 
bigneſs: And I ſaw alſo ſuch abundance of Roſe-water 
here in barrels, to be ſold, as beer or wine is rife with 
us. 
This Paradiſiat Shamma, is the mother City , and 
moſt beautiful place of all 4/7, reſembling every way 
C thercCtures of her Houles excepted being platform ) 
that matchleſs pattern and mirror of beauty, the City 
of Antwerp. The only beſt Shablcs, or ſhort crooked 
fwords, that. be in the world are made here; and fo are 
all other their weapons, as half Pikes, Bows, and Ar- 
rows, and Balnckoes of ſteel, that Horſe men carry in 
their hands : their ſhafts being three foot long, their 
heads great and round, and ſharply .guttered 3 where- 
with they uſe to brain or knock down their enemies in 
the ficld. The Beglerbeg or Balla of Da- 
O_ of maſecn;, is the greateſt of commandment 
Danaſcus, Of all other Baſlacs in 4a: Having under 
bis authority, (as he is under his Empe- 
ror) twenty two Sarzzcks, and they condutting under 
all the aforeſaid three, forty thouſand Timariors or 
Horſe-men, beſides two thouſand Farizaries , which 
are the guard of the Baſla, and Garriſon of the City.

Three days were we betwixt Damaſcus, and the Eaſt 
Part of Galilee, which is the beginning of Canaan : in 
two of which three, we encountred with mariſhes and 
quagmires, being a great hindrance to us : This barren, 
and mariſh Countrey, 15 a part of Arabia Petrea, cam- 
i0g'in with apoint between Galilee, and Syria, running 
along eyen to the South-weſt skirt of Libanus , which 
indeed in that place, far more than Jordan divideth the 
true Syria irom Canaan; this Petrean Countrey it ſelf, 
devalling even down to the limits of Facob's bridge , 
cutteth away the denomination of Syrza, from this par-

South from hence, lyeth 4rabia Felix bor- 
dering with the Indian Sea; which is the moſt fruitiul 
and pleaſant foyl in all 4a; abounding with Baljamo, 
JAyrrhe, and Frankicenſe, Gold and Pearls, eſpecially 
abont A7edina, the ſecond City to Meccha : The other 
Towns of noteare Horan, the chief Port of the South 
Ocean: And Alteroch,the only Town where Chriſtians 
are in greateſt number in that Countrey. 

Truly with much difficulty, and greater danger pail- 
ed we theſe Petrean journeys. Here I re- : 
marked a ſingular quality, and rare per- 41a Ferre. 
fection, 1n the caretul conduction of our Captain; who 
would, when we came to any dangerous place, give the 
watch-word of St. Johanze, meaning as much thereby, 
that none ſhould ſpeak or whiſper after that warning 
under the pain of a Harquebuſado, And no more we 
durſt, unleſs he had ſtretcht out his hand, making vsa 
ſgn ( when occaſion ſerved) of liberty, leaſt by onr 
tumultuous noiſe in the night, our enemies ſhould have 
the fore-knowledge of our coining ; and knowive al- 
ſo that the nature of a multitude, bred all times con- 
fnſed effects, without ſome fevere puniſhinent. Him- 
ſelf rod ſtill in the Vanguard, vpon a luſty Gelding , 
with two Famſaries, and forty Sonldiers, and the other 
four Jamzaries and lixty Souldjers, were appointed to 
be the back-guard, tor tear ot tndden aſiaults. Thus. 
moſt dextrouſly diſcharged he the tunttion of his call- 
ing, not with infolency. but with prudent and magnant- 
mous vir1lity - for my part, Imuit needs ſay, the dili- 
gent care of that benigne Ciriv,un extended over me, 
- was ſuch, that whentoever |romember it, {am not able 
to lacrifice congratulations iufliciently to his well-deler- 
ving mind-yer inthe meat while,mnyPurſe bountifully re= 
warded his carneſt endeayours ;, and notwith{landiy, ,

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of this high conceived regard, yet in ſome frivolous 
things, and for a ſmall trifle, he privately wronged 
me, which Imi{-knew; as unwilling ( knowtng nis diſ- 
poſition, and that my life hung in his hands ) to be 
roo forward to ſeek a redreſs. For oftentimes an in=- 
convenience 1s moſt convenient; and as the great cor- 
Tupter of youth ispleaſure,and theviolent enemy of age 
is grief; even ſo are the inordinate deſires of inconſcio- 
nable ſtrangers toward Travellers, who preferring a- 
varice above honeſty, care only for that part of a man 
which is his fortune, whoſe friendſhip beginning only 
PO: AY in an outward ſhow, muſt end in the 
* Ines a midft of a mans money; as who would 
fay, ſuch like were rather 1mployed, as 
their imployments rewarded, and therefore in unlaw- 
ful things they muſt ſuck the honey of their own pre- 
. Poſterous ends : And thus it fared with him, at the 
paying of my tributes, by the way for my head, he 
cauſed me oft to pay, more then reaſon, to the Moors, 
Tarks, and civil Arabs, receiving ſecretly back from 
them the overplus; which my Turkiſh Servant percety- 
ig, made my Trenchman tel] me, rhat Tmight be fore- 
{een therein. | + 
But ſuch is the covetous nature of man, that with 
. his covenant he cannot be contented, unleſs he ſeek 0- 
therwiſe, by ali unlawful means ro purchaſe himſelf 
an unjuſt gain : But the high reſpect I had of his other 
perfeCtions, made me ovyer-{te and wink at that imper-. 
fetionof ayaritionſneſs in him; and efptcially,remem- 
bring my ſelf to be under his protection, 1 always en- 
deavoured my aims io, that 1n bis light, I won extra- 
ordinary favour : infomuch, that in danger , or ſe- 
curity, he would eycr have me neer by kim, which 
L alſo craved, and ſtrove to obſerve the points of his 
 eeayounbiety.. GIO 
The obligation of my b>unden duty, tavght me to;

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no otherend, then ever to-reſpect the Benevolence of 
his affection, and to ſuppreſs my own weak judgment, 
which conld neyer mountto the trne acquittance of his 
condign merit. 

\ But to proceed in my Pilgrimage, on the aforefaid 
third day, in the aſternoon, we entred in Galilee, pals 
ſing along a fair Bridge, that is over the River 7ordan, 
which divideth a part of this ſtony Arabia from Galilee. 
This Bridge by the Armenzans, is called Facob's Bridge ; 
and not far hence, they ſhewed me the Brig 
place, where Jacob wreſtled with the An- JE 
gel, and where Eſa met his brother 7acob, to have 
killed him being upon the Eaſt ſide of the River : For- 
dan is ſcarcely known by the name of this place: but af- 

_ terward l ſaw his greater growth, ending in Sodom, 
'  Whereof in the one place, I ſhall more amply diſcourſe : 
Between Facod's Bridge and Feruſalem, ve had [ix days 
journey, five whereof were more pleaſant than profita- 
ble, in regard of the great tributes I paid by the way 
tor my head, that at ſundry places and in one day, I 
have paid for my freedom 1n paſſage twelve Chickens 
of Gold , amounting to five pounds eight ſhillings of 
_ Engliſh money : A journal tribute more fit for a Prince 

to pay, then a Pilgrime; the admiration only reſting 
upon this, how I was furniſhed with theſe great ſums of 
mony 1 daily disburſed. | 
_ _ April the eighteenth day, according to the computa- 
tion of the Roman Calender , and by ours, March the 
elght and twenticth, I entred into Glilee, a Proyince of 
Canaan; This Countrey was firſt called Canaan from Ca- 
naan the ſon of Cham : ſc:ondly the Land of Promiſe , 
becauſe it was promiſed by the Lord to Abraham and 
his ſeed to poſſeſs: Thirdly, the land of Iſrael, of the 
Iſraelites, 1c called from F-cob, who was ſurnamed Tſra- 
el: Fourthly, 7adea, from the Fews, or the people of 
the tribe of Fudah : Fifthly, Paleſtine quaſs — ,

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theland of the Philit;as. And now ſixthly, terra ſanitas 
the holy Land, becauſe herein was wrought many won- 
derful Miracles, but eſpecially the work of our Salvati- 
on. It is 1n lerigth a hyndred and eighty, and in breadth 


ſixty miles: yet of that ſalubrity of Air and fertility of 


ſoyl, flowing with Milk and Hony, that before the 
coming of the Jſrachres it maintained thirty Kings, 
with their people, and afterward the two potent King- 
doms of 1ſ-ael and Fudah ; in which David numbred one 
Million and thirty Thouſand fighting men, , beſides them 
of the tribe of Benjamin and Lev: : It is molt certain , 
that by the goodneſs of the Climate and ſoy], eſpecially 
Coons gear! by the bleſſing of God, ir was the moſt 
changed. 7 fruitful Land in the World: But by expe- 
- Tience, I find now the contrary, and the 
iruitfulneſs thereof to be changed, God curſing the Land 
together with the Fews, thenthe (but now diſperſed )) 
inhabitants thereof. Neither are the greateſt part of 
theſe Eaſtern countries fo fertile, as they have been in 
former ages, the earth as it were growing old, ſeemeth 
weary to bear the burthen of any moxe encreaſe, and 
ſurely the two eyes of Day and Night, with the Planets, 
and S:ars, are become neither ſo forcible, ſo bright, 
nor warm as they have been : Time from old antiquity, 
running all things to devaſted defolation, making the 
ſtrong things weak, and weak things feeble, ar laſt it 
returneth all things to juſt nothing - and there 1s the 
end of all beginnings, and an infallible Argument of 
the diſſolution to come by the day of judgment. 
As things that are,ſtill vaniſh from our cye; 
So things that were, again ſpall never be 3 + 
The iorlwind of Time, ſtil!Jo ſpeedy poſts, 
: That bike at ſelf, all things therein, it toſ#s,

of the World, two thouſand four hundred fifty three - 
At which time, the Lord commilerating their heayy 
 Oppreſlions under the Ezyprians, delivered them with a 
ſtrong Hand, and placed them here : which then was 
inhabited by the Hirrites, Amorites, Peri- 

fites, and Febuſites. Canaan is divided into The Holy Land. 
five Provinces, viz. FJudea, Galilee, | 
Paleſtina,Samaria, and Phenicia : Some divide it only into 
three, Paleſtina, Fudea, and Galilee : It hath-been by 0- 
thers alſo nominated 1n general, Syzza4, by which Cal- 
culation, they gathered all the Countries from Clicia to 
Ezypt under that name. But howſoevyer they differ in 
Delcriptions, it is molt certain, that at this day, it is 
only, and uſvally divided into theſe five particular Pro- 
vinces : Galilee, and Paleſtina, for the preſent, are the 
moſt fertil and largeſt Provinces thereof, eſpecially Ga- 
lilee, which in ſome parts, yieldeth grain twicea year, 
and for abundance of Silk, Cotton-wool, delicate 
Wines, Hony, Oyl, and Fruits of all kinds; I hold it 
never a whit more decayed now, thanar any time when 
the Glory of 1ſ-ae! was at the higheſt : This Province 
of Galilee is forty eight miles long, and twenty five 
broad, having Phenicia tothe North : Samariato the 
Weſt: 70;danto the South : and to the Eaſt and North- - 
Eaſt, apart or point. of Arabia Petroſa, and the South- 
weſt end of Libanus. 

After we had travelled a great way, along the Lake 
of Genaſareth, which is of length eight Leagues, and 
large four - where I ſaw the decayed Towns of Berhſai-

think fit; acccording to the Spoils and Booties they 
ſhould obtain, together with the miſerable murder and 
loſs of our lives. This being done, and unknown to 
vs, we marched along, travelling faſter then our ordi- 
nary pace, ſome on horſe, and ſome on foot, for my 
Pilgrimage was ever pedeſtrial : which our guide ſuſ- 
petting that by our celerity we ſhould go beyond the 
Place appointed for his treacherous Plot, began to croſs 
us grievouſly ; leading us upand down amongſt Pools 
and Holes, whither he liſted 3 where many of our Ca-, 
mels and Aſſes were loſt, and could not be recovered , 
becauſe weall began to ſuſpect and fear ; which was the 
cauſe that the owners durſt not ſtay to relieve their pe- 
riſhing beaſts. : 

In the end, the Captain and Famſarzes, intreated him; 
earneſtly to bring us in the right way 3 but the more 
they requeſted, the more obqdurate was his heart, re- 
plying, he was miſtaken, and could not find it till day 
light: upon the which words, the company was ſtay- 
ed, and in the mean while there came a Tx-h, one of 
our Soldiers unto the Captain, ſaying; he ſaw the guide, 
before our departure from Nazareth, ſend a Moor be- 
* "2 RES tore him, for what reſpect he knew nor, 
ouide,  DÞelng longatprivate conference. Wherc- 

upon, they ſtraight bound him with ropes 
on a Horſe back, threatning him with death, to cauſe 
him to confeſs the truth, 

In the midſt of this tumult, I having got ſight of the 
North ſtar, (which ſcemed exceeding low to me) con- 
ſidered thereby, that the Villain had led us more to the 
Southward, then to the Weſtward, which was our way 
to Fernſalem : Whereupon Tintreated the Catavan to turn 
pur faces Northward, otherwiſe we ſhould be cut off, and 
that ſuddenly : for although (ſaid 1) it may peradventure 
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be, rhat we are three or four miles ſhort of the place inten- 
ded for our maſſacre, yet they miſſing us, wall ike ravening 
Walves hunt here and there > wherefore, if we incline tothe 
North, ( God willing ) we ſhall prevent their bloody deſigns. 
To the which advice ( being duely pondered ) they 
yielded ; and ſo 1 became their guide, in that dark night, 
till morning : for noneof them knew that Star, neither 
the natureof it. Art laſt this deſperate Wretch conſt- 
dering that either by our vanquithing, or the enemies 
victory, he could not eſcape, ſith his I reaſon was reveal- 
£d; began to beg pardon of the Caravan, ſaying that 
if he. could have any ſurety of his life, he would ſuffct- 
ently inform us, how to eſchew theſe eminent dangers, 
for we were all in extream peril of our lives; and nor 
ſo much courage nor comfort left us, as the very ſmall- 
eſt hope of any rellef. 

The Captain being diſtracted with fear, replied he 
would, and thereupon ſwore a ſolemn oath, ſo did the 
Faniſaries ſwear by the head of IMakomer, for the like 
efte&t - Which- being done, he was untyed, and con- 
felled, that if we had continued in our way he led us, we 
had been all put to the edge of the Sword: and falling 
down on his knees, cryed oft with tears, mercy, mercy, 
mercy. 

All that night we went with that S:ar, and againſt 
morning we werein the Weſtern Confines of Phenicia, 
and at the beginning of Paleſtine, cloſe by the Marine, 
and within halta mile of Tyrus. This ſome- 
times renowned City of Tyr, called now 
by the Moors Sr, was famous for her 
Purples, and Collonics diſperſed over all the World by 
her Citizens 3 and once a kingdom of great antiquity and 
long continuance. The worthieſt of her Kings were 
Hiram, in ſtrift bord of Confederacy with Solomon, and 
Pigmalion the brother of Dido, who built Carthage ; This 
ſeat, giving way to the Perſian Monarchy, was about the 
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overthrow of Darin, beleagured by Alexander : who 
had ſo much ado with extraordinary exhence of men , 
money, and great labour to conquer it, being then ſe- 
Parated from the main Continent, by the Sea, but now 
joyned to the firm Land : and before you come to the 
City, there lyeth a great bank of Sand, where it is Iike- 
ly the Sea hath been in Alexander*s time - Though now, 
as time altereth every thing, the Sea be fled from thar 
place, which maketh that ruinous Town ſeem more de- 
ſolate. At the breach of day, I, and certain Armenians 
went to viſit this decayed Towr, and found the moſt fa- 
. Mous ruines here, that the Wor/d for memory can afford, : 
and a Delicions incircling Harbour, inclos'd within the 
middle of the' Town, fit to receive ſmall Barks, Frigots , 
and Galtots : the compaſlling fore-face whereof, being 
ail four ſquar'd Marble and Alabaſter ſtones: the molt 
part of all which Houſes have ſtood on pillars of the | 
lame ſtones - the infinite number whereof, may as yet ' 
be, ( above and below the Sands) per- 
ipeftively beheld. There be only ſome 
nineteen fire ' Houſes here , which are 
Atoors: and is now under the Emeey of the Druſrans, who 
Temaineth in Sydox. The Eaſt part of this Countrey 
aboundeth in Balm, Honey, and Oyl, and was the Seat 
of Aſher of whom X7ſes prophecied, Det. 33. 24. that 
he ſhould dip his feet in Oyl. 2 
Here thele Egyptian Moors, for fo they were firft 
bred there, brought us to a pillar lying upon the ground, |

nians that were with me confirm it alſo, ſome of whom 
had been twice there before : yet howſoever it was, [ 
brought hoine a pound weight of it, and preſented the 
half thereof, to King Zames of blffed Memory, 

Here by accident, in returnivg back to the Caravay, 
I met with an Engliſh Fa&or, named Maſter Brockeſs, 
who then remained at Sydoz, eighteen miles from this 
place, and had been down at Acre, about fome Negotia- 
tions: Who indeed eft-ſoons, and kindly took me into 
a Mooriſh Houle by the Sea fide, and one of his acquain- 
tance - where inſtantly we ſwallowed down ſuch jovial 
and deep Carrouſes of Leatick wine, that both he andl 
were almoſt faſtned in the laſt Plung of underſtanding - 
Yet nevertheleſs, he conveyed me backto my Company, 
and put me ſafe into the hands of the Caravan, with 
whom afterwards I diverſe times met with here at Lon- 
don , to whole kindneſs | celebrate the memory of theſe 
lines. | gn 

But now the Sun diſcovering the earth,and the night 
baniſhed to the inferour World, we were all encouraged, 
for the light of day lends Comfort - The Captain 
( ſending back that falſe Judas, for ſo was he ſworn to 
do) ſent a Polt to Tyr#s for a new guide, who came 
torth-with, and brought us in our way to Mount Carmel, 
for by it we behoved to go;and in our way we met with . 
the deſolate Town of Sarepra nigh thereunto adjoyning, 
where Elizs was ſuſtained in a great famine 
by a Widdow, whole ſon he railed from 
deati, | | "2: 

Great are the mercies of God, for as he hath made 
man an excellent Creature, ſo hath he alſo indued him 
with rwo great Powers in his mind : The onea wile po- 
wer of underſtanding, by which he penetraterh into the

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knowledge of things : the other a ſtrong power of dexte- 
rous reſolving z whereby he executeth things well under- 
ſtood, for we having judged the worlt reſolved the beit : 
and by his Almighty providence were freed froin that 
apparent danger, although the former days Whoredom, 
and unnatural Vices, deſerved a juſt puniſhment, 

This I intimate to all Travellers in general, that if. 
they would that God ſhould further them 1n their at- 
tempts, bleſs their Voyages, and grant them a ſafe re- 
'turn to their native Countries ( without the which , 
what Contentment haye they for all their pains?) that 
they would conſtantly refrain from Whoredome, Drun- 
kenneſs, and too much Familiarity with Strangers : For 
a Traveller that is not temperate, andcircumſpect in all 
his Actions, although he were headed like that Herculean Sers 
pent Hydra, yet it 15 impoſſible he can return in ſafety from 
aanger of Turks, Arabs, Moors, wild Beafts, and the deaa- 
ly operatrve Extremities of Heat, Hnnoer, Thirſt, and Cold. 

Approaching to Mount Carmel, and leaving 1t upon 
Our right hand between us and the Marine coaſt, I be- 
held a far off upon the top of the Hill, the place where 
Elias aſcended to Heaven, when he left his Cloak be- 
hind him to ELzexs his diſciple. This monntain is four 
miles of fength. lying South and North, the North end 
bordering with the Sea, near to Acre, called anciently 
Prolomazs, and the South end joyning with the Borders 

of Samaria,through the which Confine we 
SAamaria, Paſt. | 
Leaving Samar:a on our left hand, we 
entred into a fair Plain, adorned with fruitfal Trees, 
and al} other Ornaments that pleaſant fields afford, bug 
no Village we ſaw. Marching thus about the declining 
of the Sun from the Meridian, we came in fight of two 
hundred Pavillions, all pitched in Ranks; yeilding the 
proſpect of a listle City, by a Brook ſide of water - 
waich being perceived, the Captain began to cenſure 

- | what 
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what they might be;and immediately there came riding 
toward us, ſix Naked fellows, well mounted on Arabian 
Geldings, who demanded what we were? and whither 
we were bound with ſuch a multitude ; and if there were 

any Frazks of Chriſtendome in our Company ? To whom 
the Faniſaries replied, we were purpoſed to Feruſalem, 
and that there was but one Frarkwith them: Uponthe 
which they preſently ſought me, demanding Ceffar, Caf- 
far; that was tribute for my Head, and cauſed meper- 
force notwithſtanding of the reſiſting Caravan, and 7Fa- 
ziſaries, to pay them preſently for my Life ſeven Chick- 
ens of Gold, ſeven times nine ſhillings ſtarling - And 
this is becauſe, faid they, our King is refident in theſe 
Tents, and therefore we have tripled his tribute : And 
yet were they diſcontented, becauſe there were no more 
Franks in our Company 3 for from the Armenians, they 
could not, nor would not ſeek any tribute, becauſe they 
were tributary Slaves and Subj:Rs to the great Turk: 
neither alſo of any other Chriſtian born in his Domini- 
ons when they ſhall happen to fall into their hands. 

They returning back to their Prince, with the male- 
diction of my Heart, and the ſorrow of a Pilgrims Purſe, 
we marching on 1n our way, that day we travelled above 
thirty four miles, and pitched at a Village called Adoaſh, 
being compoſed of threeſcore Aooriſh and Arabian hou- 
ſes, ſtanding in a fruitful and delicate Plain; and gar- 
niſhed with Olive, Date, and Fig-trees, which were 
both pleaſant and profitable : where we found alſo good 
herbs to eat, and abundance of water to drink, and 
alſo to fill our emptied Bottles: As welay down to fleep 
after a hungry Supper,on the hard ground, 
and our guard watching us 3 that fame 
King of the Arabians came alittle before 
mid-night, with twenty four well horſed Runagates, and 
naked Courtiers, being armed with Bows aud Arrows , 
and Halt-pikes, pointed at both ends with hard Steel 

| | and 
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and asked for the Caravan, who preſently awoke, and 
went to ſalute him, laying his hand on his Breaſt, bow- 
- ed his head very low; which is the uſual courteſie a- 
' moneſt 'the Infidels and Chriſtians in theſe parts : For 
they never uncover their heads to any man ; and after 
ſome ſhort parley, they fate all down on the Graſs. The 
Caravan preſented his rude-like Majeſty with water , 
bread , hearbs, figs, garlick, and ſuch things as he 
had. 

As they were thus merry, at this poor banquet, the 
awful King took the Oath of. our Conductor. if there 
were any more Franks there then I and he having ſworn 
the.truth, The King by a malignant informer, inconti- 
nently cauſed me to be brought before him ; and ſtaring 
me in the face, asked my Interpreter where were my 
Companions? Who replied I had none. Then faid he, 
tell that Dog, or Eſhole, he muſt acknowledgetne with 
five pieces of Gold more, otherwiſe ( making a ſign to 
his own Throat ) I ſhall cut off his head, becauſe (ſaid 
he ) I will not loſe this nights travel for nothing : The 
which I being informed, and that knowing by no condi- 
dion of tion,there was reliſtance againſt ſuch a ſce- 
nom th ” lerate Prince,gave it him forth of my own 
ee hand, having conſulted with my Captain 
before, and that preſently with a half ſmiling Counte- 
nance ; which he remarking, told the reſt, it ſeemed [ 
gave it with a good Heart and acheerful geſture, and 
fo recompence my outward behaviour, he drunk a great 
draught of jwater to me : thinking thereby he had 
done me more honour then all the Chickens: of Gold I 
gave him now, and inthe morning, would do him pro» 
fit or Pleaſure : Pleaſure they could do him none, for 
they were unlawfully and diſhoneſtly got, and too de- 
livered from the inward ſorrow of my ſighing Soul ; 
and no wonder, having ſpent two years great Char. 
ges ii Turky, before this' time, but thatl ſhould = 
Een 
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been exceeding penurious of money, and thereupon de- 
ſolate of reliet and Comfort. | 

Truly this was one of the greateſt tributes I payed for 
one days journey, that I had inall my voyage, in Afia. 
There are two Kings in Arabia, the one who liveth on 
Euphrates, the deſarts of Meſopotamia, ſometimes in A- 
rabia Felix, and in ſome parts of Syria : And the other 
was he to whom 1 paid this money ; wandereth with his 
Tribes, Tents, and Beſftial, one while in Arabia Perrea, 
and Deſerta, and ſometimes in the Holy 
Land, as he findeth good paſtorage, and Kious 9a 
freſh Fountains. Theſe two Kings are 
mortal enemies - and if by accident they mcet, they 
fight molt cruelly, bringing dammage, rapine, and de- 
ſtruction to themſelves, and their followers : For It is 
a difficult thing in them to dominate their inordinate 
Paſſions, being untamed Savages, and miſ-regarders of 
civility, who continually contend to corroborate the 
walignity of their diſpoſitions, with bloody and inhu- 
mane Enterpriſes. And yet allthe reſt of that night,af- 
ter his return from us, we ſtill expected ſome treache- 
rous ſurpriſe, which made our Souldiers ſtand ſtoutly 
on their guard, and we Pilgrims to our vigilant and na- 
ked defence : For the Turks will not ſuffer Chriſtians to 
carry weapons in all theſe Dominions , neither any 
where, where they command. And for all this great 
tribute, and nights danger of my Life, here was my 
reſolution preſent, 


The more I am beſet, with dreadful ſnares 
Begiraed round, in ſhelfie gulfs of wrack; ' 
Anad ſhipbroke left, on Rocks of deep deſpairs, 
Where helpleſs care, with tort*ring thoughts me rack 3 
Then ſtoutly ſtand 1,hoping for the end, 
That time will change, and God will better ſend, 
And 
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And now by the way Irecall the aforeſad Twrk, the 
Maſter of the Mule that carried my proviſion, and on 
whom in the journey I had beſtowed the moſt part of my 
Tobacco: Whenl had no more to give him, and he ſuſ- 
petting the contrary,was councelled by his Aſſociates to 
beat me ſoundly, and diſmount my ViCctuals and Water 
from the Mulcs back, till I propined him with the reſt. 
Which intention being by me underſtood, I forthwith 
run to the Czravar and complained : whereupon my 
friend was bravely belaboured with a Cudgel,and my bet- 
ter ſafety procured : Thus was his former ſhew of love 
quickly expelled, and an inward grudg ſuddenly con- 
ceived, for it was the ſmoak,and not my elf he reſpected. 


Loves whirling fancies, mortals fondly feed

An humane Creature, inhumanely taught, 
Is worſer given to ill, than evil fraught - 
Things in themſelves, be not ſo bad as ill,

The next morning, when the hopeful Aurora, had 
fore-ſhown the burning Birth of glaſlie Therss, and that 
Orient Majeſty ariſing to overcirculate the Earth, then 
marcl?d we along in our way,and before mid-day pitched 

"= our hair-cloth Tents round about Facob's 
ZacoJ's Well, Well, near the decayed City of Sychar in 


Samaria : I lis Proyinee of Samara, is 
now 
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now for the moſt part quite deſtroyed and overwhelm- 
ed with Mountains of ſand: we found this ancient ell 
ſo wondrous deep, that ſcarcely all our Ropes could fink 
our Bucket in the water : Thetaſte whereof was won- 
drous cold and ſweet, and for Faceb's fake the whole 
number of us, drunk more of it, then necd required - 
The fiery face of Phebus declining tothe Weſt, we mar- 
ched throngh a part of the fields of Baſan, of which Os 
was laſt King, a man of ſuch a large proportion, thar his 


| bed being made of Iron, was nine Cubits long and fore 


broad, and al] that afternoon, we had exceeding plea- 
ſant travelling; and at night we incamped by Lydds on 
the fields: Lydda 1s not above ten miles from the ruji- 
nous Town of Ceſarea by the Sca fide, and is now called 
by the Twrks and Moors Alferron, being a Vil'age only of 
ſixtcen Mooriſh Houſes. Here Peter healed the man ſick 
of the Pallie. 

The Towns ſituated by the Sea ſide in ' The's 
Phemicia, Paleſtine, and Fudea, are theſe : Lak: x oo 
Sydon, which ſtandeth inthe Borders of xp1y rand. 
Zebulon , and Nepthalim, or Phencia, be- 
ing a goodly City, and well peopled ; andis governed by 
the Emeey or Prince of the Druſians ; who being the off- 
ſpring of the Chriſtians, which under the Conduct of 
Godfrey Duke of Bulloine, deſcended into theſe parts, do 
ſtill maintain their liberty againſt the Turks : TheSig- 
nior whereof being threatned by the Great Turk, fled 


| to Coſms Duke of Florence, Anno 1612. leaving his two- 


Sons behind him, the eldeſt to keep Sydoz, and the 
younger to remain in a ſtrong Fortreſs, on the Weſt end 
of mount Libanw : The eldeſt brother forthwith ye:1d- 


. ed tothe Great Turk the Signory of his Lands, but the 


younger would never do it, and fo retaineth abſolutely 
the Countrey of Zibans to this day, making himlelt 
thereupon, a mountainous Monarchick Prince. Tyr,

hath yet ſome indifferent'trade of Merchandize, called 
formerly Prolomezs : Caipha, called commonly Caſtello Pel- 
legrino, which hath nothing but the remnants of an anci- 
ent Abbey : Ceſarea, who reſerveth but only the memo- 
ry of Ruines, for there is no Hoſpitality 1n it, except it 


be to Savage Moors: Toppa Or Tapbra, 1s a Sea-port of 


fmall Barks, but the decayed Town containeth not one 
dwelling Houſe, fave only a high Tower, which defend- 
eth the Port from Curſares : Here Forah took ſhip to flye 
from God : Here Peter raiſed Tabitha or Dorcas, from 
Death to Life - and where he lodging at the Houſe of 
Simon the Tanner, was ina viſion taught the Converſion 
of the Gentiles. And Baruti famous for ſo many Chri- 
ſtian Armies that have befieged it, is now Compoſed of 
eight hundred fire Houſes: Lying North-eaſt of Syds; 
under mount Libanus, formerly called Julia Felix, nigh 
unto which ( as Fabulqus ſtories report ) S. George deli- 
vered the Kings Daughter, by killing the Dragon. It 
is alſo thought to be within Canaan, ſtanding in the 
Frontier of Phenicia, andis the beſt inhabited place of 
all the Holy Land, Sydor and Feruſalem excepted. 
Saturday morning before the breachof day, ſetting 
forward from Lydda, through the'curling Plains of fat- 
fac'd Paleſtine, ſcarcely were we well adyanced in our 
way, till we were beſet with more then three hundred 
Arabs, who {ent us from ſhrubby heights an expected 
ſhower of Arrows, to the great annoyance of alt our 
Company - For if it had not been, that our Souldiers 
Fe AIM ſhot off their Guns on a ſudden, and ſtood 
Confli.. manly alſoto it, with their Bows and 4-- 
| rows for our-defence, we had then miſe- 
rably, in the midſt of their Ravenous fury periſhed. But 
the nature of the Arabs. is not unlike to the Facksls : 
For when: any of them hear the ſhot of a Harquebuſs, 
they preſently turn back with ſuch ſpeed, as if the Fiends 
of the infernal Court were broken loſe at their heels. 
In 
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In that momentany conflict, oti our ſide there wete 
killed nine Women, five Men, and about thirty Perſons 
deadly wounded, which to our worthy Armenian Cap- 
tain, and to the reſt of our Heatheniſh Conduttors bred 
no ſmall grief: the mourning noiſe among the multi- 


' tude, being alſo wondrous pittiful. Till bright day 
' came, we itaicd ſtill in that ſame place, (expecting the 


dangerous mitability of our aultere fortune: and at our 
cepartpre thence, we buried the {lain peoplein deep 


| Graves, whereby Fackals thould not open up their graves, 


to eat their Corps : For ſuch 15 the nature of theſe cruel 


' Beaſts, that they only love to live on mans Fleſh : theſe 


a umm » 
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Ravenous beaſts ( as is thought ) are ingendred' of a 
Fox and a Wolfe. 

Proceeding in our journey, we entred a- 
bout two of the Clock in the afternoon, 
in the hilly Coantrey of 7#dea, having two | 
of their Courſes to Ferujalem, which is abonet twenty 
Engliſh miles: leaving Khama on our right hand, which 
containetn ſome two hundred dwelling Houles of one 
ſtory high, and ten miles diſtant from oppa, from which 
it lyeth in the way to Ferſalem : Here remaineth the 
Dragoman, a Chriſtian, who receiveth and conveyethrhe 
Pilgrims to Feruſalem, which land at Foppa, each Pilgrim 
paying {even Chickens of Gold is furniſhed with an Aſs 
to ride on,all the way tributes, at going and coming be=- 
ing diſcharged by their Conductor, to whom they reign

this tributary money. 


Rhama 1s a Towa inhabited by Chriſtians, Arabs, and 
Moors : not black 1ors, as the Africans be, but they 
are called: Mori, which are a kind of Egyprians, and not. 
naturally black, but Sun-burnt, with the parching heas. 
The whole Territory of Canaan, is inhabited with theſe 
Moors, ſome Turks, civil Arabs, and a few Chriſtians and 
ſcattered Fews. The Arabians are for the moſt part 
Thieves and Robbers, ths Adoors cruel, and unicivil, ha-

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ing Chriſtians to the Death : the Turks are the ill beſt of | 
all the three, yet all ſworn Enemies to Chriſt, But when | 


they know how to make any gain by ſtrangers : O what a 
diſſimulate Oſtentation ſhall appear in theſe deteſtable 
Villains, whoſe out-ſides only they ſeem to affeft, but 
-Intirely the inſides of their Purſes - and that is their Aim, 


and forcible end : wherefore they both toyl withall, 


and conduct ſtrangers through many Perils, as eminent | 
to themſelves, as acceſlary-unto our inevitable Deſtinies : |

for our ſelves, from theſe d-ipightful Moors, (for what 
we carried with us, wasall ſpent) except a little Water - 


we embraced our Mountainous way, as cheerfully as we | 


could, for we were exceeding Faint, and travelled that 


day above forty three miles 3 whereby we might arrive |

at Feruſalem before the Gates were ſhut, ſuſtaining great | 
drovght, burning Heat, Pinching hunger, and not a few | 


other the like inconveniences. 

And now about half way between Berahand Feruſalem, 
I, and cwo Armenians, advancing our way a flight ſhot be- 
fore the Company. - We I ſay, unhappily ran-countred 


with four oor:ſh fellows, driving bcfore them fix Aſſes | 
loaden with Roots, and ſhrubs of Wood to burn : who | 


ſeeing us, as they thought alone, laid hands upon us, 
robbed us of our Pocket monies : whereat I reſiſting , 


one of them pulled forth a broad Knife , 


A grievous and holding me by the Beard, thought to 
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n have cut my -Throar, if it had not been - 


for one of his Fellows, who ſwiftly ſtayed him. 


Well, 
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Well,they leave us,and following their Beaſts,our Soul- 
dicrs-inſtantly appeared unto us.; whereupon we ſhout- 
ing, the Moors fled to the Rocks, and our foot Souldi- 
ers following, apprehended two of the chiefelt, and 
brought them (0 the Captain: One of which had my 
money, which I preſently received back again, but 
mine aſſociates money, was with them thateſcaped :- the 
Captain-and Faniſaries,mean while carried the two/foors 
along with them,thinking to execute them at Jeruſalem; 
But their Friends and Neighbours following faſt on 
Horſe-back, and on Foot, relieved them from the Ca- 
ravan, reſtoring back again the two Armenians noney. 
Whercat allthe Mo: s were exceeding glad, and we no 
ways diſcontented: for if they had not been redeemed, 
certainly their Friends and Followers, who were thick 
flocking together, would have cut vs all off before we 
could have attain'd to Ferrſalem. 

At laſt we behcld the proſpett of Jeruſalem, which 
was not only a Contcntment to my weary Body, but al- 
ſo being raviſhed with a kind of unwonted rejoycing, the 
tears gulhed from my Eyes for too much |, . __ : 
joy. ln this time the Armenians began to mon Ie 
{ing in their own Faſhion, Pſalms to praiſe 
the Lord : and Il allo ſung the hundred and third Pſalm 
all the way, till we arrived near the walls of the City, 
where we ceaſed from our finging, for fear of the 
Turks. 

The Sun being paſſed to his nightly Repoſe before 
our arrival, we found the Gates locked, and the Keys 
carried up to the Baſhaw in the Caſtle : which bred 
a common ſorrow in the Company, being all both hun- 
gry, and weary - yct the Caravan intreatcd carneſtly the 


Turks within, to give us over the Walls ſome Victuals 


for our money, ſhewing heavily the Neceſlity we had 
thereof, but they would not, neither durſt attempt ſuch 
a thing. In this time the Guardian of the Monaſtery of

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Cordeliers, who remaineth there to receive Travellers of | 


Chriſtendom, who having got News of our late arrival, 


came and demanded of the Caravan, if any Franks of :

This they do oft, for a leſſer fault then that was, only to 
get Bribes and money from the Grey Fryers which daily 
ſtand in fear of their Lives. , 


Anno 1612. upon Palm-Sunday in the Morning, we | 


entred into Feruſalem, and at the Gate we were parti- 
cularly ſearcned , to the effect we carried in no Furni- 
ture of Arms, nor Powder with us, and the poor A-r- 
menians ( notwithſtanding they are Slaves to T urks,) be- 


hoved to render their Weapons to the Keepers, ſuch is | 
the fear they have of Chriſtians. And my name was | 


written up in the Clarks Book at the Port, that my tri- 

bute for the Gate, and my ſeeing of the Sepulcher, 

might be payed at one time together, before my final 

departure thence.

Having taken my leave of the Caravan, | 
and the Company, who went to Lodg — wn 
with their own Patriarch, I was met and 
received with the Guardian, and twelve Fryers upon the 
Streets, each of them carrying in their Hands a burning

Zeruſalem ſtandeth in the ſame place where old 7eruſa-

Fernſalem, a great part of Mount Syoz is left without , 
which was anciently the Heart of the oid City ; and they 
have taken on the North ſide, now both Mount Calvary, 
and the Holy Grave within the Walls, which were built 
by Szltan Selim : So that thereby the difterence of the 
ſituation is not ſo great, though a part thereof be remo- 
ved 3 but a man may boldly affirm, that the moſt part of 
this City is builded on that place, where the firſt Feru- 
ſalem was : as may truly appear, and is made manifeſt 
by theſe Mountains, mentioned in the Scriptures, Where- 
upon Ferzſalem is both ſituate, and enyi- The four wilt 
roned about, who reſerye their Names to Feraſalem, , 
this day, andare ſtill ſeen, and known by 
the ſame 3 as Mount Syov, Mount Calvary, Mount Mors- 
ab, and Mount Oliver.

pher Joſephus, who largely Diſcourſeth of many hundred

Archelaus, Agrippa Herod', who impriloned Peter and 
Fames, ard was eaten of Vermine, in whoſe time Chriſt 
ſyficred; and Aprippa minor(before whom Paul pleaded) 
the laſt King of the Fews had raigned > ( being ſtrange 
Kings; :1n the lai King's time Feruſalem was overthrown, 
and the Kingdome :made a Province of the Roman Em- 
pire Arno 3-, After which deſolation,the Jews were 
over alithe World dilperſed ; but afterward in a ow 
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lous-Conſideration,. were baniſhed from the moſt part 
of the Chriſtian-Kingdoms ; Out of Fraxce they werere- 
jeted by Philip the fair, Aro 1307. out of Spain by Fer- 
dinando the Catholick, 1492. out'of Portugal by Emas 
wel, 1497. out of England by Edward the fifth, -1 290. 
out of Naples and Sicilie by Charles the fifth, 1539. Yet 
they are found in great numbers in divers parts of Ger- 
zazy, Poland, and in ſome Cities of Jtaly, as Venice and 
her Territories, Florence and the jurisdiftion thereof , 
the Principalities of Parma, Mantra, Modena, Urbino , 
and their extending Limits; and nally Rome, ( beſides 
her Eccleſiaſtical Papacy) wherein there are no leſs than 
twenty Thouſand of them.: They are alfo innumera- 
ble over all-the: Turkiſh Dominions, who ſo miſcre- 
gard and hate them; for .the crucifying of Chriſt. that 
they uſe to ſay 'in Deteſtation: of any thing, . 1 would 1 
micht dye a Tew ;, neither will they permit a Few to'turn 
Twrk, unleſs he firſt be baptized + And yet Live where 
they will,the moſb part of themare the wealthieſt people 
inthe-World, having ſubtil, and ſablime Spirits. Now 
for the ſeveral Kings and Rulers of Fxdah and Iſ-ae/, be- 
ginning at Aoyſer, the Judges of the Fews were ſixteen,

"hs © were fifteen, of which Foannes Hircanins, 
wide was the laſt Governour of Judea, which 
deſcended from the ſtock of David. During the go-

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tivity; the Jewiſh Kingdome was plagued on both ſides, 
by the Kings of Egypr and Syria : who ſlaughtered their 
people, ranſacked their Cities, made Hayock of their

| To reform which Enormities, Mattathias and his five 
Sons valiantly reliſted, and overcame the impetuous fy. 
ry of Antiochus Epiphanes and his Syrians :; Whereupon 
the Fews choſe Fudas ſurnamed Machabens for their Cap- 
tain, one of the-Worlds nine Worthies ,. who though 
not of the Line of David, was yet of the tribe of Faudas. 
The Machabean Princes of Jury were only four : Jo- 
annes Hircanxs the 'laſt, who was-flain by Thaaues 
the Parthians, Of the Machabean Rings Mrarocy - 
of Fudah were other four, of whom H:r- 
canus Son to Alexander the tyrant was the Iaft, who be- 
ing diſturbed in hisraign by Ariſtobwlus his younger bro- 
ther, with his Sons Alexander and Antiochns he was firm- 
ly eſtabliſhed in his Throne by Pompey; and the other 
carried Captives to Rome. But afterward Alexander 
and Artochus eſcaping, the one by Policy, the other 
by Fayour of Falius Ceſar, villainouſly abuſed Hircanus - 
The former was ſlain by Scipio, and the latter for his Vil- 
lainy was ſlain by Marcrs Antonius,and the Kingdome gi- 
ven to a ſtranger, Herod born in Aſcolon of Idumea,as I for- 
merly recited, of which ſtrange Kings there were four.

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But tothe Intent the Reader may the better conceive, 
and plainly underftand the Monuments I ſaw within 7e- 
ruſalem, and the Circumjacent places of Judea; I thought 
beſt to prefix the Deſcription thereof, by the ſeveral 
days as I ſaw them, not much Condemning, neither ab- 
ſolutely qualifying them, but ſhall ( as it were) nevtral- 
ly nominate, and recapitulate theſe Places, as | was in- 
' * formed by the Padre Guardiano, Gaudentins, Saybantus , 
a YVeroneſen born; whence he, and every one of them 
every third year are changed and recalled back to Chri- 
ſtendome, and other new Fryers ſent in their Places - 
And eſpecially the information of Fohbr Baptiſta, the

loaden with our proviſion of Victuals, we departed frony 
the City, about our nine of the clock in the forenoon , 
keeping our Faces South-Eaſt, and leaving Bethphage and 
and Bethania on our left hand, we had pleaſant travelling 
for ſeven Myles; but in the Afternoon we entred in a 
barren anddeſart Country till Sun-ſetting - where at laſt 
we arrivedat a ſtanding Well, and there refreſhing our 
ſelves and the Beaſts, we repoſed till two hours within 
Night. After that the Captain had cried Caterhlanga, 
that is, march away : we-ſet forward, being well guarded 
round about wh our Keepers, becauſe we entred into 
a dangerous way, and a moſt deſolateand ſabulous Soil. 
Inall this deformed Country, we ſaw neither Houſe, 
nor Village, for it is altogether deſartous, and inhabited 
only by wild Beaſts, and naked Arabians. Before we 
camenear to Sodom and Gomorrah, by ſeven miles: (for 
ſo we behovyed to paſs by the Eaft end of it, before we 
could arrive at that place of Ford2n which we intended) 
we [ſay incountred with ſuch deep ſandy Ground, that 
the Mulets were notable to carry our Company through: 


Whereupon they all diſmounted, wreſtling and wading - 


above the middle part of their Bodies, and ſometimes. 
falling 
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falling inover their heads, they were in great danger of 
| Periſhing, although the robuſtneſs of my- Body carried 
me through on my Feet,relieving alſo divers times ſome 
- | of theſe Frieys and Pilgrims, that were almoſt choaked 
 andover-whelmed with Sand, but not for lack of Wrye. 
Even in:themidſt of this turmoyling pain, (the Night 
being dark) the unwelcomed Arabs invironed, and in- 
| yadedus witha ſtorm of Arrows, which -— 
| they ſent from the tops of little hard 0 
Hills, whereupon they ſtood; for know- - 
ing the advantage of the Ground , they took opportu- 
| nity to give the more fearful Aſlaults: yet they prevail- 
ed nothing (although they wounded ſome of our Soul- 
diers ) ſuch was the reſolute Courage of our yalorous 
Defendants. True it is, that in all my Travels I was 
never ſo ſore fatigated, nor more feartally indangered, 
as I wasthat Night. 
_ Alictleafter midnight, theſe Savages leaving us, and 
we leaving our troubleſom way,we accolted the Lake of 
Sodome, and marched along the marine Shoar above 
nine nyles before we came to Fordar. This Lake is ca}- 
led Lacks Aſphaltites, it yieldeth a kind of Slime, named 
Bitumen Aſphalrum 5, the which bituminous Savour no 11- 
yingithing can indure, And now Mare Hortuum, a Sea 
becauſe it is ſalt, and mortunm or dead, for that no li- 
. wing thing breeds therein: . and more properly for this 
cauſe called the dead Sea, becauſe of it felf it is unmoye- 
able, ſuchis the Leproſy and ſtability of the Water. It 
isalſocalled ſo, becaule if a Bird fly over it, ſhe preſent- 
ly falleth down therein dead : And as Salomon reporteth 
of it, Fiſdom 10. 7. it ſmoaketh continually - from 
whence proceedeth filthy Vapours, which deform the 
Fields, lying about for certain Miles, as it were blaſted, 
{orched, and made utterly barren: this ſmoke I take

his Children, whereupon are now only the Ruines of

In that ſpacious place we ſaw twenty four Chambers 
hewen out of a Marble Rock. Each room hatha hang- 
ing ſtone door of a great thickneſs, fo artificially. done 
by the skilful Art- of Maſons, that the rareſt Spirit 
of ten thouſand cannot know how theſe. Doors haye 
been wade, ſo to move as they do, - being a firm Rock 
both below and above; and the Doors have neither ]- 
ron nor timber-work about them : but by cunning are 
made ſo to turn, and in that ſame place where they grew 
They are ſquared; yea, and ſo exquilitely done, that the 
moſt curious Carpenter cannot joyn a piece of-a board 
ſoneatly, as theſe ſtone Doors joyn with the Rock, In 
each of theſe Rooms are two Sepulchers,whereinl ſaw 
the bones of ſome of theſe dead Princes. 
Thurſday, the tenth day of my being at Jeruſalem, 
not reckoning the two days we ſpent 1n going to For- 
dan, the week before : We b ſay, iſſued forth of the Ci- 
ty early, with our aforeſaid guides, riding Weſtward - 
The firſt remarkable thing we ſaw, was the place (as 
they ſay ) where the Croſs grew, whereon Chriſt ſjuf- 
fered : being reſerved by Greeks, who have a Convent 
builded over it: That Croſs is ſaid to have been of 
four ſundry kinds of Wood, and not of one Tree, for 
they ſhewed us but one hole where it grew, and ſo they 
hold it to have been of one piece of Olive Tree, but this 
I ſuſpend, leaving it tobe ſearched, by the pregnancy 
of riper Judgments then. mine, howſoever opiniaus.. 

And here cannot forget adiſſembling EE 
knaviſhGreek, who came here to Lon- ky = ing * 
don {ome eight years ago, to beg ſupport hr Greeks: oe 
for the reparation of this decayed Mo - 
naſtery of the holy Croſs. Well, Cundamore the Spa- 
riſh Ambaſſadour entertained him; ang recommended 

Conn Jiis 
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bis canfe to our politick Power:a Contribution is grant- 
ed, oyer all England for the ſame purpoſe, and allo re- 
coiled, beſides the ſeveral acknowledgements of our No- 
" ble Courtiers - Opportunity come, I ran-countred with 
this counterfeit Raſcal in White-Hall': Whereupon di- 


vers Gentlemen his Majeſties fervants, deſired me to try* 


him,if he had been at Feruſalem,oft dwelt at the Cloyſter 
of the holy Croſs. Preſently I demanded of him,where 
the Convent ſtood ? He replied within Fernſa/em, and 
upon Mount 240-14; which was falſe, for the Convent 
rs remote from the City, about chree Engliſh mites : I 
poſed him further abour the fituation of Feruſalem, &c. 
The quantity of this Cloyſter,. of its Church, .of the 
mmber of Fryers, who tived ir it,, with tmany more 
qneſtions whoſe circumſtances would be tedious - To 
any one of which, he could not reply, but ſtood ſhiver- 
Ing for fear and ſhame; nelther had he evet beenin Aja 
nor theſe parts : wherenpon ftealing out of the Court, 


he was no more feen abroad : for he had got at Court, 


and in the Kingdom,above'twelve hundred pounds ftar- 
ting, beftdes the advancement of tlie Papiſts, and Recu- 
fants ; and here was a Trick,that then the Spaniſh facti- 
on put upon us and' themſelves alſo being deceived by 
: deceiver, deceived us with adouble deceit, policy and 

es. 

, Above five miles further, we arrived ata Village, on 
the Mountain of Ju4e«; where we faw a diſinhabited 
houſe, in which Elzzaberhthe Mother of Saint Fohs Bap- 
tiff &welt, when A4ary came from Galilee to ſalute her; 
and' near to this, we beheld (as they ſay) the Sanftua- 
Saint Foe the "| wherein Zacharias was {tricken dumb 
Baptiſts Cave. till El:zabeth was delivered : Two miles 
| | further, on a Rocky Monntain, we ar- 
rived ata Cave, wherein (ſaw they) St. Fohn did his 
Penancetil] he was nineteen years of age, after which 


time, he went down and dwelt at Jordan: It is a pretty 
fine 
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fine place hewen ont ofa Rock, to the which we mount- 
ed by twelve ſteps, having a window. cut through agreat 
thickneſs of firm ſtone, whence we had the fair pro- 
ſpect ofa fryitful Valley : and from the mouth of this 
deleable Grotto, guſheth forth a-moſt deligious Foun- 
tain. | 

Returning thence, we paſled over an exceeding high 
Mountain, from whence weſaw the moſt part of Fudes, 
and tothe Weſtward, in the way of Eeypr, the Caſtle 
of the Prophet Elfhe, and Jdumea the Edometes land ly- 
ing alſo between Egypt and Feruſalew : This cloudy 
height, is called the mountain of 7udea, becauſe it o- 
ver-toppeth all the reſt of the Mountains, that Circum- 
viron Jeruſalem, Paleſtine, Galilee, Phenicia, Or Samaria. 
Deſcending, on- the South ſide of the ſame Hill, we ar- 
rived at Ph:lp*s Fountain, in which he baptized the Ey- 
nuch. of «Ethiopia, ſtanding full in- the way of Gaza. 
Here we Ppaid-ſome certain ads unto the Xdoors of the 
Village, for accoaſting the place, and drinking of the 
water : So did we alſo for the ſight of every ſpecial Mo- 
nument In 7xdea. 

At Right, we lodged in Bethlehem, m a Monaſtery of 
the ſame Franciſcans of Jeruſalem, being only fix Fryers: 
After Sypper we went all of us ( baving Candles) to 
the place,where our Saviour was born; oyer the which, 
there is a magnificent Church buulded - yea, the moſt 
large and Royal workmanſhipthat for a Church is in all 
Aſia or Africk, being decored with a hundred and fif- 
ty Pillars. But before we came where the Crub had 
been, we palled certain difficult ways 5 where, beingar- 
1ived, we cntred in a gorgeous Room,! adorned with 
— _ and Alabaſter ſtones ; and there they 

1ewcd us both the place and the reſem- _— 
blance of the Crub : over which were ny ING 
hanging Lamps of pure Gold, and with- 
1n their circles Oyl continually burning. Not far from 
| that 
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that ' place, and yithin the body of the admirable 
Church,they ſhewed us the part over the which the Star 
ſtayed, that condufted the three Wiſe-men from the 
_ Eaft, who came out of Chaldea, to worſhip Chriſt, and 
preſented gifts unto him. From thence they brought 
us toa Caye without the Town, wherein (ſay they ) 
the Virgin Mary was hid, when Herod perſecuted the 
Babes life, ( from which alſo being warned by the An- 
gel) ſheand Foſeph fled down into Egypt with the Child. 
In this time of her fear, ſay they, the milk left her 
bleſſed Breaſts, ſo that the Babe was almoſt ſtarved , 
but ſhe prayiug to the Almighty, there came forthwith 
abundance, which over-flowing her Breaſts, and fall- 


Ing to the ground, left ever fince, as they alledge, this 


conſequent vertue to this Caye. 

T be earth of the Caye is white as Snow, and hath 
this miraculous Operation, that a little of it drunk in a- 
' «ny Liquor, to a Woman, that after her 

amirable duft. cl hild birth is barrenof Milk, ſhall forth- 
IG ''.; with give abundance - which ts not on- 

ly available to Chriſtians, but likewiſe to Twrkiſh, Moo--

tries,” to fetch of this Earth. I have ſeen the nature of 
this dult practiſed, wherefore I may boldly affirm it, to 
have the force of a ſtrange vertue : Of the which earth 
I brought with me apound weight, and preſented the

bleſſed memory, with divers other rare Relicks alſo , 
as a'Girdle, and a pair of Garters of the Holy Grave, 


all richly wrought in Silk ayd Gold, having this in- | 


ſcriptionat every end of themin Golden Letters,Sanito 
Sepulchro, and the word ernſalem, &c. 

Wedneſday, following, we hired four and twenty 

Moors to conduct us unto Solomon's Filh- 

ono—eginha wh ponds, which are only three, being never

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whence cometh the water in a ſtone conduit, along 
the'Mountains, that ſeryeth Jeruſalem, which work was 
done -by Solomon. "The Ponds being hewen out, and 
made ſquare from the devalling face of a Precipitating 
mountain ; through which the ſtream of Foxs Signature 
runneth, filling the- Ponds till it come to its Own aqua= 
aotte. | 

Returning thence, and keeping our way Sonthward, 
we paſled through the Valley of Hebron, where Facob 
dwelt, and Entred into the fields of Sychem, where J4- 
cobs Sons Kept their Fathers ſheep; and not far heace , 
they ſhewed'us adry Pit, which they called Foſeph's Pit, 
that was at Dothan , wherein he was put by his Bre- 
thren, before they ſold him to the 1ſmaclites. 

In our, back coming to Bethlehem, we ſaw a Cave in the 
Deſart of Ziph,wherein David hid himſelf, when he was 
perſecuted by King Sal; and the field Adra, where the 
Angels brought the glad tidings of Salvation unto the 
Shepherds. Unto all which parts our Aoorsſh guard 
and Jobn Baptiſta, brought us and conduCted us back a- 
gain to Bethlehem, where we ſtayed the iccond night. 

Bethlehem 1s the pleaſanteſt Village in all 7-dea,ſitua- 
ted on a pretty Hill and five Engliſh miles — 
from Jeryſalem: It produceth commodi- JE 1 9870 
oully, an infinite number of Olive and 
Fig-Trees, ſome Corns, and a kind of White-wine , 
wherewith we were furniſhed all the time of our abode 
there 3 alſo in, and about Jeruſalem. In our way, as 
we came back to the City, the next day following, the 
V:ccarioſhewed usalittle Moske, kept by Turks, in which 
( laid he ) was the Tomb of Rachel, Facob's wife, who 
dyed in that place; as ſhe was travelling from Paden- A- 
ram, with her husband Jacob. 

The Ruins alſo of a houſe, where Habacukthe Prophet 
dwelt; a Turpentive Tree growing yet by the way ſide, 
under the which (ſay they) the Virgin Afzry was wont 

_ to 
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to repoſe her ſelf in travelling. We ſaw alſo a natural 


Rock in the high way; whereon ( ſay they ) Elias oft 
ſlept, and are not aſhamed to ſay, that the hollow Dim- 
ples of the ſtone, was only made by the impreflion of his 
body ; as though the tender fleſh of man conld leaye 
the print of his Portraiture on a hard ſtone: And not 
far from this, they ſhewed us the place, where the Star 
appeared to the wiſe men, after they had left Herod to 
ſeek for the Saviour of Mankind. 

Approaching mount S:on, we ſaw a quadrangleddry 


Pond; wherein (ay they ) Beerſheha the Wife of Ur5as,' 


was Waſhing, when David looked forth from the top 
of his Palace, gazing on the aſpect of his luſt, gaye the 
Bridle of reaſon faſt cyed in the Hands of Temptation; 
8nd becoming ſubje& to rhe ſubtilty of fin, was bewitch- 
ed by her beauty ; wherewith Corruption triumphed in 
Nature, and Godlineſs decreaſed in Voluntary conſent ; 
and from a Royal Prophet fell in the Bloody liſts of 
Murther and Adultery. | | F 

. Over againſt this place, on the North-ſide of Gehizi- 
0a, we ſaw the Ruins of a Palace where- 


King Davis ; David dwelt, which bath been one of 


Palace. 


ftandeth at the diviſion of the Valley Ennon, which com- 
palled (asa Ditch ) the North part of mount S:o, e- 
ven tothe Valley 7ehoſophat, and ſo Eaſtward, being now 
filled up with Fragments of old Walls; and the Valley 
of Gehinnon lying Welt, and Eaſt; bordering along the 
South ſide of S707, till it joyn alſo with the narrow Val- 
ley of Fehoſophat, which invironeth the Eaſt, and de- 
valling parts of Feraſalem. Near to this demoliſhed 
Tower, we ſaw the habiration of Simeon, who having 
ſeen the bleſſed Meſizs, ſaid : Now Lord let thy Servant 
gepart in peate, for mine eyes have ſeen thy Salvation. 

And now laſtly upon the twelfth day of my abode 
there, early on Thurſday morning, the. Guardians, 
twclve

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' twelye Fryers, and John Baptiſta ({ becauſe that was the 
; laſt dayof ſeeing any more Monuments, or was to be 
ſeen there) accompanied us: as we ilſued at the South- 
gate of the City, we came to aplace, on the skirt of 
$:on, where ( ſay they ) Perer after his denial of Chriſt 
his maſter wept bitterly. 

Deſcending by the ſide of that ſame Hill, we Crofled 
the Valley Gehinnoa, and came to Acaldema, the Potters 
field, or field of Blood ; which 15a little 
four-ſquared Room, oppoſite to the Acaldema. 
devalling ſide of the South falling Stor : 
three parts whereof are invironed with a natural 
Rock, and the four ſquare bordering with the Valley, 
is made upof ſtone work : The top is covered, and hath 
three holes, where through they let the dead Chriſtians 
tall down ; for it is a burial place of Pilgrims to this day. 
As l looked down, I beheld agreatnumber of dead 
Corps ; ſome whereof had white Winding-ſheets, and 
newly dead,lying one above another in a Lump;yeilded 
a Peſtilent ſmell,by reaſon they were not covered with 
Earth, ſave only the Archite:ture of a high Vault, 
which maketh, that ina long time the Corps cannot pu- 
trifie and Rot. 

Near unto this Campo, we entred into a dark Cave, 
where (lay they) the Apoſtles hid themſalves, when 
Chriſt was taken. At the foot of the ſame Valley, we 
came 10 Poxyro Nehemia, in. which place 
the Fews did hide the Holy Fire, when Ponto Nebemie 
they were taken Captives to Babylon ; 
walking more downward, toward the Valley of 7ehoſo- 
phar, we ſaw a dark Celler under the ground without 
Windows; wherein ( ſaid the Guardian) the Idolatrous 
Fews madea ſacrifice of their Children unto a Brazen I- 
mage called Molech, which being made hor, they inclo- 
{ed them in the hollowneſs thereof. and ſo ſlew them - 
and leſt their crying ſhould haye moyed any Compaſh- 


ON 
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on towards them, they madea thundring noiſe with 
Drums, and other Inſtruments, whereupon the place 
was called Topher, mentioned in Fer. 7. 31. Hence we 
came to the Pool of Siloam, in which we waſhed our 
ſelves,the water whereof falleth down through a Rock, 
from the City above, running ſtraight tothe Valley of 
Fehoſophat;, and there we ſawalſo the Remnant of that 
ſacked Tower of-Siloam. Near to this we ſawa Foun- 


tain,where ({ay they) the Virgin ary uſed oft to waſh ' 


the babes Clothes and linnen Clouts, From thence we 
croſſed the Brook Cedron(which guttereth through the 
Valley of Fehoſophat : and 1s always dry, unleſs it be in 
' December, when the rain falleth there im- 

Brook Cedrex. Petuouſly for a month together, which 
is all the winter they have in theſe parts: 

during which time none may labour, nor Travel, but 
forced to keep themſelyes within houſes : Having paſt 
I fay this Brook we came tothe Tombs of Abſolon, and 
Zacharias, and the Cave wherein St. James was wont 
to hide himſelf from the perſecuting Fews. Aſcending 
moreupward on the Hill, in the way of Bithania, we 
ſaw theſe places, where Judas hanged himſelf, over 
which there is a Vault ercCted, like a half Moon, in 
memory of his ſelf-Murther, and hard by they ſhewed 
us- where®*the withered Figg tree grew, the place be- 
ing incloſed within a high ſtone dyke; and half a mile 
thence we came to the ruined houſe of S:monthe Leper. 
I Arriving at Bithania, we ſaw the Caſtle 
in 01:22 and Tomb of Lazarus, on whom Chriſt 
ſhewed a miracle, in raiſing him from the 

Grave, after he had been four days dead. It is a ingular 
and rare Alabaſter Tomb, and ſo exquiſitely done, that 
it excellzth ( Feruſalem excepted) all the Monuments in 
Zadea,eretted for the like purpoſe, being incloſed with- 
inadelicate Chappel under the ground. Not far thence

Who indeed gave ine a moſt gracious Anſwer, ſaying , 
They never ſought any belp of him, and if. they bad, he 
would have ſupported their. Neceſſity. Bidding farewel to

Then had we Ayaricious Baptiſta our Guide and Inter- 
preter to reward every one of us propining him with 
two Chickens of Gold : And laſtly we gratified the ga- 
ping Steward, the Cerberian Porter, the Cymerian Cook , 
and his Zrrmean face, with a Chicken of Gold the man, 
from each of us : amounting in all among the four Car» 
zo-culliors,to twenty four Pounds fifteen ſhilling ſterling. 
Nay this was not all 3 for even when the Eoyprian Ca- 
r4avan, was ſtaying for us without the 
City, the Gaxardian made a begging Ser- 
mon to us, imploring uur bounties to com- 
miſerate and ſupport their great Calami- 
ties, Loſſes, and Oppreſlions inflited upon them by the 
Infidels, with many other baſe and flattering Speeches - 
which jndeed nine of us refuſed, becauſe of the great

the Germanes and I were well entertained ; 
Gratis, by certain Fews that ſpoke Italian, and much 
rejoyced to ſee ſach ſtrangers in theſe bounds, for two 
of them had been born in Yernzce : The Captain, and our 
Company were all Egyptians, all of them being Chriſti- 
ans, called Copries, viz. Believers : Their number was a- 
bout eight hundred Perſons, who had come up from E- . 
2ypr, to dignifie for Devotions ſake this Eaſter time, be- 
ing the great feaſt of Feruſalem; Of whom by the way 
we recelved great aftability and kind reſpect without a-

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That night the whole Caravan lay inthe fields, and we 
ſtayed within the Town, making merry with our He- 
braick friends, early the next morning we 1mbraced onr 
Idumean way, finding this EdomitzſhIand ſorely diſtreſ]: 
ed by the Arabs, and yet the Inhabitants were ſubject 
to the Turk - In this long days journey we found abun- 
dance of water, and all other Neceſlaries for our relief, 
and yet the People were both rude and extream barba- 
rous, haying no more ſhow of Humanity then the four 
footed Leopards of Beraes. | 
The Dutch Gentlemen grew afiraid at theſe Sava- 
ges, as being unacquainted belpre with ſuch an awful 
ſight ; and to diſpel their fear, Tuſhſaid I, Courage 
Gentlemen, no ſcope, no hope, and flaſhed over thele 
| Lines in Italian to them. | 


Togallant Minds, all kind of ſoyles they be, 

Their Native land ; as fiſh imbrace the Sea : 

For they who would Traverſe Earths variant face, 
Muſt take their Hazard, as thty find the place ; 
And that's my ſoyle, beſt means can me defray, 
But Firs beglad, we came nat here to ſtay. 


Againſt night we declined towards 
Gaza, and there ſtayed in a fine Cane pre- 
| pared for Travellers; where the whole 
Caravan,Soldiers,Camels, Dromadaries, Mules,and Aſſes 
were all well ſatisfied and refreſhed : The next morn- 
ing we wentTo the Bezeſtan or Market place, and there 
- furniſhed our ſelves with Proviſion of Bread, Hens, 
Eggs, Garlick, and Onions, ſufficient enoygh to carry us 
through the Deſarts being ten days journey. Gaza now 
is called Habalello, and is Compoſed of twelve hundred 
Fire-hoyſes, and fenftblz againſt the Incurſions of Arab: - 
The ruvid Citizens, being Tw-ks, Moors, Fews, dome- 
ffick Arabians, with 2 few Georgians, and N oftranes. 
45 pe | | ph Thers 
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There is a Garriſon here of Soldiers, and a Turkiſh 
Captain, that commandeth the Town and Caſtle : In 
the afternoon, we ſet our Faces forward to that fearful 
Wilderneſs, and Travelled before night twelve miles, 
pitching our Tents beſide a Source or ſtanding Well. 
Here qur Guard, kept a ſtrict Watch about us all-night; 
and I kept as well the Germans from languar, Cheriſh- 
ing them with jovial Merriments, for they were my in- 
ward Friends, yet of a faint and fearfn} Nature. At the 
breach of day we ſet forward, paſling through divers 
Rocky and (hrubby heights, till afternoon, and then we 
declined to a Sandy Valley : Where _ 
when come, what with the deepneſs of . Burning Sand. 
the Way, and the great heat refiexing up- 
on the Sand, and from the Sand to onr Faces, we were 
"i turmoiled, eſpecially I, who went always on 

oot. 

Having paſt this Weariſome bottom,and before night 
marching along the skirtof a craggy Hill, two hundred 
Arabs broke out upon us from Holes and Bulthes, and 
ſhrewdly annoyed our Company with Arrows, tilla 
Contribution of ſixteen Piaſters was ſent to them. The 
balf of that night we pitched our Tents, in a paſtorable 
Plain, where ſome ſcattering Arabs, ſold ti 
us Water in Wooden Cups,carrying it in (ing warer, 
W1ld Boar skins, upon their naked Backs. 
Two of which Savages our Captain hired, to gyide vs 
the next day to the firſt Caſtle of the three, that were 
built by the Turks, and a days journey diſtant one from 
another ; being each of them ſtrongly guarded-with 
Soldiers, and that for the relief of Caravans, being the 
moſt dangerous, and moſt deſolate place in the Detarts. 

Our Guides the day following, brought vs through 
the beſt and ſafeſt places of the Country, where we 
found certain profitable Parts, Planted with Hair-cloth 
Tents,and over-clad here and there with ſpots of —_ 

; an 
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and Goats: and yet were we not there without the In- 
vaſion of ſtragling Arabs,and paying of Tributes,which 
the Captain defrayed for us, our Condition being for- 
merty made ſoat Jeruſalem. Before night with great 
heat, and greater drought, we approached to the ficſt 


Caſtle, where the. Captain thereof received us kindly , 


cauſing 'our 'Tents to be pitched round about the 
Quadrangled Tower. Here we had abundance of Wa- 
ter (though I would rather have had Wine ) to ſuffice 
the whole Company, drawn out of a Ciſtern, and repo- 
 fing ſafely upon the hard ground, the Caſtle Garriſon 
watched us, and our Guard watched them. 
Therice with anew-Guide the ſequel morn, we mar- 
; ched thropgh a fiery-faced Plain, ſcorch'd 
_ and with burning hear, and deep rolling Sand, 
Travelling. where divers of our ſmalleſt Beaſts pe- 
| riſhed, with fix menand Women alſo in 
relieving their overwhelmed Aſs. Long or Mid-day , 
having got toa hard height, we pitched our Tents,re- 
poling under their ſhadows till the evening, for we 
were notable to indure che intolerable heat of the Sun; 
andſo did we likewiſe over-umbrate our ſelves every 
Mid-day. The vigour of the day gone, and the cooling 
night come, we advanced forward $o the middle Caſtle, 
being led by our Guide, and the pale Lady of the night 
leading him : Where when come, we found neither 
that Fort anſwerable to the former in ſtrength, nor the 
Captain fo Humane as the other was: Here we were all 
offended with the ſcarcity of Water, the Captain play- 
mg the Villain, croſſed us, becauſe the Caravanſip were 
Chriſtians ; at laſt about mid-night ſome thirty Arabs, 
came to us loaden with Water, carried on their backs. 
Towhom we payed for every Caraff, being an Engliſh 
quart, three Aſpers of filver, ten Aſpers going to a ſhil- 
ling; Whereof my kind Dutch-men drunk too much , 
the Water being thick and of a browniſh Colour 3 = 
ot 
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hot like Piſs, oftended their over- wained Stomachs; 
whichas 1 ſuppoſed, was the chiefeſt caule the next day 
of ſome of their Deaths. 

_ Aftermjd-night, the Tark:jh Captain, and our Cara- 
van fell at Variance, about Water to our Beaſts, wha 
were ready to Choak, and if they had not been prevent- 
ed with Soldiers on both ſides, it had drawn us and them, 
0 a final miſchief. The diſcord unpacihed, before the 
tollowing day, and within night, we imbraced our wil- 
ſomeand faſtidious Way, journying-through many dens, 
and umbragious Caves, over-ſhaded with mouldring 


; heights; in ſome whereof we found Savage Women 


lying in their Barbarous Child-bed - having their Bo- 
dies naked (the fore-face of their Womb excepted) their 
Beds were made of ſoft Sand, and over-fpread with 
leaves a foot thick; whoſe new born 

Babes lying in their Arms, were ſwad- «<,,,v. wo. 
led with the ſame Leaves. And for all men having 
their ſickneſs, which was very ſmall, w——— 
they had noneof our Wives ſugared ſops, - cd 1n Caves/ 
burnt Wines, Veniſon Paſties, Delicate 

fare, and great Feaſting, nor a months lying in, and 
then Churched, putting their Husbands to incompatt- 
ble Charges. No, no, their food isonly Bread, Garlick, 
Herbs, and Water, and on the third or fourth day, 1 
ſtead of their Churching, they go with Bows and Ar- 
rows to thefields again, hunting for ſpoils and Booties 


. from paſling Caravans. 


Advancing in our Courſe, we fell down from the Hills 
in along dottom of Sand, above ſix miles in length - 
Wherein with ſore Wreſtling againſt the parching Sun, 
and could get no ground to pitch our Tents to over- 

bade us ; three of our Germans, the two Barons, Signi- 
or Strox/e, and Signior Craſhen, with one Signior Thoma- 
ſo, tumbled down from their Beaſts backs ſtark dead, 
being ſuffocated with the vigorous Sun, for it was in 
| Atiy, 
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Atay, Choakedalſo with extream drought, and the re- 
ftection of the-burning Sand and beſides their fare was 
grown miſerable, and their Water worſe, for they had 
never been acquainted with the like dt- 
The death of ftreſs before, though it was always my 
>a Fade Mecum. . Whereupon the Carava:: 
ſtayed and cauſed caſt on their Corps a- 
2ain,on their own Beaſts backs, and carrying them to the 
{ide of a hard Hill, we diggeda hollow Pit, and deſpoil- 
ing them of their Turkiſh Cloaths, I did with my own 
hands caſt them all three one above another, in that ſame 
Hole, and coyering the Corps with mouldring Earth, 
the Soldiers helped me to role heavy ſtones aboye their 
Grave, to the end, that the Bloody Fackals ſhould not 
devour their Corps and to conclude this woful and 
forrowful accident, the other Germavs alive beſtowed 
OR me their dead Friends Turkiſh Garments, becauſe of 
my love and diligent carel ever did ſhow them 3 which 
one ot their empty Mules carried for me to Grand Cairo. 
5 Whence with divers Aſlaults, and 
= = d o greater Pains, accoaſting the third Ca- 
Gre tle, with as great bewailing the loſs of 
our Friends, as we had Contentment in 
our own ſafety, we found this third Captain both- Hu- 
mane and Hoſpjcable : Who indeed himſelf in Perſon 
with his Garriſon, watched vs all Night, and had a 
ſpecial care in providing Water for us all, propining 
our Captain and useight Franks before Supper, with 
three roalted Hens,and two Capons: This Turkith Cap- 
rain told vs there were three inhabited Towns in thele 
Deſarts, the chiefeſt whereof was Sehar, ſituate on the 
Red Sea,having a Harbor and ſhipping, that Trade both 
to Egypt and Zrhiopia, whoſe Commodities are Silken 
Stuffs and Spices which they tranſport from Meccha, and 
carry to Melincia, and the aforeſaid places in Africk : 
But now leſt I fink in Pcolixity, dilcourſing of ſinking 
Sands , 
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Sands, and make good the Italian Proverb, Ch: troppo 
abbracio,nulla ſtringe,viz. That he who would imbrace tos 
much, can hold nothing faſt. .1 deſiſt from this journal 
proceeding, and punCtual Diſcourſe of my laborious 
Pen, wherein, notwithſtanding the Reader (1 having

eulf, Caldea and Aſiria : On the South - 
great Ocean,and Indian Sea: This Countrey Iy-- 
etlMrom the Eaſt to the Weſt, in length about nine hun- 
dred, and ſomethree thouſand five hundred miles in_ 
compaſs. The people generally are addifted to Thetfr,,, 
Rapine, and Robberies : hating all Sciences Mcchant- 
cal or Civil, they are.commonly all of the ſecond Sta- 
ture, ſwift on foot, ſcelerate, and ſedirious, boyſterous 
in Speech, of Colour Tawny, boaſting much of their 
tribal Antiquity, and noble Gentry - Notwithſtanding 
their Garments be born with them from the bare Belly, * 
their Food alſo ſemblable,to their ruvid Condition,and 
as ſavagiouſly tame (l proteſt ) as the four footed Citr- 
zens of Lybia : They-are not. Valerous, nor deſperate 
in aſſaults without great Adyantage,for a hundred Tirks 
-are truly eſteemed to be ſufficient enough to encounter 
three hundred Arabs, Their Language extendeth it 
ſcIffar bothin Aſs, and Afick, inthe former, through 
Paleſtine, Syria, Meſopotamia, Cilicta, even tothe Mount | 

Caucaſus : 
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Cexcaſus : In the latter, through Epypr, Libya, and all 
the Kingdoms of Barbaryeven to Horocco. . h 
This Arabia deſerts, is the place where the people of 
Iſrael wandred forty years long, being fed with. /4anna 
from Heaven, and with water out of the dryeſt Rocks : 
In which is Mount Sinai, where the Law of the two Ta- 
bles was promulgated. The molt part of theſe Defarts 
Is neither fit for Herbage or Tillage, be- 
ing covered over with a dry, and a thick 
Sand, which the wind tranſporteth whi- 
ther it liſteth, in Heaps and Mountains, that often inter- 
cept and indanger fatigated Travellers. The Inhabi- 
tants here are few, fo are their Cities, their dwellings 
being in ſequeſtrate Dens and Hair-cloath Tents : The 
molt of their wealth conliſteth in Camels, Dromadaries, 
and-Goats. 4 

Before oor arrival in Saleak, we paſlled the little 7h- 
my of ground which parteth Afia and Africa, disjoyn- 
Ing the Mediterranean and the Red Seas: Divers al 
tempted to dig through this ſtraight ro make both Seas 
meet for a nearer paſſage to India, of whom Seſoſtr5s 
King of Eeypr was the firſt - Secondly, Darimsthe great 
Perſian Monarch + Thirdly another Fgyprian King, who 
drew aditch a hundred foot broad, and thirty and odd 
nules long. Bur when he intended ro finiſh it, he was: 
forced to ceaſe, for fear of over-flowing all the lower 
Land, the Red Sea being found to be higher by three 
Cubits than the ordinary plain of Egypr - Yet howfoever 
It was, the Ditch is hollow in divers parts, and faſtidi- 
Ous, becauſe of Sands to paſs over. 

At Saleack_we overtook a great Caravan of twothou- 
ſand people, and twelve hundred Camels and Dromida- 
ries, which were loaden with the ware of Aleppo, and 
come from Damaſcus, intending their voyage for Cay- 
ro, whoſe Company we ſubrilly left, and marched before 
them, for receiving: of water by the way for our

year - So that the whole Kingdom is bur a Garden, hav- 
Ing ever one Fruit ready to be plucked down, and ano- 
other coming forwards ; or like to the beſt ſort of 
Lemmon Trees, that as ſome Reap, ſome are growing 
Green, others budding forth, and ſome ſtill in the flou= 
nh - Even ſo is the beauty and fertility of all the lower 
Eoypt ; which although the Country be not often trou- 
bled with Rain,yetthe rank ferene or dew of the night, 
inthe Summer refreſheth all kinds of growing things : 
between Sakabſteck,. and Cayre, being two days jour- 
ney , we Franks, bad farewel to water, and drunk daily 
of Coffa,made of a ſeed Coava,which being taken hot,and 
'3s ever kept boyling within Furnaces in earthen Pots, 
It expellerh the crudity of Fruits and Herbs ſo much 
there frequented. 
<Arriving at laſt in this little World, the great Caro, 
and hidding farewel to our Caravan, the three Germans 
and 1, lodged with one Signior Marco Antomo, a Conſul 
there for Y:rice; the other four French-men going to 
their own Conſul, a Mar ſeilian born, and there ſtayed. 
Here with this Venetian tor three days the Dutch men 
and | had great chear, bnt they far greater, a daily ſwal- 
lowing down of ſtrong Cyprus Wine, without mixture 
of water ; which {t1II I intreared rhem to forbear, bur 
they would not be requeſted.

meddle with al! they left behind them,nnder rhisexcule, 
that be wand be anfwerable to their Friends for it, at 
his return to Penice ; Well, I am Ieft ro bury them, and 
with great difficulty bought one Grave for them) alt rhree 
11 a Copries Chappel, where l interred them : paying to 
the Egypriaz Chriſtians for that eight foor of ground, 
ten Sulrans of Gold, beſides fix Piaſters for' carrying 
their Corps hither, being twa miles in the City-diſtane 
from the 'Conſuls houſe.

The ſecond 1s Cazro Pecchio, the od Cayre, called for- 
merly Cairo de Babylonia or Babyion Egyptiorum : for there 
were two Babylons,one in Aſſyria called now by the Turks 


Bagaat, and the other is this that joyncth with the new

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Cayre : It was allo anciemly called 2Jemphys, and was the 
furtheft place that Ulyſerin his Travels viſited, fo well 
memorized by Homer : yeta voyageof no ſich'eſtima- 
tion, as that princely Poet accounted it; for his Tra- 
yels wete not anſwerable to the fifteenth part of mine. 

The third Town is Mein, joyning to the back-{ide 
of the old Cayre, toward the Pyramides : The fourthig 
Boalak, rimming a great length down along and near the 
Riverfide, having three Market places of no ſmall ac- 
count : The fiſthand laſt,is the great Town of Carafar, 
bending Sonthward, in the way of the Red Sea for ma- 
ny miles : All which are but as Suburbs to the new Cay- 
re, tnat of many {malles make np a Countrey, rather 
then a City: And yet all of them are contiguate one 
with another, cither tothe left or right hand, or to 
them both, with innumerable ſtreets: The Icngth

I had in ray Lite. 
 Fheprinvipal Gates of new Carre are Babeh Mamftek 
looking toward the Wilderneſs and the Red Sea : Beb- 
zZavillah toward Nylns, and Babel Eutnch toward the 
fhelds : The ftreets are narrow, being all of them almoſt 
covered to fave them ſrom the parching heat with o- 
pen vents for Light; and their butl&ings commonly are 
two Stories high, Compoſed either of Mud or Brick , 
and platiorm on the Tops; whercon uſually in the 
night they uſe to. ſicep toimbrace the freſhand cooling 
Air. Their Bazar or exchange, beginnethat the Gate 
ot Afam#, and endeth at 2 place called Babeſh, 
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At the Corners of chief ſtreets or Market places, there 
are divers Horfes ſtanding ready fadled and bridled,that 
for a ſmall matter, or according to the way, a man may 
Hire and Ride where he will, either tonegotiate, or 
to view this ſpacious ſpred City, and change as many 
Horſes as he lifteth,haying the Maſters whichowe them 
to convoy them for leſsor longer way, which is a great 
eaſe to weary Paſſengers. 

. There isa great commerce here with exceeding ma- 
ny Nations, for by their concurring hither, it is won- 
derſully peopled with infinite Numbers : for the Coun- 
trey aboundeth in Silks, Corns, Fruits, Wax, Honey , 
and the Soveraign Balſamo good for all ſores, beſides ma- 
ny other Commodities of Cotton-wooll, rich Stuffs of 
Cloth of Gold and Silver, and the beſt Sattins, Damask, 
Taffaties, and Grvgrains that are made in the World, 
are here. | 

The infinite Populoſity of which place, and the ex- 
treme hear, is the cauſe why the peſt is evermore in the 
City : inſomuch, that at ſome certain times, fen thou- 
ſand Perſons have dyed in one day : Nay, the City is re- 
puted to be in good health, if there dye but one, or 
two thouſand in a day, or three hundred thouſand ina 
whole year,l mean, when the ſore encroachingPeſtilence, 
which every third year uſeth to vifit them,lis rife here. 

In this Town a Traveller may ever happily find all

Al which 
are Mahometans, and Idolatrous Pagans. 

From the great Palatiar Manſion, where the Begler- 
Beg, or Vice-gerent hath his re idence, being builded 
on. a moderate height; a man may have the full pro- 
ſpect of the better part of the Town, the Gardens and 
Villages bordering on Nyls, and a great part of the 
lower Plains of Egype. . Their Laws here and heatlyniſh 
Religion, are Turkiſh and 1fahomerarical, and the Cy- 
ſtoms and Manners of the People, are like unto their 
birth and breeding, bealtly and Barbarous being x greap 
Sodomtes, and Diabolically given to all forts of abom1- 
Nations. 

The better ſortof Women here, and all the Kingdorn 
Qver, wear Ringsof Gold and Silver, through the hol- 
hs en low of their Nolcs, both ends of theic 
Hecerenentss Mouths, and 1n their under lips; hang- 

ing rich Pearls, and Precious ſtones to 
them ; wearing alſo about their Arms fair Bracelets, 
and about their Ancles below, broad bonds of Gold 
orSilver. To which if the baſer ſort cannvt attain un- 
to, then they Counterfeit their Betters, with Rings, 
Bracelets, and bonds of Braſs, Copper, Lead, and white 
Iron, and think themſelves not wortby to live, unleſs 
they wear theſe Badges. 

They allo uſe here, as commonly they do through all 
Turkey , the Women to Pils ſtanding, and the men to 
cour low on their Kaces, doing the like. They wear 
here Linnen Breeches and Leather Boots as the men do, 
and if it were not for their covered Faces, and longer 
Gowns, we would hardly know the one from the other, 


As for the Religion of rhe C 'optres Ol Eyyprs an Chriſtiaus; 


fhey are Circumciled, atter the Tudaicgl 
manner, but nox after the eight day, but 
Lie Qs Ub Ear, And Lbs thought, they 

follow 
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follow the Religion of Extyches, holding but one Na- 
eure in Chriſt : which was. defended by Dioſcorus and 
the Councel of Epheſus, in regard of Eutyches. But the 
Copties themſelves ſay, they have their Religion from 
Preſter Jehan, and ſo itis moſt manifeſt, being no diffe- 
rence between the one and the other, 

They make frequently at all meetingsthe ſign of the 
Croſs to other, thwarting their two foremolt ſingers, 
Jay them oh their brow, and then on their breaſts, and 
kiſſing them, the Salutation is done. . 

They will not ſuffer Images, nor ; 
Pitures to be in their Churches, and yet FROG Re- 
they have an Altar, and a kindof Mals, hg 
ſaid in their own Language, ſacrificing the Oft;a, for 
the real Body and Blood of Chriſt : Yet they deny 
Purgatory, the. invocation of Saints, and Prayers for 
the Dead, &c.Nevertheleſs auricular Confeſſion is com- 
monly uſed among them : ſo do the Greeks in all theſe

The Inhabitants here, v-ere the firſt Inventors of the 
Mathematical Sciences, of Letters, and of the uſe of 
Writing : Great Magicians and Aſt rologs- 
4ns,and are yet indued with a ſpecial dex.

four Leagues, ſtanding beſide or near to the banks of Ny-. 
las : Where, when come, 1 beheld their Proportionto 
be Quadrangled, . growing -ſmalſer and ſmaller to the 
Top, and builded with hnge and largeStones, the moſt 
part whereof are five foot broad, or there abonts, and 
nine ' in length, being of pure Marble. | 
All the Hiſtorians that ever wrote of theſe Won=, 
ders, have not ſo amply Recited their admirable great- 
neſs, as the experience of the Beholder may teſtifie 
their excefſive greatneſs and height. The firſt and Eaſt- 
moſt we approached unto, is higheſt, and by our Dra- 
gomans$kilful Report, amounted to eleven hundred and 
twenty ſix foot.

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The reaſon why they were firſt founded, is by many ag- 
cient Authors ſodiverlſly, conjectured, thar I will not 
meddle therewith. They were firſt called Pharaones. 
Yet the firſt and greateſt is ſaid to have been builded 
by Cheops,who in this work imployed:a hundred thou- - 
ſand men, the ſpace of twenty years : In which time, 
the charges of Garlick,Roots,and Onions only, came to 
ſixteen hundred talents of Silver; the Baſis 
whereof in Circuit, was ſixty Acres of T'* Charges | 
Ground. Itis recorded by Foſephus, and Pronth”” 
conjectured by many good Witneſſes, ; 
that the Bricks which the Children of 1/-ae! were unfor- 
ced to make, were partly imployed about the inſides of 
theſe Pyramides, whoſe outſides were adorned wita Mar- 
ble 3 neither can I forget the drift of that Effeminate 
Cheops who inthe end wanting money did proſtitute 
. his Daughter to all comers, by which deteſtable means 
he finiſhed his building, and ihe beſides the money due 
unto her unnatural Father, defired for her ſelf of eve- 
_ ry man that had theuſe of her Body one ſtone, of whom 
ſhe got ſo many, that with themſhe builded the ſecond 
Pyramide, almoſt equal tothe firſt. Beſides theſe three 
huge ones, there are a number of ſmaller, whereof ſome 
were tranſported to Rome inthe time of her ſupream 
Domination. | | 
Between the biggeſt Pyramide, and Nylzs, I ſaw a * 
Coloſſe, or Head of an Idol, of a wonderful greatnels 
all being of one Marble ſtone,eretted on around Rock : 
It is of height (not reckoning the Column) above eight 
hundred and fitteen foot, and of Circuit fixty cight. Pli- 
ny gavyeit the name Sphingo, and reported much more 
of the bigneſs, largenels, and length of ir; but howſo- 
ever he erred in his Deſcription, yer Ireſolye my ſelf, 
It isof ſo great a quantity, that the like thereof (being 
one intire piece) the World affordeth nor, and may be- 
reckoned amonegtt the rareſt Wonders : Some ſay,thar 
al tently 
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anciently it was an Oracle, the which ſe ſoon as the Sun 
ſet, would give an Anſwer tothe Egyptians, of any thing 
by them demanded. 

In our way as we returned, our Dragoman ſhewed us 
(onthe bank of Nylns ) where 2 Crocodile was killed the 
year before, by the Ingenious policy of a Vener:an Mer- 
chant, being licentiated by the Baſaw. The match 
whereof for bigneſs and length, was never ſeen in thar 
River, whoſe body was twenty two two foor long, and 
in compaſs of the ſhoulders, eight foot, who thus was 
ſlain - This beaft for four years together kept always a- 
bout one place of the River, being ſeven miles above 

Cayre;z, where for a mile of ground, rlicre was no Tit- 
lage nor paſtorage, being for fear of him laid walt : and 
acherpheke {s he had devonred about forty fix perſons - 
his Cuſtom was ro come forth of the River every Mor- 
ning, abonr onr eight honrs3- where hereand there he 
would lbrk,waiting for his prey till ten, for longer from 
water he could not. ſtay. 

This Venetian leaving his ſhipat Mex#rdria,and'come 

--ng-to Cayre, was informed by the Con- 
C—_ 7t- ſut my Adverfary,of che great ſpoil done 
chant. *-. by this beaſt: and herewith generouſly 
he undertook to kill it, the Vice-gerent 
licentiating him : Wherenpon going to his ſhip, fetched 

thence his Gunner, anda piece of Ordnance to Cayre. 

The next day in the afternoon, he being well Horſed, 
and accompanicd wich twenty Fanizeries, the picce is 
carried to the Crocodiles accuſtomary place of forth- 
coming: where ſtraight there was an Aſs ſlain, and 
hung up on two ſtanding andathiwarting Tree, with his 
open Belly to the foud. and' ſore Twelve fcore: paces 
therefro-: Behind this Carkafs; about 0s 

The killing of ther twelve feore; the Piece was planted, 
_—_ ere and levelledatithe Carrion, being charg- 
£4 ed with cut iron; and a train of Powder 
about 
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about the Touch-hole, and aboyeita Night-houſe to 
keep the train dry from the Nights ſerene; having a 
Cock faſtned thereto, and in ita burning match, to 
which a ſtring was tyed : Then forty paces behind the 
Piece, was therea Pit digged cohide the Gunner; where- 
in he was put, holding the ſtrings end in his hand, and 
his Head vailed with a Wooden covert. 

After this, and about Mid-night, the Horſe-men re- 
tired themſelves two miles off: The morning come, and 
the Convenient time , the Crorod:le Conrts the land - 
where when ke ſaw theCarcaſs,came grumbling to it,and 
ſetting his two, foremoſt feet on the Carrions middle,be- 
gun to make good cheer of the Intrails : whereat the 
Squint-eyed Gunner perceiving his time, drew the 
ſtring, and giving fire, off went the Piece, and ſhot the 
Crocodile in three parts: Well, he is deadly Wounded and 
making a horrible Noiſe, the Gunner lay Denagd, and 
durſt nor ſtir : meanwhile the beaſt ſtriving 1 Ver 
CO tired, and lying cloſe on his Belly there he 

ed. 
| VAfter the ſhot, the Horſe-men drew near, and find- 
ing the. bealt ſlain, relieved the Gunner, and brought 
with them this monſtrous Creature to Cayre ; where now 
his skin hangeth in the Conſuls Hall, which Iſaw during 
my ſtay in his Houſe. For this piece of ſervice, the Mer- 
chant was greatly applauded, and ſcorned ro take from 
the City five hundred Sultans of Gold as a reward for 
bis Paius,which they freely offered him,and he as. freely 
refuſed; ::*; --;; | 

Now to Diſcourſe of Nylus, this flood irriguateth all 
the low Plains of. the Land,- once in the year, which in- 
undation, beginneth uſually inthe latter end of 7aly; and 
continuerh to the end-of Auouſt:Which furniſheth with 
Water all the Jnbabitants ; being the only drink of the 
vulgar Egyptians and of ſuch vertne, that when Peſcen- 
nin Niger ſaw his Soldiers grumble for Wine, _ 

| ( ſaith 
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(faith he)-o you grumble for Wine, having the Water of Ny- 
lus to drink? &nd now becauſe many Schollars, and lear- 
m1 ned men, are meerly miſtaken about the 
Thetrrue . flowing of Nylus, 1 will both ſhow the 
knowledge of \2nner and quality or caule of its inun- 
the flowing 0 - . 
Wills. dation, and thus. There isa dry Pond 
called Zfachaſh digged near unto the 
brink of the River, in midſt whereof ſtandeth a Pillar 
of eighteen Cubits height, being equal with the profun- 
dity of the Ditch; whereby they know his increaſing : 
and 1n the year collowing if they ſhall have plenty or 
ſcarcity of things. 

Now between the River and this Pond, there are fix 
paſſages or Spouts digged throngh the Bank ; where 
when the River beginneth to ſwell, it immediately falls 
down through the loweſt paſlage into the Pond, and be- 
ing diiggyered there comes forth bf Cayre certain of the 
PrieſtsWlled Darviſhes, accompanied with a hundred 
Janizaries and pitch their Tents round about this Qua+ 
drangled pit. ln all which time of the [nundation, they 
make' great Feaſtings, rare Solemnities, with Dancing, 
Singing, toucking of kettle Drums, {ounding of Trum- 
pets, and other Oſtentations of joy. | 

Now asthe Water groweth inthe River, and ſo from 
it debording,fo it groweth alſo upon the Pillar ſtanding 
in this Pond, which Pillar is marked from the Root to 
the Top, with Braſſes, Handſuls, a Foot, a Span, and 
an Inch - And ſo if it ſhall happen that the water riſe but 
to ten Bralles, ir preſageth the year following, there 
ſhall begreat Dearth, Peſtilence, and Famine, And if 
- It amounteth to twelve Cubirs, then the ſequel year ſhall 
be indifterent. And if ir ſwell ro fifreen Bralles, then 
the next year ſhall be copious and abundant in all things: 
And-if it ſhall happen to flow to the top, eighteen Bra- 
les, -then all the Country of Ezypr, 1s in danger to be 
drowned and deſtroyed. 


Now 
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Now fromthe Body of Nylus, there . 
areabove three thouſand Chatinels drawn =_ — | 
through the Plain, on which paſſing Dits 0,01. 
ches,areall the Bourges and Towns build- 


ed 3 and through which. Channels the River ſpreads 


it ſelf through all the Kingdom : Which when ſcoured 
of filth and Worms, and the water become clear, then 
every Houſe openeth their Ciſtern window, and recely- 
eth as much water, as isable to ſuffice them till the 
next Inundation : Neither doth ever the River flow any 
where aboye the Banks, for if it ſhould, it would oyer- 
whelm the whole Kingdom. 2 

All which Channels here or there, do make inter< 
courſe for their fireams again, to the Body and Bran- 
ches of Nylus. / Now Stoical fools hold the Opinion, 


that it over-floweth the whole tace of the Land, then 


pray you, what would become of their Houſes, their 
Beſtial, their Corns and Fruits : for the Natureof yio- 
lent ſtreams, do ever deface, tranſplant, and deſtroy 
all that they debord upon, leaving flime, mud, and 
Sand behind their Breaches, and therefore ſuch inunding 
cannot be called cheriſhings. 

There are infinite venemous Creatures bfed in this 


River, as Crocadiles, Scorpions, Water-Snakes, grievous 


miſ-ſhapen Worms, and other Monſtrous things, which 
oft annoy the Inhabitants, and theſe who Traffick on 
the Water. This famous flood is in length almoſt three 
thouſand miles,and hath his beginning under the e-£qu4- 
noftial Line, from Montes Lune, but more truly fromthe 
Zembrian Lake In Ethiopia interior, whence it bringeth 
the full growth down into Zeypr, and in a place of the 
Exterior Ethiopian Alpes called Catadupa : The fall and 
Roaring of Nyle, maketh the People deaf that dwell

And truly it is admirable, to ſee this River to gtow 
great, when all others grow ſmall ; and to fee it dimis 
nifh, when others grow great. So always it is no won-, 
der, that the Nature of this River ſhould ſo ihcreaſe , 
when even here, and at home, the River of Rhone, hath 
the like intercourſe: and at the ſame time, through the

of whom Amaſis is only worthy mention, who inſti- 
tuted ſuch politick Laws to the ancient Egyptians, that

This Race continued till Cambyſes the ſecond Perſzan 
Monarch, made Egypr a member of his Empire - and ſo 
- Temained till Da7is Nothns the ſixth Perſian King : from 
whom they revolted, chooſing Kings of themſelves. But 
.in the eighteenth year of Ne&axebos the ſeventh King 
thereafter, Egypr was recovered by Ochus the eight Em- 
peror of Perſia. 

In the end Dari being vanquiſhed,and Alexander King 
hereof, after his Death it fell to the ſhare of Prolomers, 
 TtheSon of Lazus, from whom the Kings of Egypr were 
foralong time called Prolomies : of whom Queen Cleopa- 
tra Was the laſt, after whoſe ſelf-murther, it was annex- 
ed for many years to the Roman Empire, and next to the 
Conſtantinopolitan : from whoſe in{upportable burden 
' they revolted, and becaine Tributaries for a ſmall time 
to Haumer the third Caliph of Babylon. 

Afterward being oppreſſed by Almericus King of Fe- 
raſalem ;, Noradin a Turkiſh King of Damaſcus ſent Sara- 
con a valiant Warrior to aid them, who made himſelf 
a. abſolute King of the whole Country ; 
ws cog” mary whoſe off. ſpring ſucceeded (of whom $4a- 

ladine was one, the glorious Conqueror 

of the Eaſt) till Melechſalas; who was ſlain by his own 
' Soldiers the Mamalxcks; who were the guard of the 
Suldan:, as the Fanizaries are to the great Twrk, who 
lately , 
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lately, Amo 1622, havealmoſt made the like Mutation 
in the Tzrk: Empire, as the Aamalucks did ig the E- 
Lyptian.

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Alexandria is the ſecond Port in all 
Turky: It was of old a molt renowned 
City, and was built by Alexanarr the 
Great, but now is greatly decayed, as may appear by the 
huge Ruines therein - It hath two Havens, the one 
whereof is ſtrongly fortified with two Caſtles, which 
defend both it ſelf, and alſo Porto Yecchio « The fields a- 
bour the Town are ſandy, which ingender an infectious 
Air, eſpecially in the Month of Augft, and is the reaſon

why ſtrangers fall into Bloody Fluxes and other heavy 


ſickneſſes.In my ſtaying here, I was adviſed by a Ragu/ar: 
Conſul,to keep my Stomach hot, to abſtain iorm eating 
of Fruit, and to live ſobetly, with a Temperate Diet - 
The rule of which Government, I ſtrove diligently to 
obſerye,ſo did I alſo inall my Travels proſecute the like 
Courſe of -a ſmall Diet, and was often too ſmall againſt 
my Wil, by the means whereof (praiſed be God) I fell 
never ſick tillmy return to France. 

This City is mightily impoveriſhed fince the Tra» 
ding of Spices that were brought through the Red Sea- 
to Eeype, and ſo over Land to Alexararia and its Sea- 
port : Whence the Yeneriaz diſperſed them over all 
Chriſtendom; but now are brovght home by the back- 
ſide of Africk, by the Portugals, Engliſh and Flemings, 
which maketh both Yenice, and Alexandre fare the 
worſe, for want of their former Traffick, and commerce 
in theſe Southern parts: whence Yerrice grew the Mo- 
ther Nurſe to all Exrope for theſe Commodities, but now 
altogether ſpoiled thereof, and decayed by our We- 
ſtern Adventures, in a longer Courſe for theſe [ndran 
ſoyls. | - 

This City was a place of great Merchandize, and in

Ovyer a- 
gainſt Alexandria, Is the little Ile Pharos, in the which 
for the Commodity of Sailers the aforſaid King build- 
ed a Watch-tower of white Marble; being of ſo mar 
vellous a height, that it was accounted one of the ſeven 
Wonders of the World; the other ſix, being the Py-a- 
-ides,the Tomb Mavuſelea,which Halicarnaſſus Queen of 
Caria cauſed to be builtin Honour of her Husband: The 
Temple of Epheſus, the Walls of Babylon, the Coloſſi of 
Rhodes, and the Statue of 7upiter Qlympicus at El in 


Greece, which was made by Phidias, an excellent Work- | 
maſter in Gold and Ivory, being inheighr ſixty Cubits. 


' Expecting fifteen days bere in Alexandria for paſſage, 
great was the heat the French-men and lindured, in ſq 
much that in the day time, we did nought but in a low 
Room, beſprinkle the water upon our ſelves, and all 
the night lye on the top or Plat-form of the houſe, to 
have the Air; where at laſt bidding good-night to our 
Greekiſh Hoſt,we imbarked jn a Sclavonian ſhip, belong- 
ing to Ragyſa ; and ſo ſet our Faces North for Chriſten- 
dom ; in which ſhip I was kindly uſed, and Chriſtian- 
like entertained both for Victuals and paſſage. The

In this Province, which is now reckoned as a partof 
Egype, ſtood the Oracle of Jupiter Hammond, in the great 
Wilderneſs confining with Lybia : Whither when A- 
lexander travaled, he ſaw for four days ſpace, neither 
Man, Beaſt, Bird, Tree, nor River : Where, when ar- 
rived, the flattering Prieſts, profeſſed him to be the Son 
of Fapiter : which afterward (being hurt with an Ar- 
row ) he found falſe, ſaying ; Omnes me vocant filium Fo- 
vis, ſed has ſagitta me probat eſſe mortalem. Weſt from Cy- 
rene all the Kingdoms of Tumu,Tremiſen, Alger, Feſſe , 
and a part of Morocco even to Gibilterre, or fretum Her- 
culeum, under a general Name now called Barbary ; and 
hardly can be diſtinguiſhed by the barbarous doors. / 

In the time of this our Navigation for Chriſtendom, 
there dyed ſeventeen of our Mariners, and all our four 
French Pilgrims, two of them being gray Haired, and 
ſixty years of age, which bred no ſmall grief, and fear 
to us aH, thinking that they had dyed of the Plague, 
for it was exceeding rife in Alexandria from whence we 
came, 

The French. men had only left unſpent among them 
all, threeſcore and nine Chickens of Gold, - which the 
Maſter of the Ship medled with, and becauſe they were 
Papiſts, and they and Ialways adverſe to other, Icould 
not claim it. Their dead Corps were Hs 
caſt over Board, ina boundleſs Grave to Filgrios des p 
feed the Fiſhes, and we then expecting : 
too the like Mutation of Life ; So likewile in our pal. 
ſage, we were hive ſundry. times aſlailed by the Caurſa- 
res and Pyrats of Tunns and Biſcrraz yet unprevailing , 
for we were well provided with good Munition, and 
Skilfo], Martial, and reſolute Ra2uſans, and a Gallant 
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Our Ships burthen-being ſix tundred Tuns, did car- 
ry twenty eight pieces of Ordnance,two of them brazen; 
and fourſcore ſtrong and ſtrenuous Sallers, beſides nine 
Merchants and Paſſingers. The greatneſs of our ſhip did 
more terrifie the Roguiſh Runagates, then any violent 
defence we made : for they durſt never ſet on us, un- 
leſs they had been three all together; hd yet we little 
regarded them, in reſpect of our long reaching Ord- 
nance, and expert Gunners : In theſe Circumſtances of 
time, I remember, almoſt eyery day, we would fee flocks 
of flying Fiſhes, ſcudding upon the curling Waves, ſo 
long as their finns be wet, which grow from their back, 
as feathered Wings do from Fowls : But when they 
grow dry, they are forced to fall down and wet them a- 
gain, and then flye along. Their flight will be the length 
of a Cables Rope, untouching Water ; andan this their 

{cudding, it is thought the Dolphin, is 

Flying fiſh. jn purſuing them,wha is their only Ene- 
my in devouring and feeding upon them 
whoſe bigneſs and length are like to Mackrels, but great- 


er Headed and Shouldred. Meanwhile in theſe our 


Courſes were we feven weeks croſled with Northerly 
Winds, ever Tackling and boarding from the Africk 
Coaft, to the Carminian ſhoar, in all which time we ſaw 
no Land, except the boyſterous Billows of glaſlie Nep- 
zune : And as Ovid faid,in the like caſe croſſing the /onran 
Seas, Nil nift pontts & aer, Vit. 


Nothing but Waves I view, where ſhips did float 
And dangers lye : huge Whales do tumblins play ; 
Above my Head, Heavens ſtar-imbroyderd Coat, 
Whoſe Vault contains, two Eyes for night and day, 
Far from the Main, or any MarmeCoaſt, 
Twixt Boreal blaſts,and Billows we are Toft.

in the Adr:atick Gulf, where I had been before. . Our 
Anchors being grounded, and our Boat ready to court 
A toadel Arr) The ſhoar, I bad farewelto all the Com-

and we landed in' the Haven, I accoſteda yulgar Ta» .

This City is divided in two, the old and new Male 
ta, from which the lfle taketh the name; it is a large 
and Populous place, and ſtrongly fortified with inyin- 
cible Walls, and two impregnable Caſtles, Se. Hermes, 
and St. Angelo; St. Michael being diftant from both: 
Here the great Maſter or Prince for that year being a 
Spaniard made much of me for Feruſalems ſake; fo did 
alſo a number of theſe gallant Knights, to whom I was 
greatly obliged. . And withal to my great Content- 


ment, 1ran-countred here with a Country Gentleman 


of mine, being a Soldier there, named William Douglas, 
whoafterward for his long and good ſervice at Sea was 
ſolemnly Knighted, and made one of their erder. 
Whoſe fidel and manly ſervices have been ſince as plau- 
ſibly regarded by the Maltezes, as Monſieur Creichton his 
worth, in learning and excellent Memory, reſts admi- 
red in 1caly, but eſpecially by the noble Gonzagges, and 
dependant Friends of the Houſe of Manrmaz f@ whoſe 
loſs, and accidental Death, they ſtil] heavily bemoan : 
acknowledging that the race of that Princely ſtock, by 
Gods judgments was cut off, becauſe of his untimely 
Death. | 
Malta was called Mehta, mentioned 
Alts 28, 1. 2. where the Viper leaped on 
Pauls Hand; I ſaw allo the Creek where- 
in he was ſhipwracked : This Iſland may properly be 
termed the Fort of Chriſtendom, yet a barren place, 
and of no great bounds, for their Corns, and Wines 
come daily by Barks from S:c:1;a ; but it yicldeth good 
{tore of Pomegranates, Citrons, Cottons, Orenges, 
Lemmons, Figgs, Mellons, and other excellent Fruits. 
The Knights of 2Z:/ta had their beginning at Acre 1n 
Paleſtina, from thence to the Rhodes, and now expoled 
to

tothis Rocky Iſle. They are pertinacious foes to Infi- 
dels, for ſuch is the Oath of their Order, concinually 
making War and Incurſions againſt them,to their Pow- 
er: being ſtrengthned alſo with many Soldiers, and 
- their Captains are ſurnamed Knights of Malta, and ſo 
through a great Paft of Chriſtendom ; it is a molt ho- 
nourable Order - They are not permitted to marry,the 
molt part of whom being younger Brothers : the reaſon 
was, becauſe not being intangled to Wife atid Children, 
they might be the more reſolute to adventure their lives 
In the Chriſtian ſervice z- but therein they are mightily 
decayed, and their Valour no way anſwerable to that it 
hath been when their Anceſtors lived in the Rhodes 
and Holy Land ; | having had theſe eighteen years paſt 
little or no good Fortune at all. 
This Ifle was given in Poſſeſſion to theſe Knights of 
St. John, by the Emperors Charles thefifrh, and King of 
Spain; being newly expelled from the Rhodes by Sol:man 
the Magnificent, Ao i522. And afterward the Twrk 
not contented therewith, and mindful utterly to ex- 
termine their Power, came with a huge Armado, and 
| aſſailed Malta, Anno 1565. when Va- 
letta was great Maſter, who fo Couragi- 
ouſly withſtood their fury, that the T urks 
were defeated, and forced to return. 
This Iſland is ten Leagues in length, and three broad : 
the Earth whereof being three Foot deep, is the Cauſe, 
why it is not ſo fertile, as the Climate might aftord..- It 
containeth beſides the City, forty ſeven Villages and 
nine Caſſales ;, the Peaſants or natnral Inhabitants where- 
of, are of the African Complexion, Tawny, and Sun- 
burnt ;, and their Language ſemblableto the Barbarian. 
ſpeech, without any great difference,. both Tongues 
being a corrupt Arabick : And not unlike therein to the 
Tralians from the Latine, or the vulgar Greek fromthe, 
ancient; yet the modern Greek is nearer the ancient ,

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then theltalian is the Latine - Theſe rural Malrezes are 
extremely bent, in all their Actions, either to Good or 
Evil; wanting fortitude of mind, and Civil diſcretion, 
they can not temper the violent Humours of their Paſ- 
ſions, but as the Head-ſtrong-tide, ſo the Diſpofitions 
run, in the ſuperfluous exceſs of Aﬀections. 

They follow the Roman Church, though ignorant of 
the way, and their Women be lovely fair, going Head- 
covered with black Vails, and much in- Th 4 
clined to Licentiouſneſs ; their beauties j *,271m 
being borrowed from help mote then wa 
Nature-for now is a common Practice amonglt decayed 
| Beauties, banquerouted by time or accidents, to hide 
it. from their Eyes with Art, and from their own by 
falſe Glaſſes. But (alaſs _) the Graces and Beauties of 
the Soul ought more to be cared for, and tohave the 
firſt place and Honour, above theft Countertiet or out- 
ward ſhows of the Body; and the Beauty and lovely 
Proportion of the Body, ſhould be preferred beforethe: 
effteminate deckings, that the Body doth. rather carry 
then enjoy : ſince it often hapneth, that, a Foul and 
deformed Carkaſs hath a fair and rich Wardrobe. Tn 
this Town of alta, there arc many Turkiſh and Moor- 
:|þ Slaves,very rudely treated,yet not anfwerable to that 
Cruelty the ſlaviſh Chriſtians indure upon their Gallies 
in Barbary or Tarky : The deſcription of alta, I polt- 
pone to the ſucceeding Relations of my ſecond Travels 
and after twelve days ſtaying here, Iimbarked ina Fri- 
gat with other Paſſengers, and arrived at Cicily in the 
South-caſt Corner of S:cil;, being three {core miles dt- 
ſtant. ® 

From thence coaſting the ſhoar fifty miles to Siracaſa, 
I ran-cuuntred by the way, in aclefty Creek clole by 
the Sea fide, a Mooriſh Brigantine, with twelve Oars on 
each ſide, Charged with A075, who had ſecretly ſtay- 
ed there anignt and aday ſtealing the people away la- 

bouring, 
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* bouring on the Fields - At which ſudden ſight, and be- 
ing hard by them, ſtapped my pace. Whereupon, a- 
bout twenty Moors broke out upon me, with ſhables 
and ſlings : But my Life and Liberty being dear to me, 
my long traced feet became more nimble in twelve 
ſcore paces, than they could follow in eighteen ; for 1 
behooved to fly back the ſame way I came: where, when 
freed, I haſtned to the next Watch-Tower, Marine ſet, 
and there told the Centinel, how a /dooriſh Brigantine 
 .- _-, was lying within two miles at an obſcure 

& Mong Bt lift: and how hardly I eſcaped their 
al Hands : whereupon he makiag a fire on 
the top of the Tower,and from all Watch-towers along, 
, gave preſently warning to the Country 3 ſo that in a 
moment, they of the Villages came down on Horſe and 


Foot, and well Armed, and demanding me ſeriouſly of 


the Truth, I brought them with all pailible celerity to 
the very place : where forth-with the Horſe-men broke 
vpon them, Wounding divers, before they were all ta- 
ken, for ſome fled to the Rocks, and ſome were in the 
covered Fields hunting their prey : Ar laſt they were all 
ſeized upon, and faſt tyed two, and two iniron Chains, 
and fix S:c:h:ans relieved whoin they had ſtoln and thral- 


led : Whence they were carried to Syracrſa, I went al- 


fo along with them, where, by the way the People 
bleſled me, and thanked God for mine eſcape, and me 
for diſcovering them : from Syracuſa ( being Condem- 
ned to the Gallies )) upon the third dav they were ſent 
to Palermo, being thirty 11x10 namber. 

They gone, and Irepoling here, the Governour of 
that place, for this picce' of Seryice, and my Fravels 
ſake did feaſt me three days, and at my Departure 
would have rewarded me with Gold, ſo allo the Friends 
of them that were relieved,which if I took or not Judge. 
you, that beſt can judge on Diſcretion. This City is 
ſituate. on a Promontory, that butteth in the Sea, hav- 
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ing but oneEntry, and was once the Capital ſeat of 
the Kjngdom, though now by old Tyrannies, aid late 
Alterations of time, it is only become a priyate place : 
Yet girded about with the moſt fragrant fields, for 
dainty Fruits, and delicate 1{uſcatello that all Exrope can 
produce. ' . LG | 

From this place, over-tracing other fifty miles to 
Catagna, ſituate at eArnaes foot, I meaſured the third 
fifty rvilesto Meſſina, Where now I ceaſe to diſcourſe 
any further of this I{land, till my return for 4#rick, be- 
ing my ſecond Voyage - For true it 1s, double expert- 
ence, deeper Knowledge; where then punctoally in my 
following Order, the Reader I hope ſhall fidd his defired

From Meſſina, Iimbarked in a Neapo- | 
litan Boat ens with Paſſingers; 6:1 | _— bY KI | 
ſhoaripg along for four -huadred miles, <t 
the higher and lower Calabrian Coaſt, with a part of 
the Lauoreenliſts, upon the twelfth day, welanded at 
Naples, Where being disbarked, I gave God thanks 
vpon my flexed Knees, for my ſafe arrival in Chriſten- 
dom : And meeting there with the Earl of Borhwel, and 
Captain George Fepburne, I imbraced the way to Rome, 
being fix ſcore and ten miles diſtant : where I ſtole one 
nights Lodging privately, and on the morrow early de= 
parting thence, and crofling T yber, I viſited theſe Towns 
in Traly before l courted the Alps, Siena, Florence, Lucas 
Piſa, Genoa, Bullorna, Parma, Pavia, Fiacenza, Mane 
tux, AMilane, and Torine : the Commendation of which 
Citiesreſt reyoly'd in theſe following Verſes.

Having paſled Torine, and its Princely Court, whoſe 
preſent Duke might have been the Mirrour of Nobili- 
ty, I kept my way through P:emont or Pedemontano, the 
Siſter of Lombardy, and ſecond Garden of Exrope ; and 
Croſſing the ſteep and Snowy Mountain of Mount Cola 
| a; Tenda,the higheſt Hill of all the Alpes : I 
found on its top, that it reſerveth al- 
ways a Gradinlan miſt, for a mile of way 
fong Stakes, ſet in the Snow, each one a Spears length 
from another, to guide the Paſſinger his dangerous way

and paſling the Towns of Antiboand Cana, to night at 
F urges; there were three French murderers ſet upon me

. b&l dogged me hither from Niece : Where having ex- 
. tremely given me a fearful Chale,for a long League.and 
not mending themſelves, they gave me over. Well, 
inthe midit of the Wood | found an Hoſtery, and init, 
two Women, and three young Children, with whoml 
ſtayed and lodged all Night. |

She was always Bed-faſt, and ſo 
extenuated , that her Anatomiſed body 
carried nought but Sinew,Skin,and Bones, £ _ faſt- 
yet was ſhe mindful of God.

And 
ſo beginning with him to this preſent Duke now living, 
named Charles Emanuel, there have been only eight 
Dukes, and ſome of them of ſhort lives. And yet of 
all the Chriſtian Dukes, the moſt Princely Court is kept 
here, for Gallants, Gentry, and Kwghts; :

Companions among theſe Mountains, one of themſelves | 
for our ſafeguard, came along with ns, and as near Ca- 
fellacia as he durſt 3 making me ſwear that I ſliould not 
fhew the Baron of that place of their private reſidence, 
neither thar I met with them at all; which I freely did, 
and {o gave him many hearty and deſerved thanks. |

This City of Fez is ſituate upon the bodiesand twice 
double devalliong faces of two Hills, like to Granadein 
Andeluſia in Spain; the intervall, or low Valley between 
both ( through which the torrid River of /furranche 
runneth Southward) being the Center and chiefeſt place, 
is the moſt beautiful and Populous part of the City z 
the ſituation of which, and of the whole,is juſt ſet under 
the Tropick of Cancer. 

Over which River, and in this bottom, there are 
three ſcore and ſeyen Bridges of ſtone and Timber, each 
of them being a paſlage for open ſtreets on both ſides. 
The intervall conſiſteth of two miles in length, and 
half a mile broad; wherein, beſides five Chercaffs or 
Market place, there are great Palaces, 
magnifick Moſquees, Colledges, Hoſpi- Great Colled- 
rals, and a hundred Palatiat Taverns, ©? __— 
the worſt whereof may lodge a Monar- 
chick train: Moſt part of all! which buildings, are three 
and four Stories high, adorned with large and open 
Windows, long Galleries, ſpacious Chambers, and flat 
Tecturesor ſquare Plat-forms. 

The ſtreets being covered above, twixt theſe Plain- 
ſet Fabricks, have large Lights cut through the teftur'd 


tops every where, in whoſe lower ſhops or Rooms'

nen or Dimmety, and ſilken Woaſt-coaſts of divers 
Colours - The behaviour of the Vulgars being far more 


Civil toward Strangers then at Conſtantinople ;, or elſe- 


where in all Turky. 
The Women here go unmasked,abroad, wearing on 


their Heads, broad,and round Capes, made of Straw or 
ſmall Reeds,to ſhade their faces from the Sun; and dam- 
nable Libidinous, bing prepared both ways to ſatisfie 
the Luſt of their Luxurious Villains; neither are they ſo 
ſtrictly kept as the Turksſþ Women, marching where 
they pleaſe. po 
There are ſome twelve thouſand allowed Brorhel-hou- 
fes inthis Town, the Courrezans being neatly kept and 
weekly well looked to by Phyſicians ; but worſt of all, 
in the Summer time, they openly Licentiate three thou- 
ſand common Stews of Sodomitical boys : Nay I have 
ſeen at Mid-day, in the very Market-places, the Joors 
buggering theſe filthy Carrions, and without ſhame or 
Puniſhment go freely away. | 
There are ſeveral Scats of Juſtice here (though none 
to Vindicate Beaſtlinefs ) occupied by Cagers and San- 
zacks, which twicea Week hear diflerences and: com- 
plaints-: their chiefelt Serif, or Vice-gerent, being ſent 
from Morocco, is returned hither again every third year. 
The two Hills on both ſides the planur'd City, Eaſt, 
and Weſt, are over-clad with ſtreets 
Pu beaury and Houſes of two ſtories high, being 
+" _—_— beautified alſo with delicate Gardens,and 
on their extreme deyalling Parts, with 
numbers of Moſquees and Watch-towers : On which 
heights, 
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heights, and about the Town, there ſtand ſome three 
hundred Wind- mills ; moſt part wherectf pertain tothe 
Mofques, and the two magnifick Colledges erected for 
Education of Children, in. the M{ahometanical Law. 
One of which Accademies, coſt the King Hababen= 
zor in building of it, four hundred and three ſcore thou- 
ſand Duckats. Facob ſon to Abdulach the firſt King of 
the Families of Meennons, divided Fez in three parts, 
and with three ſeveral Walls, though now inyironed 
with only one, and that broken down in {ungry parts. 
The chiefeſt Moſque in it,is called Mammo-Currarad, 
ſignifying the Glory of Mahomet, being an Tralian mile 
in Compaſs, and beautified with ſeventeen high ground 
Steeples, beſides Turrets and Towers : having thirty 
four entring Doors; being ſupported within, and by 
the length, with forty eight Pillars, and ſome twenty 
three Ranges of Pillars, 1n breadth, beſides many liles, 
Quires, and circulary Rotundoes; Every Pillar having a 
Lamp of Oyl burning thereat; where there,and through 
the whole Moſque, there are every night nine hundred 
Lamps lighted; and to maintain them, and a hundred 
Torſecks and preaching Talſnmans, the rent of it extend- 
eth to two hundred Duckatsa day : Nevertheleſs there 
are in the City beſides it, more than four hundred and. 
three-ſcore Moſques, fifty whereof are well bene- 
fited and ſuperbiouſly decored within and without, with 


Glorious and extraordinary workman- : 
ſhip, whoſe Roofs within are all Moſaick Lp om ory 
work, and Curiouſly indented with Gold, , - 


| and the Walls and Pillars being of grey Marble, inter- 


| larded with white Alabaſter, and 1o is the chief Moſ- 
: que too in which Monſftenr Chatteline and I had three ſun- 
dry recourſes accompanied with our 40r:ſh hoſt, who 
trom their Prieſts had procured that Licence for us. This 
| City aboundeth in all manner of Proviſion fit for man 

Aa ; Or 
Place here the Model of tit great City of Fez; 
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or beaſt, and 1s the goodlieſt place of all North rick, 
containing a hundred and twenty thouſand Fire-houſes, 
and in them a million of Souls. Truely this is a world 
for aCity, and may rather ſecond Grand-Caire , than 
ſubjoyn it ſelf to Conſtantinople, being far ſuperior in 
greatneſs with Aleppo: For theſe ate the four greateſt 
Cities, thateverl ſaw in the World, either at home or 
abroad. | 
TheCitizens here axe very modeſt and zealous' at 
their divine Services, - but great Dancers and Revellers 
on their ſolemn feſtival days, wherein they have Bull- 
bating, Maskerats, ſinging of Rimes, and Proceſlions 
of Prieſts. The Adoors in times paſt of Fez and Morocco, 
had divers excellent Perſonages, well learncd, and very 


Civil ; for amongſt the Kings Mahomeran one can not- 


Praiſe too much the Kings Almarſor, Mannon, and Huc- 
ceph, being moſt excellent men in their ſuperſtition. 

In whole times, flouriſhed the moſt famous Medi- 
cines, and Philoſophers that were among the Pagans, 
as Aviceme, Raſis, Albumazar, Averroes, &c. with 0- 
ther great numbers maintained by the Kings of Moroc- 
co, that then were Maſters of all Barbary and Spain : As 
in Span may be ſeen yet, (though now fallen in decay ) 
a great number of their Colledges, ſhewing they were 
great Lovers of their Religion and Doctrine, and are fo 
to this day, fave only in their drinking of Wine for- 
bidden by their Alcoran. They were great deviſers too 
of gallant Sportings, Exerciſes, Turnaments and Bull- 


bating, which Sparz retaineth to this time z, yea,and the 


Romazs did learn, and follow many of them. 

Here in Fez there be a great number of Poets, that 
make Songs on divers Subjects, eſpecially of Love, and 
Lovers, whom they openly name intheir Rimes, with- 
out rebuke orſhame - All which Pocts once every year, 
againſt Mahomers birth-day, make Rimes to his praiſe z 
meanwhile inthe afternoon of that feſtivalday,rbe ; hole

them to recite the praiſe of Mihomer before his face, 
itanding on a high Scafiold - And to him that was 
thought to excel the reſt, the King gave hima bundred 
Sultans of Gold, an Horſe, a woman Slaye, and the 
long Robe that was about him for the time: And to 
each one of thereſt he cauled give fifry Sultans, ſo that 
cvery one ſhould have ſome recompente for their Pains - 
Indeed a worthy obſervance; and would to Godit were 
now the Cuſtom of our Ewopear Princes to do the like, 
and eſpecially of this Ifle, then would braveſt Wits, and 
quickeſt Brains, ſtudy and ſtrive to ſhow the Exquiſit 
ingeniolity of their belt Styles, and pregnant invention, 
which now 15 ecclipſed, and ſmothered down, becauſe 
now adays, there is neither regard nor reward for ſuch 
excellent Pen-r.en. Fez was anciently named Sylda 
whoſe Kingdom hath Az; to the South, the River of 
B urdraga totiie Eaſt,and Tremizen:Maroccotothe Welt ; 
and the Confines of Gare, and a part of the Seato 
the North - Having ſpent in Fez ſeventeen days, inall 
which time, we daily converſed with 
ſome Chriſtian Avaſines, Heragenes,or E- 71275 Of E- 
LOS * RF 6 EF thiopzan Ne- 
thiopian Negroes, ſome whereof were Mer- A 
chants, and fome Religious; and on 
ſienr Chattelines buſineſs not eftefted, ſeeking Diamonds 
and precious ſtones to buy, was ſerioully adyiled by 
Aa 2 thein, 
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them, to go for Arracon, a great Town on the Fron- 
ticrsof the Northern Erhiopia : where he would find a- 
bundance of ſuch ar an eaſie rate,giving him a perfect di- 
reCtion for his Paſſage hither being thirty days journey - 
he concluded with their Counſel his reſolution,and per- 
ſwading me to the ſame intention, I yield, being over- 
maſt*red with the grecdy delire of more ſights. 

Mean while for our Conduct, we hire a Dragomar: 
Afor that ſpoke 7:alian to be our Interpreter, and with 
him a Tent, and two Moori/þ Drudges to guide, guard, 
and ſerve us by the way for hfty eight Sultans of Gold, 
eighteen Pounds four ſhillings Engliſh - having fix of 
their Kinſmen faſt bound to a Sanzak or Juſtice, for our 
Lives, Liberties, and Monies. 

Hereupon having provided our ſelves, with all ne- 
ceſſary things, and a Mule to carry our Victuals, Wa- 
ter and Baggage, we diſcharged our Conſcionable Ho- 
ſtage, at twenty Aſpers a day the man, being thirty four 
ſhillings to each us ; and were brought on our way, by 
the aforeſaid Chriſtian Hcra9enves ſome four Leagues. 
Wherenaving left them with dutiful thanks, we ſet for- 
ward inour journey, and for ſeven days together we were 
not violently moleſted by any thing, ſave intollerable 
heat, finding tented People and ſcattered Villages all 
the way. | 

The eight day, the way being faſtidious and Rocky , 
and Chatteline on foot, he ſuccumb'd, and could not ſub- 
fiſt, not being uſed to Pedeſtrial travel; and for our 

WM better ſpeed and his relief, we mounted 
—_— me himaloſt on the top of our Baggage. At 
1 fallen "ou laſt arriving at Ahetzo ( where werepol- 

- ed) being the furtheſt and South-moſt 
Townofthe Kingdom of Fez, Compoſed of a thouſand 
Fire-houles,well fortified with Walls,and a Garriſon of 
Ators 1N it,, ſubject to the Emperor of Aorocco : the 
French-man long or day, fell ſick of a burning Fever : 

| \Whereupon 
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Whereupon we ſtayed five .days expecting his health, 
which growing worſe and worſe, and he mindful to re- 
turn, which I would;not : left him in ſafe cuſtody, 
and one of our Drudpges.to attend him till Fez. And 
bearing the Charges of the other two, according to the 
former Condition : I ſet forward for my purpoſe, which 
ere long turned to ſad Repentance. 
Leaving Aherzo behind us, and entring the Countrey 
of the Azaroes, we found the beſt Inhabitants half clad, 
| the Vulgars naked, the Countrey void of Villages, Ri- 
vers, or Cultivage : but the ſoyl rich in Beſtial, abound- 
ing in Sheep, Goats, Camels, Dromidaries, and paſ- 
ſing good Horſes: Having an Emeer of their own, be- 
ing ſubject to none, bunt to his own Paſlions, and them 
to the Diſpoſition of his ſcelerate Nature 3 yet he, and 
they had a Baſtard ſhow of Mahomeranical Religion > 
Their Beſtial are watered with Sources, and the paſto- 
rable fields, with the nigatly Serene, and themſelves 
with the Watriſh Concavity of the Earth. In our fix 
days toy], Traverſing this Countrey, we had many trou- 
bles and ſnarlings from theſe Savages ; who ſometimes 
over-laboured us with Baſtinadoes, and were ſtill inqui- 
rous, what 1 was, and whither I went; yea, and en- 
ough for the Dragoman toſave my Life and Liberty. 

Having palt the Perverinels of this Calamity, upon 
the ſeventh day, we Ran-countred with : 
another ſoy], and worſer Tribe of the The Tribe of 
Hagans or Jamnites, moſt part whereof pats oy 
were white 07s, a People more vgly : 
then the N:groes, yet ſome of the better ſort had their 
Members covered, but of Condition far more wicked 
then the former. 

Thiey are rulcd by a Serif, whoſe Guard is Compo- 
ſed of Women, and young Balars, Pages ; ſeeming ra- 
ther to live without Religion, then acknowledging a- 
ny kind of Deity. Here my D7acoman, doubting of his 
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| paſſage, and the Diſſicilneſs of the Countrey, which 

aroſe from his 1gnorantneſs thereof, was inforced to 
hire a #9-n guide, to bring vs tothe Province of A- 
badid, bordering with Erhiopia, But by your leave, 
our guide having led us for five days together South- 
Eaſtward, and almoſt contrary to our purpoſe : in the 
ſixth night of onr Repoſe, he ſtole away either for fear 
or falſhood, miſtaking our journey, or deceiving vs for 
deſpight; the half of his Wages being payed him he- 
fore, Well the Villain gone, and my Dragoman the 
next day continuing our faces, in the ſame Art, we were 
Jong or night inyolved 1a a diſ-inhabited Countrey, bc- 
ing Defartuous and dangerons for Wild beaſts, and full 
of Mountains. Pitching our Tent near to a Rock, we 
burar all char night ſhrubs of T ara, to'aftright the Beaſts 
of all kinds, and ſo did we every Night of that woful 
wandring, which flaming Light their Nature cannot a- 
bide. Day come, and our Comfortyet freſh, we fought 
further in,thinking to find people and Tents to relieve 
vs with Victnals, and inform us of the Countrey, but 
we found none, neither ſeven days thercafter, The 
matter growing hard; and car Victualsand water done, 
we were forced to relye upon Tobacco, and to drink 
our own waining Piſs, for the time aforeſaid. 

The Soyl wedaily traced, was covercd with hard and 
ſoft Sands, and them full of,Serpents, being intcrlard- 
ed with Rocky heights, faced with Caves and Dens : 
the very habitacle of Wild Beaſts, whoſe hollow Cries, 


3s we hcard in the Night, ſo we too often ſighted their - 


Bodies 10 tne day, eſpecially Fack ts, Bears, and Bors,

in the Air; the ſmell whereof, no Ravenous beaſt can 
abide. | This 
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This vaſt Wilderneſs isa part of the Berdoars Coun- 
trey, one of the four Tribes of the old Lybians, the Sa- 
buncks, the Carmines, and the Southern Carolines, being 
the other three. And now to help the Expreſlion of 
my grievous diſtreſs and Miſeries, my Muſe muſt la» 


ment the reſt. 


Ab ! frohtleſs Deſarts ! fil'd with barren Sands ! 
And parched Plains, where huge and hilly Lands ! 
Have ſtone-fac*d ſcurrile bounds : O monſtrous Fear f 
What Deſtiny, drove my croſs*d Fortune here ? 
By day Pm ſcorch'd with Heat, by night the grouza's 
Arecclad with Beaſts whoſe rage ſends borrid ſounds 
Of dreadful Death : whence we to un their Ire, 
Are forcd to fright them, with bright Tara Fire - 
For if it were not, that they ſcar'd at Light, 
No man could walk, or reſt, ſafe inthe Night. 
Thennext and nigh, the crawling Serpents lurk 
Still under foot, ſome ſtung-ſwoln ſmart to work

Whoſe Necks like Legs are round, their Bodies ſtrong, 
With black:ſprea Backs, their length full two yards long :

Hy curious arifts, had got their juſt reward. 


But to ſhorten my Diſcourſe. of barren Wilderneſles, 
ſuppoſed to be a part of the Lyb:an Deſarts, my Drago- 
,14n upon the fourth day of our ſeven being three, fal- 
ling in Deſpair, and wondring to ſee me indure ſuch 
Heat, ſuch hunger, and ſuch toyl, did threaten me with 
Death, to make me ſeek back for our nearelt refuge - 
Whereupon holding our Courſe North-eaſt, my Com- 
paſs-Dyal being our guide, we Ran-countred early on 
the eight day, with nine hundred Savages, naked Ly- 
bian Sabunks : five hundred whereof, were women Arm- 
ed with Bowsand Arrows; who with their Complices, 
the former night had put to the Sword, three hundred 
Berdoans, their neighbour Tribe: carrying away above 
ſix thouſand Sheep and Goats beſides other beſtial : from 
whom after our fight of their Emeer or Prince, wehad 
firſt Liberty of Lite, and then relicf of Food, for he 
came up.11the Rear, with a hundred Horſe-men charg- 
ed with halt Pikxes,neaded ar both ends with ſharp Stecl : 
The Perion of cheir Prince was only clothed from his 

; Breaſts down to his middle T high with 

The Prince of a Crimfon vailof Silk, banging on his na- 
-- henna ked ſhoulders with coloured Ribans, and 
on his Head aparty-Coloured Shaſh ſet 

like a Garland : Bothhis knees were bare',ſo were his 
Ancles, the Calves of his Legs bcing girded with Crim- 
ſon Silk, and on his feet yellow fhooes; his Beard was 
like his Face, burnt with the Sun, and his Age like to 
my own, of thirty thrce years, his Religion 1s damna- 
ble, fo is his Lite, for he and al] the four Tribes of Ly- 


bia worihip only for their God, Garlick, haying Altars, 
Priclts, 
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Prieſts, and ſuperſtitious Rites annexed to it : Thinks 
ing Garlick, being ſtrong of it ſelf, and the moſt part 
of their Food, to have aSoveraign vertue in a herbal 
Deity. All his Courtiers were ſtark naked ſaving his 
Page, who was even covered like to the King his Ma- 
ſter. 

And now having diſmiſſed his Army for the way, and 
falling in a hours Parley with us at his departure, he 
propined me with his Bow, and a Quiver of Arrows , 
which afterward, Ipreſcnted to his Majeſty, then 
Prince.  _ 

Thereis a merry ſecret here concerning the Women, 
which often1 recited to King Fames of bleſſed Memory, 
ſhowing him alſo three Certificates of this my Deſartu- 
ous wandring - one of which was confirmed by Engliſh 
Wiird at Tunes upon the Dragomans Report; though 
now they with all my other Patents are loſt, in the In- 
quifition of Malaga. This former Savage Prince, ſends 
a Gvide with us four days journey, the Conditionof his 
mans Wages being made by himſelf, and frankly ad- 
viſed us that 7 :unnc:s was our beſt and neareſt Recourſe. 
Which being forcibly conſidered, 1 was conſtrained to 
renew my Bargain with the Dr-agomar, at the Rate of 
forty five Sultans of Gold, to bring me ſafely hither. 

This Saburhk Guide, to whor 1 gave five Sultans, 
thirty five ſhillings, brought us through the moſt Habi- 
table Vallies, and beſt clad Paſſages of the Country with 
Tents : whereevery day once we found Water, Bread, 
Garlick and Onions, and ſometimes Hens at twenty Aſ. 
pers the Piece, two ſhillings; which we would Roſt, or 
ſcorch dry (if truth may have Credit ) at the very face 
of the Sun, and fo cat them. Upon the filth day, our 
Guide leaving us in the Afternoon, wel] tetled among 
four hundred Tents of Numidian Ators, or Baſtard A- 
ravians, pitched ina pleaſant Valley, between two ſour» 
ccs of Water, we ſtayed ſti'.there Repoung our ſelves, 
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and Refreſhing our Bodies with Victuals, ſome nine days. 
ihe Here among theſe Tents, I ſaw Smiths 
forging Horſe- Work out of cold Iron, Horſe-ſhooes, and 
ſhoes out of Nails, which is only mollified by the vi- 
cold Iron with- gorous heat and Rayes of the Sun, and 
out fire, by the the hard Hammering of hands upon the 
hear of theSun. A ,vil: So have 1ieen it alſo in Aſia. 1 
could be more particular here, but Time, Paper, Print- 
ing, and Charges will not ſuffer me. And now from 
hence, renewing our :Gvides from place to place, and 
deſcending from Savage Moor to Civil Moors, we arri- 
yed (though with great difficulty and danger) ſafely at 
Tunes. | 
"BOY And to conclude this eight Part, there 
ſhip of Bokay. Arc three Beglerbeg-ſhips in the higher and 
lower Barbary: the firſt is at Tripoli , 
which was taken in by $:nan Baſſa from the Knights of 
Malta, 1551. and commandeth under him eight thoy- 
fand Tymariots, belides fix thouſand Famzaries.

Captain Wairds decernitor, 1 freely performed his Dt- 
rection. My Conduct gone, and I ſtaying here, Cap- 
tain IVaird ſent twice one of his Servants with me, to 
ſee two ſundry Ovens drawn,being fall of youngChick- 
ens, which are not hatched by their Mothers, butin 
the Furnace, being thus. The Oven is 
firſt ſpred over with warm Camels dung, The hatching 
of Chickens 
and vpon it the Eggs, cloſing the Oven. hs 
Then behind the Oven, there is adai- mothers. 
ly Conveyance of heat, venting through 
a paſſage beneath the dung, juſt anſwerable to the na- 
tural Warmneſs of the Hens belly; vpon which Mo- 


deration, 
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_ deration, within twenty days they come to natural 


Perfeftion. The Oven producing at one time, three 
or four Hundred living Chickens, and where defection 
is, every ſharer beareth a part of the loſs; for the Hat- 
cher or Curator,is only Recompenced according to the 
living numbers be delivered.Surely this 1s an uſual thing, 
almoſt through all Frick, which maketh that the Hens 
with themare {ſo innumerable every where. 

Andnow it was my good fortune, after five Weeks 
attendance for "Tranſportation, being about the four- 
tcenth of February 1616. to mect here with a Holland 
ſhip called the Maremaid of Amſterdam, being come from 
Tituana, and bound for Yenice and Malta, touched here 
by the way. In this time of theirſtaying, came one Cap- 
tain Daryſer a Fleming, wio had been a great Pyrate 

 _ ..* and Commander at Seas, and the only 

Captain Daz ijnvyeterate Enemy of the Xfoors ; being 

= "qd ; imployed by the French King in Ambaſ- 

ſage, to relieve two and twenty French 

Barks that were there Captivatcd,done by the Policy, of 

the Baſhaw,to draw Darſer hither; notwithſtanding that 
he was then Retired, and married in Marſeilles. 

Well, he is come, and Anchored in the Road, ac- 
companied with two French Gentlemen + Two of which 
came aſhoar, and ſaluted the Baſhaw in Dazſers behalf - 
they are made welcome, and the next day the Baſhaw 
went. frankly aboard of Darſer, ſeconded with twelve 
Followers: Da#ſertook the preſence of the Baſhaw for 
a great Fayour, and mainly feaſted him with good 
Cheer, great quaſfing, ſounding Trumpets, and Roar- 
ing ſhots, and none more familiar then the diſſembling 
Baſhaw, and oyer-joyed Darſer, that had relieved the 
Barks, for they were all fent to him that morning, not: 
wanting any thing. | 

After deep Cups, the Baſſuw invites him to come a- 


ſhoar, the day following, and to dine with him in the 
Fotrtrels ; 
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Fortreſs : To the which unhappy Dasſer granted, and 
the time come, he landed with twelve Gentlemen, and 
nearing the Caſtle, was met with two Turks to receive 
' him : where having paſt the Draw-bridge, and the Gate 
ſhut behind him, his Company was denied : 
entrance : where forthwith Danſer being The untimely 
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brought before the Baſſaw, was ſtrictly apes ann 

accuſed of many Ships, ſpoyls, and great Fleming born. 
Riches he had taken fromthe Moors, and | 
the Mercileſs murther of their Lives, for he never ſpa- 
redany: Whereupon he was ſtraight beheaded, and his 
Body thrown over the Walls in a Ditch ; which done, 
oft went the whole Ordnance of the Fort, to have ſunk 
Dasſers two Ships; but they cutting their Cables, with 
much ado eſcaped, but for the other Gentlemen aſhoar, 
the Baſſaw ſent them very Courteouſly and ſafely aboard 
of the redeemed Barks, whence they hoiſed Sails for 

| Marſeilles. 

Loe there was a Txrk;ſh Policy more ſublime and craf- 
ty, than the beſt European alive could have performed. 
A little while thereafter, the aforeſaid Hollander being 
ready to go for Sea, I bad good night to Generous 
Wiird, and his froward Runagates, where being im- 
backed, with proſperous Winds upon the third day , 
we landed at alta, and there leaving my kind Flem- 
ins and their Negotiation, I courted the ſhoar, ſalut- 
ing again my former Hoſt. 


The fifth day of my ſtaying here, I ſaw a Spaniſh Sol- 
dier and a Maltezen Boy burnt in Aſhes, for the publick 
Profeſſion of Sodomy, and long or Night, there were 
above a hundred Bardaſſoves, Whoriſh boys- that fled a- 
— Way tO S:c:ly ina Galleyort,for fear of Fire, but never one 
 Bugeron ſtirred, being few or none there free of it - The 
Knights that remain here, as they are of divers Nati- 
ons,ſ0 have they divers manners and Inclinations ; how- 
ſoever, they of the better ſort, are reſolute in their At-

that to be the ſign of the Croſs, whereon Feſizs Chriſt 
was Crucihed for our fins, he Confeſſeth it, kifling the 
Croſs : After which, his receiver putteth the Crois of 
the Cloak upon the Heart and left ſide of then:w made 
Knight, ſaying : Recetve this ſign in the name of the 
Trinity, the bleſſed Mother of God, the Virgin Xry, 
and of St. John the Baptiſt, for the Augmentation of

Now bidding farewel to Malta, andto mine afore- 
ſaid Country-Gentleman William Dowzlas, | landed the 
next Morning at Srcily in Sicilia, being twenty Leagues 
diſtant. And now this being the third time of my Tra- 
verſing this Kingdom, ( Triple experience, deeper 
knowledge ) I begin to give you a perfect Deſcription 
thereof. 

Sicilia was firſt named Trinacria ( whoſe figure is Tri-

It is now called S;c:l;ia from the Siculi or Sicane who 
poſleſſed it, and hath heen famous in all former Ages - 
By Drodorus Sicalus, it was Cognominated the Paragon 
of Iſles: By Tits Livins, the Garden of Traly : It was 
alſo anciently called the Grange of the Romans, arr is 
nevera whit decayed to this day, The 
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The length of the Iſland lyeth Eaſt and Weſt, in - 


Circuit ſix hundred, large fifty, and in length two hun- 
Ce dred forty 1talian mites : The ſoyl is in- 
—_— ty ot credible fruitful, excelling in all ſorts of 
Grain, as Corns, Wheat, Wine, Sugar, 
Ryce, Oyl, Salt, Allom, all ,kinds of Fruits, whole- 
ſome Herbs, exceeding good Silk, exquiſite Mines, of 
Mettal, and the beſt Coral inthe World is found here, 
beſide Trapundy 3 growing under the water green and 
\ Tender, but when ariſing above, it becometh Red and 
hard : The like whereof is ſaid to be found in the Red 
Sea, and Gulf of Perſia. 

The moſt of the Towns and Villages within Land, 
are builded on the higheſt Hills and greateſt heights in 
the Countrey; the reaſon is two fold; firſt it ferveth 
them for ſtrength, and agreat defence in time of Cur- 
ſary Invaſions, of which divers be lo ſtraight in aſcend- 
® RI RON ing, that one man may ealily re{iſt and 
heſphts,referve beat down five hundred. The ſeconds, 
good Air. becauſe their dwellings being far above 

'the parching Plains, the ſituations are 
good Preſervatives for their Health, whereon they have 


a ſweet and Cooling Air, which in ſuch a hot Climate, 


15 the ſoveraign Salve to prevent ſickneſs. | 
Their Villages be far diſtant, ſome ſix, ten, fiftcen, 
twenty miles one from another; in ail which grounds 
there 1sno ſequeſtrate Houle, unleſs (being a high way) 
it be a Fundaco or Inn. About the 1ides of the Hills, 
whereon their Towns ſtand, grow all their Wines, and 
on the Plains nothing but Red Wheat, which for good- 
nels 1s unparalelled, and the beſt Bread and abundance 
of it in the World is here. Sicilia was formerly divid- 
ed in three Regions, to wit, the Valley of Demonia,

. Many think that $:c:lia was rent from Italy by the Vio- 
lence of waters, at the general Deluge, ſome by infi. 
nit Earth. quakes, 2nd ſome ſimply Conjefture the cauſe 
to have proceeded from combuitions Arm, which is 
meer ridiculous. 

T here are divers grounds and Valleys 1n this Iſle,that 
abound ſo in Wheat, that the [nhabirants recoyl a hun- 
dred meaſures for one, and commonly are called the 
fields of a hundred meatures. 

The Sicil:ans for the moſt part are bred Orators , 
which made the Apalians term them, men of three 
Tongues: Beſides they are full of Witty _. ... 
Sentences, and pleaſant in their Ran yr 20. 
counters, yet among themſelyes, they : 
are full of Envy ( meaning their former kindneſles wag 
unto ſtrangers) ſuſpicious and dangerous 1n Converſa- 
tion, being lightly given to Anger and Offences, and 
ready to take revenge of any injury committed :. But 
indeed I muſt Confeſs, more generouſly than the Teal:- 
ans, Who murder their Enemies in the night; for they 
appeal other to ſingle Combat, and that manfully with- 
our fraudulent Practices. 

They are curicus, and great Lovers of Novelties, and 
ſull of quickneſs and rare Inventions in all kind of Sci- 
ences, great [ntellizencers, and Lovers of Hiſtories: As 
I found in divers of them, who knew the Paſlages for- 
merly of ' my Countrey ſo cxquilitly that I was aſtoniſh- 
ed at their Relations, ſo agreeably with the truth and 
times paſt, The Parliament of Sicily hath a wonderful 
great Authority ; infomuch that the Y:iceroy cannot have 
the free Gift ( as they call it) which is every third 3ear, 


nor no extraordinary thing, nor the renewing of any 
matter 
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matter concerning the Common-wealth, without the 
general Conſent of the whole Kingdom : The general 
| Councel whereof is Compoſed of three 
= == - 0s. Branches, called. by them, the Arms of 
+ % »*”- the Kingdom : viz. Firſt the Prelates, 
and inferiour Clergy-men, named the 
Arm Eccleſiaſtick - ſecondly of Barons called the Arm 
Military : and the third, the Commiſſioners of Cities 
and Towns, intitulated the Arm Signiorial: The Crown- 
rent of this Kingdom amounteth toa Million and a half 
of Duckats yearly : which being disburſed ever forin- 
rertaining of Captains, Garriſons and Gallies, and cur- 
ſary Ships, the Badgelloes and Servants for the fields, 
the maintaining of Towers, and Watches about the 
Coaſts, the Reparations of Colledges, High-ways, Lords 
Penſions, and other defrayings, there relits little, or no- 
thing at all tothe King. 

I remember 1n my twice being in this Kingdom, (e{> 
pecially the ſecond time, wherein I Compalled the whole 
Wand, and thrice Traverſed the middle Parts thereof 
trom Sea to Sea) I never ſaw any of that ſelf Nation , 
to beg Bread, or ſeek Alms; ſo great 15the beatitude 
of their plenty. And1 dare avow it (experience taught 
me) that- the pooreſt Creature 1n S:cily eateth as gvod 
Bread, as the beſt Prince in Chriſtendom doth. The 
people are very Humane, ingenious, eloquent and plea- 
fant, their Language in many words is nearer the Latine, 
then the /raliar, which they promiſcuouſly pronounce : 
fomewhat Talkative they are, and Efteminate 3 but ge- 
nerally wonderful kind to ſtrangers. Inthe months of 
July and Auguſt, all the Marine Towns every year, are 
ſtritly and ſtrongly guarded with them of the In-land - 
Villages and. Bourges, both on foot and Horſe-back - 
who are Compelled to lyethere at their own Charges, 
ſo long as this Seaſon laſteth;*in which they fear the 
incurſions of the Tarks ; .but the reſt of the year, theſe 
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Sea-coaſt Towns are left to the Vigilant cuſtody ofthe 
Indwellers. 

This Countrey was ever fore oppreſſ.  _ 
ed with Rebels and Bandits, until ſuch The Duke of

where in the firſt year he brought in five hundred; ſome 
whereof were hanged, ſome pardoned, and ſome com- 
mitted to the Gallies : Sv that within two years of his 
ſour years Government, there was not a Bandit left at 
Randoa in all Sititia; the like before was never ſeen in 
this Region, nor one in whom Areas worth was more 
honoured, in fortitude of mind, and Execution of true 
Juſtice than this Dake, before whoſe Face, the ily ones 
did ſhine, and the proud Stiff-necked oppreſlors did 
tremble. | 

And ina word, he was no ſuppreſſor of the Subjeds 
(as many now be) to ſatisfie either licentious Humours, 
or to inrich Light-headed tlatterers, but ſerving Ju- 
ſtice he madeJuſtice ſerve him-for the Equity of Juſtice 
of it ſelf, can offend none, neither of any will it be of- 
fended;unleſs the corruptTongue and Hand of the Mer- 
cenary judge,ſuffer ſound Judgment to periſh for Tempo- 
rary reſpects, which this noble Governor could neyer do, 
neither ſuffer any Inferior Magiſtrate to do the like un- 
der him - As it well appeared by his juſt Proceedings a- 
gainſt the Jeſuites of Palermo,and his Authority upon 
them impoſed in ſpight of their Ambition. The Circum- 
ſtances whereof, were very plaufible, if time did not 
ſlaughter my Good-wil); and yet my Patience could 
perform my Pains with Pleafure. 

And likewiſe againſt a Seminary Gatlant, aPa- 
rochial Prieſt of that ſame City, who had Pat + 
killed a Knights ſervant in a Brorhel- 7.Q;2"er5,. 
houle,the Brother of a Shoomaker, which juſtice fake. 
ie.0v, the Yiceroy cauſed, to Piſtol the

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Prieſt in ſpight of the Cardinal, and thereupon abſolyed 
him for the dead. 

The Cardinal having only for the Prieſts fa&, diſ- 
charged him to fay Maſs for a year without ſatisfaction 
forthe mans Life : ſo the Duke inhibited the Shooma- 
ker to make ſhooes for a year, and nevertheleſs allowed 
him two ſhillings a day to maintain him for that time. 

Many ſingular Obſervations have I of his Govern- 
ment, the which to recite, would prove prolixious, 
though worthy of note to the Intellective man ; he was 
afterward Viceroy of Naples, and now lately deceaſed in 
Spain. It is dangei ous to Travel by the Marine of the 
Sea-coaſt Creeks in the Weſt parts, eſpecially in the 
Mornings, leſt he find a 40riſh Frigot lodged all nizhr, 
under Colour of a Fiſher-boat, to give him afſlaviſh 
Break-faft : for ſo they ſteal labouring People off the 
 Helds, carrying them away Captivesto Barbary ; not- 
withſtanding of the ſtrong Watch-towers, which are 
_ one In ſight of another round about the whole 
Iſland. 
Their arrivals are uſually in thenight, and if in dav 
time, they are ſoondiſcovered the 1 owers giving no- 
tice to the Viilages, the Sea-coaſlt 1squickly. clad with 
"numbers of men on foot and Horſe-back - Andoften- 
times they advantagiouſly fſeite on the doors, lying in 
obſcure Cliits and Bays. All the Chriſtian Iſles in the 
HMediterrancen Sea, and the Coaſt of Traly and Spain, in- 
clining to Barbary, are thus chargeably guarded with 
Watch towers. 

The chtei remarkable thing in this Ifle from all An- 
tiquity is the burning Hill of era, called now Monte 
Bello, or Gibello, figmifying a fair Mountain, fo it 1s, be- 
ing oj} height roward Cataza from the Sea fide, fifteen 
Stcilian miles, and in Circuit ſixty. The North ſide to- 
ward Findatz4 at tlie Root being unpallable ſteep; yet 
gather: g 91 all parts fo narrow to tte top, asif it had 

been 
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been induſtrioufly ſquared, having a large Proſpect in 
the Sea 3 about the lower parts whereof, grow exceed- 
ing good Wines, Corns, and Olives. 

And now in my ſecond Travels, and c 
return from 4frick, 1 not being ſatisfied _—_ - 


with the former ſight, the kind Biſhop of 
Rindatza courteoully ſent a Guide with me onhis own 


charges, to viewthe Mountain-more ſtricily. Aſcend- 
ing on the Eaſt and paſlable part,with tedious toyl, and 
Curious climbing, we approacked near to the ſecond 
fire being twelve miles high; which is the greateſt of 
the three now burning in Ana : whole vaſt mouth, or 
Gulf is twice twelye ſcore long and wide, lying in a 
ſtraight Valley between a perpendicular height and the 
main Mountain ;, whoſe terrible Flames, and cracking 
| ſmoakis monſtrous fearful to behold. | 
\ Having viewed and reviewed this, as near as my 
Guide durſt adventure ( the ground mean while where- 
on we ſtood warming our Feet, and is dangerous for 
Holes, without a perfect Guide ) we aicended three 
miles higher to the main top or Cima, from which the 
other two fires had their beginning. Where when come, 
[ we found it no way anſwerable to the greatneſs of tite 
| middle fire; the other two drawing from it the ſub- 
| ſtance, wherewith it hath been anciently furniſhed) yet 
between them two.upper fires, I found abundance of 
Snow ( being in Fly) lying on the Septentrion ſides of 
the Hill. It was herein this upmoſt Furnace, that Em- 
pedocles the Philoſopher caſt himſelf in, to be reputed

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As we diſcended on the North-eaſt ſide, we came to 
the third and lowelt Fire, which is within a ſhort mile 
of the Mountains foot, over againſt Rindartza ; and if it 
were not for a SuJphurate River, which divideth the 
Town and the Hill, it would be in danger to be burn- 
ed. This laſt and leaſt Fire, ran down in a Combuſti- 
ble flood, from the middle aboye, Anno 16 14. June 25. 
| Where the Sulphur ſtreams, - before it 
The loweſtand Congealed, falling ina bituminous ſoy], 
_ Fireot where Wine and Olives grew there cea(: 
m_ ed,and daily Augmenteth more and more; 
baving quite ſpoiled the Lands of two Barons in Rindar- 
2.4 : Butthe King of Spain, in Recompence of their mi- 
ſerable miſhaps,did gratifie them with ſome of his Crown 
lands for their maintenance. 
I ſpeak it credibly, Thave ſound the Relicks of theſe 
Sulphur ſtreams, which: haye burſt forth from the up- 
moſt tops of Erna Weſtward, above twenty miles in 
the Plain. The reaſon of ſuch ardent Diſgorgements, 
is thus ; that when the abundance of Sulphur, bcing put 
on edge with exceſlive Rain, and the bituminous ſub- 
ſtance ſtill increaling ; which by the chaps, ſlits, and hol- 
low Chinks of the ground (Rent parrly by the Sun,and 
by the forcing Flames) is blown by the Wind, as by a 
pair of Bellows z the Vanlt or vaſt Boſom of which vg- 
ly Cell, not being able to contain ſuch a Compoſiture of 
Combultible matter, it impetuouſly Vomireth out, inan

The chief Cities therein are Palermo , Si 


_ the Seat of the Yiceroy, ſituate in the 


North-welt part over againſt Sardinia - It is a ſpacious 
City, and well Watered with delicate Fountains, hav= 
ing goodly buildings, and large ſtreets, whereof $:-a- 
do Reale is principal, being amile long. Inwhich I 
haye ſeen in an Evening march along for Recreation a- 
bove ſixty Coaches; a pair of Mulets, being tyed'to e- 
very Coach : The Gallies of S:cili, which are ten, lye 
here. . 
The ſecond is Meſſina, toward the Eaſt, over againſt 
Rezio in Calabria ,, being impregnable, and graced with 
a famous Haven : having three invincible Caſtles, the 
chief whereof, is Saint Salvator by the Seca ſide; there 
be divers other Bulwarks of the Town Walls.,that ſerve 
for offenſive and defenſive Forts, which 1s the cauſe (in 
deriſion of the Turks ) they never ſhut their Gates. 
The third is Syracsſa, ſtanding on the South-eaſt 
Coaſt fifty miles beyond Zrna, and half 
way twixt Meſſina and Malta, arenown- 
ed City, and ſometimes the 2etropolitar 
Seat - It is famous for the Arathuſear 
ſprings,and Archimedes that moſt ingenious Mathemati- 
cian : He was tie firtt Author of the Sphere, of which 
Inſtruments he made one of that bigneſs, and Art, that 
one ſtanding within, might eaſily perceive, the ſeveral 
Motions, of every Celeſtial Orb : And when the &o- 
mans beſieged Syracuſa, he made ſuch burning Glalles, 
that ſet on fire all their Ships lying in the Road - Ar laſt 
he was flain by a common Soldier 1n his ſtudy, at rhe 
Pb 4 jack 
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fack of the Town, to the great grief of 1zrccllus the 
Roman General; when he was making Plots, and draw- 
ing figures on the ground, how to preyent the aſlaults 
of the Romans. © | 

The fourth is Trapundy in the Welt, over againſt Z:- 

ſerta in Barbary, which yieldeth ſurpaſ- 
T, apundy. ſing fine Salt, that is tranſported to Jraly, 

Venice, Dalmatia, and Greece; made only 
in ſome certain Artificial Salt pools, by the Vigorous 
beating of the ſcorching Sun, which monthly they emp- 
ty and fill. The Marine here excelleth in Ruby Coral, 
which ſetteth the half of the Town at work, and when 
refined, is diſperſed over all Chriſtendom. 

This City is in great requeſt amongſt the Papilſts be- 
cauſe 6f the miraculous Lady here, reputed the Iſlands 
Protettor, and iole Governor of theſe narrow Seas, for 
Ships, Galiies, and Slaves : which indecd.if an image cur }{ 
out in white Marble were ſo powerful, it might be cre- 
dible ; but beſides this Idolatrous Title, they ſuperſti- 
tionſly thereunto annex a rabble of abſurd lyes. | 

The fifth is Car2724, placed at the Marine foot of «£:- | 
4, that was fo vexed by Dyorifizes the Tyrant. The 
ſixth is Mitzara South-weſt, over againſt the' Barbarian } 
Promontory of Lyſ/i-a, the reſt be Rindatza, Terra nova, 
Emma, whence Pluto is ſaid to have ſtoln Proſerpina, Mal- 
zara, Francavilia, Bronzo, Terramiena, and Argenti once 
Agrizentum,. where the Tyrant Phalaris lived, who tor- 
tured Peril inthe Brazen Bull, which he made for the 
Deſtruction of others. | 

The Tyrannies which were uſed in S:cilia, were in p 

times paſt fo Famous, that they grew un- 

to this Proverb, Invidia Siculs non Invenie- 
re Tyrannt, Tormentum majus. The elder 
and younger Dyoniſms, were ſoch odious Tyrants, and 
tne third Dyoziſu worlt of all, that when the People 
poured out continual Execrations on the laſt, wiſhing 
his

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his death ; only one old Woman prayed for his Life 2 
This reaſon ſhe gave, ſince from the Grand-father, his 


| Father, and he, each ſucceeding worſer and worſer,and' 


lealt ( ſaid ſhe) he dying, the Deyil ſhould come in his 
place, (for a worſer never lived) I wiſh him to continue 
ſtill. Ee 

This Kingdom after it was Rent fromthe Romans re- 
mained in Subjection under the French till the year, 1281, 
in which Peter of Arravn, contrived his purpoſe ſocloſe, 
that at theſound of a Bell, to the Evening veſpers, all 
the French men in S:cil;a, were crueliy maſlacred ; ſince 
which time it hath ever belonged to the houſe of .4:- 
razor, and now of Spain; which exploit masketh under 
the name of Yeſperi Siculi. For Nobility this Ifland may 
Compare with Naples, their ſtyles (like unto 7aly) are 
great, but their Revenues wondrous ſmall. 

The Sicilians have a Proverb, as having Experience 
of both, that the French are wiſer than they ſcem, and 
the Spaniards ſeem wiſer then they are: 
And even as the Spaniard-is extreamly © Fee ings ct 
proud in the loweſt ebb of Fortune : So np Garg 9m 
Is the French man exceeding 1mpatient, theSpanzards. 
cowardly deſperate, and quite diſcourag- 
ed in the pinch of ſtern Calamity. The Spariard and 
the French man have an abſolute Oppoſition, and Con- 
ditional diſagreement in all Faſhions; and in their Ri - 
ding both difterent, and deleCtive : For the Spanrard 
Rideth like a Monkey mounted on a Camel, with his 
Knees and Heels alike aſide, ſitting on the Sadle, like to 
a half ballaſt ſhip,totrering on Top-tempeſtuous waves: 


And the Freach man, hangeti in the Stirrop, at the full 


reach of his great Toe, with ſuch a long-legged Olten- 
tation. pricking his Horſe with Neck-ſtropiat Spurs, and 
beating the Wind with his long waving Limbs, even as 
the Turk: uſnally do, when they are tolled at their Byr- 
ham, banging between two bigh Trecs, reciprocelly 

Waying 
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waving in the Air, from the forte of two long bending 
Ropes. 

The women Ride here ſtridling in the Sadle, and if 

double, the man fitteth behind the Wo- 
—_ man : "The women alſo after the Death 
; of their Friends keep a Ceremonious 
mourning twice aday, for a Months ſpace, with Tych 
yelping, bowling,ſhouring,and clapping of their Hands, 
as if all S:cil;a were furpriſed by the Moors : Yet neither 
ſhedding Tears nor forrowful in Heart, for they will 
both hollow and laugh at one time : The ſame Cuſtom 
for the dcad the Turks obſerve, and all the Oriental 
People of Aſt. | 

This Ifland finally is famous,for the worthy Schollars 
ſhe once produced : Archimedes the great Mathemati- 
cian; Empedocles, the firſt Inventor of Rhetorick ;' Eu- 
clide the Textnary Geometrician ; Diodors Sieulns that 
renowned Hiſtorian, and Zſhilus the firſt Tragedian of 
Fame,v/ho being walking in the Fields,and bald through 
Age, by chance an Eagle taking his bald Pate for a 
white Rock, let a Shell-fiſh fall on it, of thar bigneſs 
that it bear out his Brains, 

But to proceed in my Itinerary Relation, having 
twice imbarked at /eſſina for [raly, from Aſia, and Af- 
#rick,, T have chooſed theJalt time ( doubleexperience, 
deeper knowledge) for the Diſcourſe of my Departure 
thence: Aﬀter a general ſuryey of this Iſland and 
"ERROR MonteBelloarriving at Meſſina, Anno 1616, 
2-06" Arnguſt twentieth, I encountered with 
A a Worſhipful Ezglifþ Gentleman Mr. $ty- 
dolffe Eſquire of his Majeſties body, accompanied with 
my Countrey man Mr. Wood, now ſervant to Fames Earl 
of C:relill, who inſtantly were both come from alta, 
the generous Aﬀability of which former Gentleman, to 
mein no {mall meaſure wasextended 3 meeting alſo af- 
terward at Naples, as in the own place ſhall be ſuccinCt- 
ly touched. Here 
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Here I found ſome ſixty Chriſtian Gallies, aſſembled 
to the Fair of Meſſina, which holdeth every year the 
ſeventeenth of 4#o,ſit : Wherein all ſorts of Merchan- 
dize are to be ſold, eſpecially raw Silk in abundance : 
Thirty of which Gallies went to ſcoure the Coaſts of 
Greece. Meſſina 1s four miles diſtant from Rhegio in Cala- 
bria, and two mile from the oppoſite Main. This Rhegium 
was that Town where Saint Paul arriv*d after his thip- 
. wrack at Malta in his Voyage to Rome - It was miſerably 

ſacked by the T#rkiſþ Gallies of Conſtantinople, Arno 1609. 
| but now by the Spaniarar it is repaired with ſtronger 

Walls,and new Fortifications, ſufticiently able to gain- 
ſtand any ſuch like accidental Invaſions. 

In this time of mine abode here, there happily arri- 
ved from Italy my ſingular good friend Mr. dathew 
Dowelas his Majeſties Chirurgion extraordinary, being 
bound alſo for the Levant in the ſame Voyage of the 
Chriſtian incurſions againſt the Infidels, whoſe preſence 
to me after ſo long a ſight of Erthnick ſtrangers was 
exceeding Comfortable, and did there propine him with 
this Sonnet (which I made on Ztrna) as the peculiar 
Badge of my 1innated Love.

—_ lermo: Who after many Misfortunes in 
9. - - exhaulting his large Patrimony, aban- 
doning his Countrey, and turning Turk, | 
in Twnmess ;, he was taken at Sea by the Sicilian Gallies - 
In one of which he was two years a Slave, whence he 
was redeemed by an Engliſh Feſwire, upon a promiſe of 
his Converſion to the Chriſtian faith : When ſet at Li- 
berty, he turned. common Soldier, and herein the ex= | 
tremeſt Calamity ofextreme Miſeries,contraGted death : 
whoſe dead Corps I Charitably interred in the beſt man- | 
ner, time could afford me ſtrength, bewailing ſorrow- 
fully the miſerable Mutability of Fortune, who from fo 
great a Birth, had given him ſo meana Burial ; and 
trnly fo may 1 lay, Sic tranſit Gloria Munds. 

After ſixteen days Attendance for paſſage, there for- - 
tunately accoaſted here twelve Neapolitan Gallies come 
from Apzlia, and bound for Naples : In one of which , 
by Fayour of Marqueſs Dell Sanita Cruce the General, [ 
imbarked, and fo ſet forward through the narrow Seas, 
which divide /caly and Sicilia: The ſtraight whereof, 1s 
twenty four miles in length, in breadth ſix four and two 
miles. This Sea, is called the Faro of Mefina, and fre- 
tum Siculum; at the Weſt end whereof, we met with 
twocontrary chopping Tides,which ſomewhat ruſhing 
like unto broken Seas,did Choak the Gallies with a ſtrug- 
ling force. | 


Tncidunt 
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Incidunt in Scyllam, cupiens vitare Charybdim. 
Who ſtrive to ſhun, the hard Calabrian Coaſt, 
Or ſandy Scylla, wreſtling they are loſt. 


Yet of no {uca eminent Peril,or repug- ; 
nable Currents,as be in the firths of Stroup. 4 Compariſon 
za and Weſtra; eſpecially Pentland firth, keg 
which divideth Katnes from Pomonia, the 
main Land of Orknay 3 wherein who unskilfully looſeth 
from either ſides, may quickly loſe ſight, both of Life 
and Land for ever. As we entred in the Gulf of Saint 
Eufemia, we fetched up the little Ile of Strombolo : T his 
Tfolet is around Rock, and a mile in Compaſs, growing 
to the top liketo a Pomo, or Pyramid, and not much un- 
like the 1ſolets of Baſſe and Elſey,through the top where- 
of, as through a Chimney ariſeth a continval Fire, and 
that ſo terrible, and furiouſly caſting forth great ſtones 
and Flames, that neither Galley nor Boat, dare Coaſt or 
board it. . 

South from hence, and in ſight thereof, on the North 
Coalt of S:cily lye the two lilands, Vulcan Major, and 
Mzinor z wherect theleiler perpetually burneth, and the 


greater is long ſince Conſumed: On the fourth day we 


touched at 1ſcha, the greateſt'I{le belonging to Naples, 
and twenty miles in Circuit, being ſtrongly begirded 
with Rockey heights. The chief Town 1s 1/cha, whi- 
ther Ferdinando of Naples fled, being thruft out of his 
Kingdom by Charles the Eight. 
There 15a Fountain here of that incre- | 
dible heat, that in ſhort time will boyl 2 Þoyiing, 
any fiſh or fleſh pur in it, and the Taſte Say" pes . 
agrecable to Digeſtion. Departing from = 
thence and coaſting the main fhoar, weliad a 2eorifh 
Frigot in Chale, where ſeizing on her, we found ſixteen 
Moors therein, and fix Chriſtians, three men, two Wo- 
men , 
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men, and a Boy, whom they had taken up, in goirg be- 


tween two Towns by the Sea ſide. The Peaſants were ' 


ſet at Liberty, and the Moors immediately preferred to 
Chains of Iron, Bloody laſhes, Tugging of Gally-Oars, 
and perpetual i{lavery. 

Near the Marine, and in ſight of Naples, we board- 
ed cloſe by the foot of the Hill Yeſuvio, which in time 
paſt did burn, but now extinguiſhed : It was here that 
the clder Plizy who had ſpent all his time in diſcover- 
Ing the ſecrers of Natures preſling near to behold it, 
was t1ii;icd with the Flame, ſo that he dycd in the ſame 
place, wiich is molt excellently deſcribed in the Book 
of his Epiſtles by his Nepbew the younger. 


Arriving at Naples, I gave joyful thanks to God for 


my fate return to Chriſtendom, and the day fofewing, 
I went to review the ancient Monuments of Putzolo or 
Puteoli ; Which whenl had diligently remarked 1a my 
Teturn balt way to Naples, I met theaforeſaid Engliſh 
Gentleman and Mr. Wood, who needs would have me 
turn back to accompany them hither. When come, we 
took a Guide, and ſo proceeded inour fights; the firſt 
"SPREE IM thing of any note we ſaw, was the ſtupen- 
of Parrolz, — ious Bridge, Czins Caligula builded be- 

tween Purzola and Baia, over an Arm of 


the Sea, two miles broad : Some huge Arches, Pillers, 


and Fragments whereof remain unruined to this day : 


 Thenext, was the new made Mountain of Sand, which 


hath dryed up Lago Lncrino, being by an Earth-quake 
tranſported hither ; at the foot of this ſabulous Hill, ve 
{aw the Remnants of Cicero's Village. 

Thence we came to the Temple of Apollo, ſtanding 
on the Eaſt fide of Lacus Avernu, the Walls whereof , 
_ po (the Tecture excepted) are as yet undemo» 
tihed. 


This Lake Ave;nois round, and henid in about with, 


comely heights, bein z as our Guide reparted infinitely 
acep, 
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deep, and in Circuit aſhort mile. The Welt end where- 
of, is inyironed with the Mountain of Cama, whither 
Enea arrived when he fled from Dido Queen of Carthage, 
and Siſter to P:2malion King of T yrs. 

Advancing our way, along the brink of the Lake, we 
came to Sybillaes Cave, the entry be- 
ing dark, becauſe of the obſcure Paſſage," $yb-lz25 Cave. 
hewen out and cut through the main 
Rock, our Guide ſtroke fire, and with a Flzmbo march- 
ed before us. The firſt Paſſage was exceeding high Cime, 
and the further end ſtopped with moularing Earth. 
Inclining to our right Hand, we paſled through a very 
ſtraight and low Paſlage, and fo arrived in Sybilaes 
Chamber, which is a delicate Room, and Artificially 
decored with Moſaical Work : Here it is ſaid, the De- 
vil frequented her Company, and where ſhe wrote her 
Prophecies. From thence he Conducted us through a 
molt intricate-and narrow way, ( wherein we were for- 
ced to walk ſidling in) to a large and vaſt Room - 
The Rockey Vault whereof, was hanging full of looſe 
and long ſtones, many of which were fallen to the bot- 
tome.

_ Room of Sybilla: In which hearing to- yy. ws 
ward the further end, aſhriking noiſe, wii: 


as if it had been the Chirking of Frogs, the Hiſling of 
Serpents, the Buzzing of Bees,or Snarling of Wolves; 
we demanded our Guide from whence ſuch a ſound” 


proceeded 2 Who anſwered, they were Dragons and 
tlying Serpents, praying, us to return, for the Fellow 
was mightily afraid : Whereat Ilauvghing, replycd, 
there was no ſuch matter,. and Mr. Srydelfe deſirous to 
know it, he only and I, leaving the other two behind 
us, adventured the Tryal : Having more then half way 
entercd 1n this Sale, ſtepping on hvge ſtones becauſe of

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the Water, and I carrying the Flambo, for lack of Air, 
being ſo far under ground, the Light periſhed. Where- 
upon we hollowed to our Guide, but the reverberating 
Eccho avoided the ſenle of our words, neither would 
he, nor durſt he hazzard to ſupport us.” | 

Mcan while it being Hell-dark, and impoſſible to find 
ſuch a difficult way back, and tendering (as by Duty ) 
the worthy Gentleman, I ſtepped down ro my middle 
thigh in the Water, Wreſtling ſo along to keep himon 
the dry ſtones. Where indeed | muſt Confels, I grew 
afrighted. for my Legs, fearing to be interlaced with 
water Serpents, and Snakes, for indeed the DiſtraCting 
Noiſe drew aye nearer and nearer us. Atlalt, falling 
near the Voyce of our Guide, who never left ſhouting, 
we returned the ſame way we came In, and ſo tftough 
the other Paſſages, till we were in open fields. 

Here indecd for my too much Curioſity, . I was con- 
dignly requited , being all bemired and wet to the mid- 
dle, yet torthwith the vigorous Sun disburdened me 
quickly thereof: From thence (to be brief) we #1me to

Theancient tothe Fort of Baia, and the Labyrinth of 
Amiquiries or Ciento Camarello, into the admirable Fiſh- 
Pitzolo. ponds of Lucallas, ( the Coverture of 
which, 1s ſ1pported by forty eight natu- 
ral Piilers of ffony Farth)) tothe Detriments of 14f7- 
ma, /ercato ſ abbats, and the Eliſtan Fields : Thence we 
returned by the Scpulcher of Apricula, rhe Mother of 
the crucl Nero, who ſlit vp her Belly to ſee the Matrix 
wherein he was conceived; and by the two decaycd 
Temples of FVenus and Mercury : Croiling over 1n a 
Boat to the Town of Parzole, the chief Monument we 
ſaw, was the ancient Teinple of Frpicer, who ſerveth 
now for their Domo, or Parochial Church : The latter 
Idolatry of which , is nothing Inferiour to the for-

Mean 
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Mean while here arrived the French Gallies, fetching 
home Chevalier duVandum, the Prior of France from Mal- 
ta: Whoſcouring the Coaſt of the lower Bar bary, their 
Fortune was to fall upon a misfortunate Eng ſhip be- 
longing to Captain Pennington, which they as a Curſaro 
or man of - War contiſcated. Their Anchors fallen ; 
I boarded the Queens Galley, where to my great grief 
I found a Countrey man of ſpecial ac- , _ 
quaintance, George Gib of Burrow-towne- Bamoy - = =_ 
nes (who was Pylot tothe Engliſh) falt {ea beEvil 
chained, to an Oar, with ſhaven Head misfortune. 
and Face - Who had his ownſhip twice | 
ſeized on by the Turks, and Mamora, which ſhiphe laſt- 
| ly recovered at the lſle Sardinia, and fold her at Naples 
 beingagyiſerably Worm-eaten. - To whoſe undeſerved 
Miſeries, in my charitable Love, I made a Chriſtian 
Oath, that at my arrival in Exg/and, Iſhould procure 
by the help of his Friends, his Majeſties letrers to the 
Duke of Guyſe Admiral, for his deliverance. But ſoon 
thereafter, being of a great Spirit, his Heart broke, and 
ſodyedin Marſeils, "

Departing from Prutzola; we came to tlie Sulphatara, 
where the fine Brimſtone is made, which is a pretty in- 
circling Plain, ſtanding upon a moderate heighr; having 
three Vents, through twoof which, the ſmoaking Flame 
ariſeth, and the other producerh no fire; but atter an 
exceſiive Rain ſurgeth ſix foot high with black Boyling 
water, which continueth ſo longas the Rain laſteth, 

From thence (our Guide leaving us) we came to 
Grottodicanez Whereinif a Dog be caſt he will ſudden- 
ly dye, and taken thence, and caſt ig the Lake, he will 

_— Ce forthwith 
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forthwith revive : This Grotto or Cave, ſtandeth on the _ 
ſide and Root of a Sulphur Hill, the brink of Lago ds 
Avagno: We deſirous to make Tryal of a Dog, and 
finding the Fellow that purpoſely ſtayeth there ſome- 
what extortionable, I adventured in ſtead of a Dog to 
make Tryal of my ſelf; Whereupon Maſter Srydolfe 
holding up the quartered Door, I entred to the further 
end thereof, bringing back a Warm ſtone incach hand 
from thence : whereat the 7:alians ſwore, I was a De- 
vil and not aman : for behold ( ſay they) there was a 
French Gentleman the former year, who in a Bravado, 
would needs go in: whereupon he was preſently ſtifled 
to Death, and here lyeth buried at the mouth of the 
Grotto to ſerve for a Caveat, to all Raſh and unadviſed 
ſtrangers to do the like. | 
The relation indeed was true, butI 
wha ng counting nothing of it, would needs (fore 
wo Againſt the Gentleman and Maſter Wood's 
Putzola, Will ) go in again, where entred to the 
bortom being ten Paces long, the moiſty 
and choaking heat did ſo ſuffocate and benumb my Sen- 
ſes, that with much adol returned back ; where re- 
cclving the freſh Air,and alittle Wine, I prefently for- 
got my former Trance : which when the Dog-keeper 
ſaw, he for an eaſte Compoſition made tryal of his Dog 
and having tyed a ſtring to his hinder Leg, he caſt the 
Dog ſcarce half way in the Cave, where immediately 
his Tongue hanging out, he fell down dead. And forth- 
with his Maſter pulling him back, caſt himin the Lake, 
Pouring in water in his Ears, but he conld never recover 
his Life. Whereuþon the poor man cried out, alas [ 
am undone, what ſhall I do, the Dog that won my dai- 
ly Food is dead; in Compaſſion whereof the worthy 
Gentleman doubled his Wages. 
. In our way and return roWaples, we paſſed through 
Firgils Gret, being half a mile long, and cut through the 
| main 
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main Body of aRock, whereby the Mountain of Cataia 
by the Sea-ſide is made paſſable; at the Eaſt end whereof 
near the Cyme of the Vault is YV:irgils Tomb:and arrived 
at Naples, Mr. William Stydolfſe reporting to divers of 
his Countrey Gentlemen and mine, of my adventure in 
in Grotto di Cane, they could hardly be perſwaded to be- 
lieve it : But when avouched, they all avowed I had 
done that ( ſo diddivers Neapolitan; ) which never man 
had done before me reſerving Life. 

Bidding farewel to my generous-Friends, I marched 
through Terra a; lavoro, and 1n the way of Saint German, 
and Mount Caſjinoto Rome; within ten miles of Capma , 
I found the pooreſt Biſhop ( Nomer ſinere) the world 
affordeth : having no more ( nor neyer had he, nor a- 
ny before him ) than 4#: Carolin; or Falerti twelve pence 
a day to ſpend. So is there many a Marqueſs, Earl , 
Baron, and Knight in Iraly, who 1s una- 
ble at one time, to keep a Foot-man at _— Poverty 
his heels, a Dog at his foot, a Horſe be= Tie. EO 
tween his Legs, a good ſuit of Cloaths 
on his back, and his Belly well fed, ſo glorious be their 
ſtyles, and ſo miſerable their Revenues, 

Touching at Rome, I ſecretly borrowed one Nights 
Lodging there, and at the breach ofday another hours 
ſight and Conference with my Couſin Simeon Graham 
who ere the Sun aroſe, Croſſing Ponto flamingo, brought 
me on1n my journey, till ahigh way Tavern like a jay] 
held vs both faſt, where leaving our Reciprocal Loves 
behind us, we divided our Bodies Eaſt and Weſt. 

And nowerel leave Rome, I think it beſt, to let our 
Papiſts here at home, ſce the ſhameful Lives and cruel 
Deaths, of moſt oftheir Popes beyond Seas - which their 
own beſt Authors in France, Italy, and Spain, have juſtly 
and condignly avouched and recorded ; and Authoriz-

Boniface the eight, afore named, came to be Pope, by 
Courzening his Predeceſlor Celeſtzne, in ſpeaking through 
the Wall in aReed (as if it had been a voyce trom Hea- 
ven) admeniſhing him to ſurrender his Papacy ; whoſe 
Epithite was thus : Intravit ut Vulpes, Regnauit ut Lu- 
pus, HMortuns eſt ut Canis : He came in like a Fox, he ru- 
led likea Wolfe, he dyed like a Dog. 

At the ſixth Councel of Carthage, was not the Trea- 
chery and falſhood of Pope Zoſtmus, condigaly ſifted 
out, in corrupting for ambitious Government tne Coun- 
cel of Nyce? Bernard about five hundred years agoe, 
Complained much of the Tyranny of Popes in histime, 
calling them Defrauders, Raveners, T raytors, darkneſs 
of the World, Pilates, Wolves, and Devils. 

Albertus Magnus affirmeth, that they who now Go- 
vern their Church, are forthe moſt part Thieves and 
Maurtherers. And Pltina, calleth ſome of their Popes 
vile Monſters, unclean beaſts, and ſtrange Creatures. 
AndI remember it was noted by a Hiſtorian : Eprſcopos 
Romanos ne peccata quidem ſine laud: Committere : The 
Popes could do nothing, were It never ſo Miſchieyous, 
but it was commendable. 

And even likewiſe are their prime Pardons, for Nox- 
as preteritas, aut futuras : and their future Poteſtatem, 
tam quo ad Commiſſa, quam quo 'ad committenda crimina 
abſolvenda;, That his Holineſs hath all manner of Pow- 
er, as well to abfolve them from Crimes to commit, as 
from Crimes committed.” And Iremember about twen- 
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h ty years ago Parlg Papa quinto, Canno» 
- con nized Carolo Borrameo, uhm Biſhop of 
" Milane for anotable Saint, being known 
to be a Notorious and ſcelerate Liver : done ſooner by 
fifteen years then their ordinary time, and that for the 
touch of forry thouſand Duckats; allotting Prayers, 
Miracles, Pardons, and Pilgrimages to him, and eret- 
ing anew Order of Fryers, and Monaſteries unto him. 
Aud yet the poor Biſhop of Lodi, a good and charita- 
ble liver by all Reports, could never, nor cannot attain 
tothe Dignity of aSaint, his means was ſo ſmall when 
Dead, and his Friends ſo poor bejng alive. 
And how wonderful abſurd is the Popes Bulls di Sar- 
ra Crnzada, pro defunttis in Purgatory, that for one Pa« 
ter Neſter, at a Maſs ſaying, ora Maſs ſaid for them : 
Sicavano fuora dalla Purgatorio, tre anime qualche ct orli- 
4no, viz, You ſhall relieve any three Souls qut of Purga- 
tory whom you pleaſe. Nay, I have ſeen the Popes E- 
dict ſo gracions, that induring one Maſs, as many Pa- 
rers as you can recite, as many Souls you free from 
thence. 
And thus me thinketh in one half year, he might ſoon 
empty that purging Pit - Yet unleſs the Suppliant touch 
with his finger, during his Prayers, a gaudy Beed inra- 
velled between five ſmall faſt made Irons, placed before 
the Altar ; their Bula, their Pazment for it ; their Pa- 
zters, their Devotion for their Friends ſouls, are all loſt. 
Then ſay, if Paradventure, the Friends of the defunct 
be oblivious in this Officiouſneſs, and neglect both the 
Ceremony, and Pater Noſter, might not the Pope ultly 
be reputed a cruel Monſter, that for want of pattering 
an abridged Pater, his Cerberian Office in Hell; ſhould 
detain any poor Soul in ſuch Torments, asthey ſay are 
in Purgatory. 
Infinite paſſages of the like kind could I recite, If 
had longer time and larger Leiſure; and eſpecially of 
their 
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their Miraculous lyes, or lying Miracles 3 in ereQing 
of falſhood, and maintaining of Perjury ; but till afit- 
ter occaiion, I will revert to my ltinerary Diſcourſe, 
and fo proceed.

Of which Army Count Mansfield was General, and 
with whom l croſſed the Gulf to Pola in 1ria, and from 
thence to the ſiege of Grad:ſca : The diſcourſe where- 
of, I have here formerly avouched in the ſecond Part of 
my firſt Travels. Now to ſpeak of a Soldier, certain- 
ly be is more then Praiſe-worthy and fortunate, that 
hath faced the Low-Countries, reviewed Briſc:ia in Lom- 
bardy, and footed and ſighted the Arſenal of Fenice, then 
his eyes have firſt ſeen, the Sons, the force, the Policies 
and Kingdom of Mars. Secondly, the Fiery ſhop of 
Vulcan, whererareſt Arms and Weapons are hammer'd 
out upon the Anvil, for the honour of Mars ; and laſt- 
ly the incomparable Armory or Store-houſe for Seaand 
Land, the Iagazin and Treaſury of Mars. 

Now leaving both the Armies barking at other like 
to Hircanian Wolves, I traced the fertile ſoyls of Czrirn- 
dia, Carnecla, and Stria even to Vienna : all which were 
ſubject to the Emperor, fave apart of Carneolz, that 
Groans under the Tb.

poſterity of dry land Towps. 

Herel found a Turkiſh Ambaſſador, going down the 
Champion Danubio of Europe, for Conſtantinople 3 and 
with him one Gratianus, a Greek his interpreter, to 
whoſe familiar Love I was much obliged; and with 
whom I imbarked down the River to Presburg : a place 
where the Hungarian Crown is kept, and from thence 
deſcending the River to Commorre, the down-molt 
Town the Emperor retaineth on Danub:o, 1 left my no- 
ble Interpreter, and Traverſed the Champain Country. 

The chief Towns whereof I will briefly touch,and fo 
proceed : Buda is the Capital City of Hungary, where- 
1 the Turkiſh Baſſaw hath his reſidence.and was taken in 
by Solyman the Emperor,the twentieth of Auguſt 1526. 
the other is the aforeſaid Presburg, anciently Boſonia 3 
the reſt are Belgrad or Albegreb, anciently Taurinum, 1N 
Ditch Griechs : Weiſſenberg, that was taken by Solimman 
1520. Yalpa, and Singidum, upon the Danubio, both 
under the Tark, and that of the ſeven Churches upon 
the River Dranataken in, in the vear one thouſand five 
hundred and forty three, and Zzgeth taken allo in the 
year one thouſand five hundred ſixty ſix.

pan, Zornock, Alba Regal, Sigedin, Mucchatz, Zegedin , 
and Sexard. Ft 

The other Beelezbeg-ſhip of Hungary is at Temeſera,. 
who retaineth under his Command eight Sanzacks and 
as many Jurisdictions, ſpreading his Authority over fix 
thouſand Timariots, andeight thouſand foot Soldiers; 
and theſe Sanzacks lying at Temeſara, Lippa, Itiſhinad , 
Mudania, &Kc. The Great Turk, hath eight Beelerbeps 
or Baſſaws under him in Europe ;, that of Boſna being one 
of them,who commandeth ten Sarzacks and eight thou= 
ſand Timarrots; the reſidence of which Baſſa is at Bagi- 
vialez.2a, a Commodious place lying inthe midſt of Cir- 


culating Provinces; over which he ſpreads the Ballacco 
of his Power.

The ſpace from ſide to ſide of each one of thefe Cir- 
cs, amounted to twenty Durch miles; the Towns, 
Villages and Houſes being within, and fo contrived, 
rhat eachone was within Cry of another : this was the 
Fr{t admirable Plantation of the FHunnes in this King 
dom. 

The Hungarians have ever been theftuous, treacherous 
znd falſe, ſo that there one Brother will hardly truſt an- 
ether,which infidelity among themſelves and diſtracted 
deceitful Governors, was the chiefeſt cauſe of their 0- 
verthrow and ſnbjection under Infidels : And fo have 
corrupt Councellors, and inſolent Princes been the 
Ruin of their own Kingdoms; forif we would bave a 
Prince fit to govern others, and todirect himſelf with 
the ſquare Rules of wiſdom and judgment, to know 
how to become all places, and to uſe all fortunes ; let 
him bind his tender youth with a Diſpolition temper'd 
with ſadneſs: forſucha man can neither ſeduce his mi- 
nority with ill Examples, nor marr his waxen Age with a 
falſe impreſlion, roo common a Condition of thele dif- 
lojutetimes.

The Hungarian miles are the longeſt upon Earth, for 
every one of theirs, is ſix of our Scots miles , nine 
Engliſh : ſo that the moſt that everl could Travel there 
in one day, was but fix miles: Their Language hath 
no affinity with any other kind of ſpeech, and yet the 
greateſt part of the Countrey both under the Turk and 
Emperor are Proteſtants, and arethe beſt of all the reſt, 
the other being Arians and Papilts. 

There is a great Gentry in this Kingdom, but nntra- 
yelled abroad, far leſs mannerly at home, being luxuri- 
ous and 111 taught, and damnably given to that Maſcn- 
line miſery, the whole Southern World is defiled with. 
Having now traverſed all the Countrey to Grena, and ſs 
to Gatterad inValechia, | found the Countrey ſo covered 
with Woods, and them full of Murtherers ( for 1 was 
robbed on theſe Confines, and hardly ſaved my life) 
I was conſtrained I ſay, to return to Tockat in the higher 
Hungary, and from thence in one day | ſtepped into 
T ranſulvana. | 

This Countrey is fo environed with 
high and unpaſſable Mountains about, 
thatithere 1s but only fiveEntries to come 
into it, which make it ſo ſtrong and impregnable - 
Within there 18 arich bottom or Plain of thirty miles 
long, and fix broad, being beautified with fix fas 
Towns ; the chiefeſt whereof, are Cromeſtate, Tuliaſtrod, 
and Hermeſtat, The-tides of the Mountains withitr

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riſe all upward even half level way to the tops, which | 
maketh a pleaſant and proſpective Countrey, and the 


beſt mixt ſoyl of Enrope: for on the incircled Plain,

with one another as they need. Here I found every 
where kind and familiar People; yea, and the yery Vul- 
gars ſpeaking frequent Larine, and ſo commonly do all 
the Hungarians, The Inhabirants here are all Prote- 
ſtants, but for their /J.zyvod or Prince Bethlem Gabor, 1 
ſaw him not, for he was lying ſick of a Feaver at 
Tuliaſtrad : This Province is a free Principality, and 
notwithſtanding adherent in ſome reſpect to the Autho- 
rity of the Turk. But now having left this Religious 
Countrey, and Croſling the North paſlage of the Hills, 
called the Borean Berger, or North Mountain, Ientred 
in Moldovia; where for my welcome in the midſt of a 
Border-Wood, I was beſet wirh fix Murderers, Hunga- 
rransand Moldavians : where having with many Pray- 
crs ſaved my Life, they robbed me of threeſcore Hun- 
gar Duckatsof Gold, and all my Taxrk:ſþ Cloaths, leav- 
1ag me ſtark naked 3 ſaveonly they returned to me my 
Patents, Papers, and Seals. 

This done, and for their better ſecurity, they carri- 
ed me alittle out of the way, and bound my naked Bc= 
dy faſt about the middle to an Oaken- Tree, with wood- 
en Ropes, and my Arms backward ſolikewiſe : ſwear- 


ing to me, that itI cryed for help, or marred them of _ 


their 
Hye place the Cit, where Iwas beſet with ſix Murderers in Moldavia, 
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their Deſigns before the Sun-ſet, they would turn back 
and kill me 3 promiſing then to ſet me free. 

But night come, and I forgotten, was : | 
left here ina trembling fear, for Wolves 4A Joyful deli. 
and wild Boars till the morrow ; where AOTEES 
at laſt by Gods Providence I was reliev- qgom. 
ed in the Morning by a Company of 
Heards : who clothing me with an old long Coat of 
| theifs, and refreſhing me with Meat; one of them car- 
ried me five Leagues unto the Lord of the ground, the 
Baron of Starhulds a Moldavian Proteſtant, with whom 
I ſtayed fifteen days - And was more thanrepaired of all 
my Loſſes, by his own bounty, and Noble Kinſmen, 
his neighbouring Friends, and would not ſuffer me ro 
goalty further in the Countrey, becaule of the Turks 
jealouſie over ſtrangers, 1n regard it was but lately 
wreſted from a Chriſtian Prince, with whom I wascon- 
verſant at CR in Sir Thomas Glover, the Am- 
baſladors houſe. 

Well, I yield to the Noble-mans Counſel, and giy- 
ing him all dutiful thanks for his kind regards, hefent 
- Guide with me for two days journey through a part 

of Podolia, the upmoſt Countrey of Poland, bordering 
with Tartary. 

The half of which Countrey I found left disinhabit- 
ed and deſolate by Incurſions of Tartarians. Here I de- 
termined to have entered in T artery, but finding no con- 
duct nor aſſurance of my ſafety, I continued my Courſe 
to Crocavia,ſituate on the upper Frontiers of Poland bor- 
dering with Hungary. 

T artary isthought to be ſix hundred Leagues in length, 
confining Eaſtward with China, to the South with the 
Caſpian Sea, to the North with &uſis, and to the Welt 
with Pedelia, and Aoldavia.

And nevertheleſs at their daily meetings ( Experi- 
ence taught me ) there was never a more repining Peo- 
ple againſt our Prince aud Church as they be : for in this 
Preſumption a two fold cauſe ariſeth,want Of zeal, and 
Church difcipline in our part, and the Officious nine 
penny Maſs on their part : yea, all, and each of them, ſo 
exacted and Compounded with at higher or lower Rates, 
as the Officers in this narure pleaſe. 

The Diſtribution whereof I no ways Parallel to the 
fleight Concaviating veins of the Earth, nor the ſole 
ſupply of High-rifing Arl4,,neicther to invelope the Per- 
pendiculars of long reaching Caucaſus : howloever 
TeQt-demoliſhed Churches, unpaſſable Bridges, indi- 
gent Scholars, and diſtreſſed Families be ſupported 
therewith, I am as clear of it as they, although l ſmart 
by the contrary Contuſion. 

But leaving this and oblerving my Method, Iremem- 

- ber I ſaw in Trelanuds North-parts,two remarkable ſights: 
The one was their manner of Tillage, 

A bad _ un- Ploughsdrawn by Horſe-tails, wanting 
_ —_ garniſhing, they are only faſltned with 
F ſtraw, or Wooden Ropes to their bare 
Rumps, marching all ſide for fide,three or four in a Rank, 
and as many men hanging by the ends of that untoward 
Labour: Its as bad a Husbandry I fay, as ever I found 
among the wildeſt Savages alive ; for Caramins, who 
vnderſiayd not the Civil form of Agriculture ; yet bhey 
delve, hollow, and turn over the ground, with manu- 
al and Wooden inſtruments : but the /;ſþ have rhou- 
ſandsof both Kingdoms daily labouring beſide them 


yet they cannot learn, bccaule they will not learn, to 
ule 
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' uſegarniſhing, ſo obſtinate they are in their barbarous 


Conſuertude, unleſs Puniſhment and Penalties were in- 
flicted ; and yet moſt of them are content to pay twen- 
ty ſhillings a year, before they will change their Cuſtom. 

The other as goodly ſight 1 ſaw, was yen nh 
Women travelling the way or toylingat women giving 
home, c#rry their Infants about their . ſuck ro theis 
Necks, and laying their Dugs over their Babes | behind 
Shoulders, would give ſuck to the Babes _ no” 
behind their Backs, withont taking them 


in their Arms - Such kind of. Breaſts, me thinketh., X 


were very fit, to be made money Bags for Eaſt or Welt 
Indian Merchants, being more then half a yard long, aud 
as well wrought, as any Tanner, in thelike Charge, 
could ever mollike ſuch Leather. | 

As forany other Cuſtoms they have, to avoidPro- 
lixity I ſpare; only, before my Pen flee over Seas, 1 
would gladly ſhake hands with ſome of our Church-men 
there, for better arethe Wounds of a Friend, than the 
ſweet ſmile of a Flatterer, for loye and truth can not 


_ diſſemble. | 


Many diſlſembling impudents intrude themſelyes in 
this high calling of God,whoare not truly,neither wor- 
thily thereunto called; the ground here ariſing either 
from a Carnal or careleſs Preſumption, otherwiſe from 
needy greedy,and lack of Bodily maintenance. 

Such is Cow the Corruption of time, | 
that I know here even Mechanick men An Ecclefia- 
admitted in the place of Paſtors - yea, — 
and rude bred Soldiers whoſe Education preachers. 
was at the Musket mouth, are become 
there, both Lyb:an grave, and unlearned Churca-men: 
Nay ; beſides them profeſied ; indeed profeſſed Scho- 
lars; whoſe warbling mouths ingorged with ſpoonſuls 
of bruiſed Latize, ſeldom or never expreſled, unleſs the 
force of quailing, ſpew it forth from their empty Sculls :

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Such I ſay, interclude their Doctrine; between the 
thatch and che Churcli-walls tops ; and yet their ſmal=

Text Spaniſh Sack, theit Prayers Carrouſing, their ſing- 
 ingof Pfalms the whiffing of Tobacco, their laſt bleſſing 
Aqua vite, and all their Doftrine, ſound Drunkenneſs. 
. And whenſoever theſe Parties do meet, 
ringed: their parting is Dare-like from a Dutch 
Miniſters ang Pots and the Miniſter ſti} Purſe-bearer , 
Maſs Prieſts: CQefrayeth all Charges for the Prieſt : Ar- 
x guments of Religion, like Podolian Polonis 
#15 they ſuccumb; their Conference only pleading mutu- 
al forbearance; the Miniſter affraid of the Prieſts 
Wood: Carnes, and the Prieſts as fearful of the Mini- 
ſters apprehending, or denoting them; Contratting 
thereby a Gibeonized Covenant, yea, atid for more Sub= 
miſſions ſake, he will give way to the Prieft to Munible 
Maſs in his Ghurch; where he in all his Life made never 
Prayer nor Sermon. | | 
Loe there are ſome of the abuſes of otir late Weak, + 
and ſtraggling Ectleſjaſticks thefe; aid the Soul ſtink 
farrow of Godleſs Epicures and Hypocrites. : 
To al! rrhich, and much more haye | been an cccnfar 
_ Teſtator, 
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Teſtator, and ſometimes a conſtrained Confociate to. 
their Companionry ; yet not ſo muck inforced; as deft 
rous to know the behaviour and Converſation of fuch 
mercenary Febuſites. =o, 

Great God amend it, for it is great Pitty to behold 
It, and if it continye ſo ſtill, as when I ſaw themlaſt; 
O far. better it were, that theſe ill beſtowed Tythes, 
and Church-wall Rents, were diſtributed to the Poor , 
and needy, than to. ſuffocate the Swine-fed Bellies of 
ſuch Idle and Prophane Paraſits. 

And here another general abuſe, I obſerved that when- 
ſoever any Iriſh dye, the Friend of the defunct (beſides 
other Fees) paying twenty ſhillings to the Engliſh Cu- 
rate,(hall ger the Corps of the diceaſed to be buried with- 
inthe Church, yeaoften, even under the Pulpit foot - 
And for Ilucre interred in Gods Sanftuary when dead , 
who when alive would never approach, nor enter the 
Gates of $:0:;, to worſhip the Lord, nor conform them< 
{elves to true Religion, 

Truly ſach and the like abuſes, and evil Examplesof 
lew'd Lives, have been the greateſt hindrance of that 
Lands Converſion 3 for ſuch like Wolves have been from 
time to time, bot ſtumbling blocks before them ;, re- 
garding more their own ſenſual and licentious ends, than 
the Glory of God, in converting of one Soul unto his 
Church. | 

Now as concerning the Conſcionable —

al place, he was interred in the Church, with the which 
he had played the Ruſſian all his Lite ; being openly 
carried at mid-day with Jeſuites, Prieſfs, and Fryers of 
his own Nation, and after a Contemptible manner in 
Deriſion of our Profeſſion, and Laws of the Kingdom. 
Infinite more Examples of this kind could I recite,and 
the like Reſemblances of ſome being alive; bur 1Re-

dor of his Teeth his Charges be redoub- 
ted. Next tochoole his Lodging ( if it fall out in any 
way ſtanding Tayern) far from paludiate Ditches, leſt 
the vehemency of Chirking Frogs, vex the wil{h*d for 
Repoſe of his fatigated Body, and caſt him in a vigilant 
Perplexity. 

And laftly, unleſs early he would ariſe, I never wiſh 
himtolyenear the Fore-ſtreets of a Town; becauſe of 
the diſturbant Clamours of the Peaſant ſamboys or nail 
Wooden ſhoes : whoſe noiſe like an e£quivox, relem- 
bleth the claſhing Armour of Armies ; or the Clangor 
of the Ulyſſen tumbling Horſe to fatal Troy. 

But now tomy purpoſe, leaving Par behind me, I 
arrived at Pay in Bearne. This Province is a Principali- 
ty of it ſelf, anciently annexed to the Kingdom of Va- 
varre: lying between the higher Gaſcony of Gyan, and 
the Pyrhencs Mountains of Bake, bordering with the 
North parts of Navarre: Both of which, belongeth to 
the French Ring, excepta little of Bake toward the Co- 
lumbian Alpes, and that the Spaniard commandeth. 

Paz is the Juſtice ſeat of Bearne, having a goodly Ca- 
{tle, ſituate on an arrificial Rock; and in thisplace was 
that Martial Henry du Burbone Ia Quatrieſme born, then 
King of Navarre. 

Here be the fineſt Gardens in Chriſtendom, the Gar- 
dcns of Pretolino (five miles from Florence ) only except- 
cd, \ct tor fair Arbors, ſpacious over-filing walks, 

and 
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. and incorporate Trees of interchanging growths, it ſur- 


paſſeth Pretolino : but the other for the Variety of 
fructiferous Trees, rare and adinirable Ponds, artificial 
Fountains 3 D#aza , and her Alabaſter Nymphly-por- 
trayed Train, the Counter-banding force of Aguadorri, 
and the exquilite banqueting Room, continued among 
ſounding unſeen Warers, in form of Gargantus Body, ir 
much excelleth Pax. 

Hence,l deſcended the River of Orthes 
to Bajon, and Crofling the River Behobia, 21c47 in Spain 
which divideth Frarceand Spain,l entered CEE 
in Biſcas Fune 19th, 1620. Ihis 184 : 
Mountainous and invincible Countrey, ( of which /ido- 
714 18 the chief City) being a barren and almoſt unpro- 
fitable Soyl. The ſpecial Commodities whereof, are 
Sheep, Wool as ſoit asSilk, Goats, and excellent good 
Iron - Corns they have none, or little at all, neither 
Wine, but what is brought from Vavarre In Pelagoes Or 
Swine-$kins carried on Mulets backs. 

Leaving Biſcar, I entred Navarre,and came to Pampe- 
los its Metropolitane City : Here I found the pooreſt 


V iceroy ( nomen ſine re) with the leaſt means to maintain 


him, that everthe World afforded ſuch a ftyle. Navar- 
7e Is but a little Kingdom, amounting in length ( with 
the South Pendicles of the high Pzrhencſe) to twenty 
three Leagues : T hat 1s, between Porto dt Sr. Fohanne in 
B-kz, and Grozo upon the River H:bro, dividing the 
old Ciſti:aand Navarre, In breadth it extendeth to 
{ſeventeen Leagues, that is between Yaren in Biſcaz, and 
Terrufranca 1n Arragon : The foyl is indifferent fertile 
of Cornsand Wines. From thence l ſer Ealt-ward to 
Syraguſa, the Capital ſeat of Arragon. | 
Arragon, hath Navarre to the Weſt, South Valertia 
Kingdom, Eaſt, and South-eaſt Cralemma; and on rhe 
North the Alpes Pyrheneſe. Itisan ancient and famous 
Kingdom, under whoſe Jurisdiction, were both the Pet- 
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ty Kingdoms of Yalentia, and Barſelona : And not long 
azo traduced to tne Caſtilian King by marriage. For al- 
though Caſtilia hath the Language, they have the line-- 
al defcent of the Romans ; the Inhabitants whereof being 
inſtinctively endued with all humane affabilities. From 
thence returning through the old Caſtilia, or Kingdom 
of Burgos, in the way to St. 7ago of Compoſtelia ln Galina: 
It was my fortune, at St. Domingo to enter the Town- 
Church : accompanied with two French Puppies, mind- 
ful to ſhew mea miraculous matter, 

Where, when come, Ieſpicd over my 
head oppoſite to the greatAltar;two milk 
white Hens, enraveljed 1n an Iron Cage, 
on the inner-fide of the Porches Promontore. And dc- 

manding why they were kept ? Or what they fignified ? 
Certain Spaniards replyed come along with us, and 
you ſhall ſee the Story ; and being brought to the (Cho- 
ro) it was drawn thereon as followeth. The Father 
and the Son, two Burbonesns of France, going in P1l- 
2rimage to Gt. Fames, It was their lot to Lodg here in 
a1 Inn - Where ſupper caded, and reckoning paid, the 
0ſt percciving their denariate Charge, he entcred 
TACIE Chamber, when thy were afleep, and in Bcd, 
Conveying his O77N Pur ic in tC young mans Bradger. 

To morrow eariy , the two Innocent. Pilgrims, foot- 
ing the hard bruiling way, were guickly over-hied by 
the Juſtice; wherethe Holt making ſearch tor his Purſe, 
found itin rhe Sons bagg, Whereupon initantly, and 
inthe ſame place he was s hanged,and leit hanging there, 
icizing on their money by aSentential forfeiture. 

The ſorrow ful Father (notwithſtanding ) continued 
his Pilgrimage to Conpoſtelia. Where, when come,and 
I>evotion made, our Lord of Mount Serata appeared to 
tim ſaying : prayers are neard, ard thy Groans have 
pierced my hea , «ruſe "ant revay n to Saint Domingo for thy 
Seu liveth, Ay d he accordivgly returned, found it fo, 

and 
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and the Son-hanged Monſter, aſter thirty days ab- 
icence, {poke thus from the Gallows, Farther £0 to 07 
Hoſt, and ſhew him I live, then ſpeedily return. By which 
direction the old man ertred the Town, and finding the 
Hoſt ar Table, in breaking up of two roaſted Pullets, 
told him, and faid : My ſonlveth, come 

and ſee. To which the {miling Hoſt re- Adamnavlede- 
plyed, he is as ſurely alive on the Gal- any "yu 
lows, as theſe two Pullets be alive 1n the : 
Diſh. Art which Proteſtation, the two fire-ſcorched 
Fowls leapt out ſuddenly alive, with Heads, Wings , 
Feathers, and Feet, and kekling took flight thrice about 
the Table. The which amazing fight, made the aſto- 
niſhed Hoſt to confeſs his guiltineſs, and the other re- 
licved from the Rope, he was hung up in his place, al- 
lotting his houſe for an Hoſpitality to Pilgrims for e- 
VCr, | 

There are ſtil] two Hens reſerved here, in Memory 
of this Miracle, and aye changed, as they grow fat for 
the Priclts Chops, being freely given to rhe place. And 
1 dare {wearing ſay, theſe Prieſts eat fatter Hens, than 
Don Phill;po himſelf, they being fed by the Peoples De- 
Yotion, at their Entrance to the Morning and Eyening 
Sacrifices, and are termed holy Hens. Infinite paper 
could [ blot, with relating the like abſurdittes, and 
Miraculous lyes of the Roan Church, but leaving them 
Lilla fitter occaſien, I proceed. From thence traverſing

And as 1 take it. the 
Sp: #/1ard being of a low ſtature, borroweth his f19h- 
minded breaſt from the high toped Mountains, for the 
one 1n quality, and the other 1n quantity, bg extraordi- 
narily infounded.

Their Manners are conformable to their diſcent, and 
their Conditional Vertues ſemblable to their laſt and 
longeſt Conquerors, of whom they retain the trueſt 
ſtamp. 

The moſt penurious Peaſants, in the World be here, 
whoſe Quotidian moans, might draw fears from ſtones. 
Their Villages ſtand as waſt like as the Sabunk, Gara- 
moat, Or Arabian Pavilions, wanting Gardens, Hedges, 
Gloſles, Barns, or Back-ſides: This ſluggiſh and Idle 
Husbandry, being a Natural inſtinct of theirneighbour 
or Paternal Moors, 

As for induſtrious Arts, and Iaventions, and Vertnes, 
they are as dull thereof, as their late Predeceſlors - and 
truly Iconfeſs for the Spaniſh Nun, ſhe is more holy then 
the /ralian ;, the former are only reſerved tothe Fryers, 
and Prieſts : The latter being more Noble, have moſt 
affinity with Gentlemen. The Spaniard is of a ſpare 
Diet and Temperate, if at his own coſt he ſpend; but 
if given Gratzs, he hath the longeſt Tusks that ever 
ſtroke at table. 

After a donbtful and dangerous Departure from 174- 
drid (as Sir Walter Afton his Majeſties Ambaſſador can 
teſtifie with his Folloivers, as ſome of his people have 
already here done the ſame, ) being the drift of my owg 
Countrey men, Icame to Toledo twelve Leagues diſtant 
from thence : This City 1s {ituate on a ragged Rock up- 
on the River Tacus, being an Arch-ÞBiſhops ſeat, the 

Timat and 7Yerropolitan Sce of all Spain: Yet a miſera- 
bly impoveriſhed and deiormed place. 

And altiough the Sparizrd; of all Towns in Spaiz ,

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'._ ____ for beauty, bounds, nor Wealth, if nor 
Naked _ for the Intrado belongeth to ir, amount- 
on oor 76 18g yearly (as they affirm) totwo hun- 
p5.na : dred thouſand Duckats; for there is no 

other Epiſcopal Seat, in all Caſ#i{;a, or 
Kingdom of Toledo, Giving back to Toledo, I croſſed 
the-croſling S:erade Morada, ( which divideth the King- 
dom of Grenada, from the Mana of the new Caſtitia ) 
and arrivedat Grenada, the Capital of Andolaſia. 

Here had the Aors their laſt reſidence in Sparn, and 
was Magnanimouſly recovered, Anno 1499. years, by 
Ferdinando the Cafizlian King, and his Wife Iſabella. It 
ſtandeth at the foot of Siera de Nevada ( the Snowy 
Alpes, ) who referve continually Snow on the tops, and 
partly incloſed between two Snow- melting Rivers. In 
this City 1s the principal Seat, and Colledge of Juſtice , 
of all South Spain: As Valladel; is for the North of 
Spain, the high Court of Madrid having Prerogativye 0- 
ver both. 

It hath a ſpacious and ſtrong Caſtle, which was build- 
ed by the Moors, and indeed a Kingly Manſion - Where 
I fawthe Halls and Bed-Chambers of the Xfor;ſh Kings, 
moſt exquiſitely over-filed, and indented with Moſai- 
cal work; excelling far any modern induſtry whatſoe- 
Ver. 
The Emperor Charles the fifth, and King of Sparr, 
after his return from that misfortunate Voyage of A1- 
ier, left a Monument here, never likely to have been 
accompliſhed, that is the Foundation of an admirable 
work advanced two ſtories high - without it is qua- 
drangled, and within round 3 having two degrees of 
incircling Promontories, ſupported by Marble Pil- 

lars and Alabaſter Arches, 


Being 
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Being dismiſſed here, it was my for- 
tune > Antecara to encounter with a 6 
Merchant, ( Mr. Woodſon a Londoner, ) chan, 
newly come from Yenice, and bound to = 
Malaga. With whom deſirouſly accompanied, the day 
following being Sunday, with ſore travel we came with 
innight to Malaga, and thereafter e_ to our ſeve- 
ral Lodgings, the next Morning I addreſſed my {elf to 
the ſhore ſidez where I had notice given me, of a French 
ſhip belonging to Tolon in Provance, that was lying 1n 
the Mould, and ſhortly bound for Alexandria: And find- 
ing that Tranſportation moſt Convenient for my De- 
fien ( my ſafeſt Courſe lying through Agypr and the Red 
Sea, for Preſter Fchan's Dominions and Court) I preſent- 
ly made Bargain with the Ships-malter, for my paſlage 
and Victuals. 

And now attending my departure thence, upon the 
fifth day after my coming hither, Anno 1620. Offober 
27th. the Engliſh Fleet that went againſt the Pyrats of 
Alzier, gave Anchor at Mid-night in theRoad: Whoſe 


ſuddain coming, yeilded no ſmall fear to the affrighted 


Town, miſtaking them for Turks; for the two Caſtle- 
Bells Ringing backward, the thundring Drums reſound= 
ing, and the Town all the latter night in Arms, bred 
inch diſturbant deſpair totheir Familtes, and DiſtraQi- 


on to themſelves, that their Wives and Children fled ta 
the higher Caſtle, without the Town; and | ſtaid Con- 
{ort with the Defendants till day-light. But morning 
come, and the Engliſh Colours diſcovered , Don Faſpar 
Ruiz, de Peredas the Governor, went aboard of the Eng= 
liſh General Sir Robert Mauncil, where after Congra- 
tulating Complements, he being returned aſhoar, dif 
miſſed the Burgers and their Arms. In = 
th:t Afternoon, and the day following 24[ageaffrigh* 
being Saturday, there came hundreds a- we NEON

ſhoar of my ſpecial Friends, and old Fa- es ER 
m1llars, 
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miliars, Londoners, and Courtiers, with whom deſi. 
zoufly mer, we were jovial together. til] Sunday morn- 
ing-- where then 1 went aboard of the Lyon, his Maje- 
ſties ſhip, and ſaluted the General, who kindly enter- 
tained me to the next day, that the Fleet was divided in 
three Squaders, and he under Sail, and then unhappi- 


ly came l1aſhoar in aFiſher-boat, to my dear bought de-* 


ſtruction, being ſore againſt the Generals will, but that 
I ſhould have gone with him to Alger - Save only that 
wy Linnen, Letters,and Sacket was lying in my hoſtery, 
and ſo could not go: but what ſhall I ſay ? 

Duod fortuna dedit, nemo tollere poteſt. 

And fo now followeth the ſorrowful Relations of my 
Tragical ſuftezings, which as briefly as 1 may, I ſhall 
ſuccinctly avouch, although the larger, the better to 
be tnderſtood. 


Sad foul mix Truth, with Grave and promp Diſcourſe 
Let Paſjions be, this Tragick ſtyle muſt reſt 
On Faith and Patience, Columns of ſecourſe, 
Which underprop'd my ſufferings here expreſt : 
Lord weigh my Words, with Wiſdom, give me Grace 
In all ths Work, to grve thy Glory place. 


I was no ſooner entred the Town, and drawing up 


aprivate way to my Lodging, to ſhun Company and ac- 
quaintance, for that night was I to have imbarked for 
Alexandria, but I was ſuddenly ſurpriſed in that nar- 
[row depopulated ſtreet, with nine Aligzozilos, Serge- 
ants, who incloſing me on both fiides laid violent hands 
on me, wrapping me uP in ablack frizado Cloak, and 
£riping my Throat to ſtop my crying, they carry- 
ed me on their Arms to the Goyernors houſe, and jn- 
cloſed me in a low Parlour.

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To which when the Governor came. 
for I was acquainted with him before, I 
adly ſpoke, laying, My moſt noble Gover-

na little Cabinet within the Parlour, till he went for 
Maſs, commanding them with all poſſible diligence to 
fetch hither the Captain of the Town Dor Franceſco ds 
Cordova,the Alcade major, and the States Scrivan, enjoy- 
ning them to conceal my apprehending till further Try» 
al under the pain of Death. 

At laſt he fromthe Maſs, and they come hither, the 
Sergeants were dismiſſed, the doors made faſt, and I

Entreaty. My dear Brother, and gallant Companion, Con= 
feſs freely that you have been in Civilia, for your Countenance 
bewrayerh, there are ſome hidden purpoſes inthe Cloſet of your 
weeds and Para fuyrmas malo, you had beſt in time re- 

late to me the truth. 
W hereat [ ſaying no, as truth acquired, he went back, 
reſolving them ot my ſtiff denial, and they therewith 
incenſed, 
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incenſed, -I was invited to their former Preſence, and| 
: main Accuſations enſuing. Firſt the 
A nx ane} Governor made me ſwear and hold up 
--_ my hand, that I ſhould tell the particular 
26 Truth of every thing he was to demand 
of me which indeed [did according to my knowledge. 
Then he required if the Engliſh General was a Duke, 
or great Signior, and what could be the reaſon, that he 
refuſed to come aſhore there ; for that was the firſt im-| 
preſſion of their falſe: conceived jealovſie, Next, he 
asked me, if I knew his name, and the other Captains 
and what their names were?

The Scrivan writing down, meanwhile every word 
he ſpoke, and what Ilanſwered : well; to all the for- 
mer particulars giving Condign ſatisfaction, and to the 
laſt, denying that I knew of the forth-coming of the 
Fleet, they all four gave a ſhout in the contrary. Where: | 
upon the Governor. ſwearing, curſed and ſaid, hor | 
Iyeſt like a Villain, thou art a Spy and aTraytor, and cameſt | 
arettly from England of purpoſe ro Spain z, and hath been 
lying nine Months in S:vilia, getting ſure Intelligenct, 
whenthe Spaniſh Navy was looked for from the /ndves; 
and that thou expreſsly here, came to meet with rhe 
Engliſh A-mado, (knowirg of their Diet) togive them 
Credible knowledge thereof : And that by thy inform 
Lion, they might the more readily Compals their ends, 
and thus thy Treachery and ſubrilty , hath been im-

Whereat I being aſtoniſhed, and ſeriouſly anſwering

tal meeting. 

All this we ſaw, and hourly remarked (ſaid he) and 
thou art newly come from the General, when thou waſt 
taken, where conſulting with their Councel of War 
this morning, ( concerning what they aſligned thee to 


accompliſh ) thou haſt delivered thy Opinion, and the

Fleet, but that he would not, for my being diſcover- 
ed. Art laſt ſeeing his damnable Opinion, and toclear 
my felf of ſuch falſe imputarions : I requeſted him to.

my Carriage and honeſt purpoſe, and thereupon the 
approbation of my Prince. 

This demand liked him well, thinking thereby to 
find out all the ſecrets and Practices of my Negotiation 
with the Eng Fleet. Whereupon forthwith, and with: 
cloſe Circumſpettion he had it brought 
unto him, my hoſtage Houſe not know- 
ing where I was. The Clogbag I opened 
my ſelf, and ſhowing him his Majeſties 
Letters in Parchment,and under his Hand

miſregarded, giving it neither Reſpect or truſt. 

After which, Iſhow'd him divers Patents, Seals, and 
the great Seal of -Feruſalem, Paſports, and my Book of 
Arms, called Liber amicorum, wherein, I had the Hand- 
writs, and Arms of ſundry-Kings, Dakes, Princes, Vice- 
Roys, Marqueſles, Earls, Lords, and Governors, &c. 
done 1in Proſe and Verſe, in Greek, Lattine, or their 
maternal Tongues, being as Propitious Pledges of their 
favour, in Commendation of me, and of my T ravels. 

Butal} theſe would not ſatisfie him; nay, rather con- 
firmng a greater jealouſic of his former Sufpition:wiere-. 
upon miſ-conſtruing all, they ſeized abſolutely upon 
my Clogbag, viewing, and detaining all [had at their 
Pleaſure 3 including me the third time.

Well, the Governors interrogation and my Confeſli-

Tormenting pain, and likewiſe Ihad drunk none for 
three days before. 

But afterward, at the third Charge, perceiving theſe 
meaſures of Water to be inflicted upon me as Tortures, 
O ſtrangling Tortures ! I cloſed my Lips, gain-ſtand- 
ig.that Eager crudelity. 

Whereat the Alcalde inraging, ſet my Teeth aſun- 
der with a pair of iron Cadges,detaining them there, at 
every ſeveral turn, both mainly and ma- 
nually.; whereupon my hunger-clung'd 
Belly waxing great, grew Drum-like im- 

bolſtered - for it being a ſuffocating pain, in regard of 
s my Head hanging downward, and the Water re-ingorg- 
ing itſelf in my Throat with a ſrugling force ; it ſtran- 
gled and ſwallowed up my Breath from Youling and 
Groaning.

begored with Blood, and cut through in 

every part, tothe cruſhed and hruiſed Bones, 1I pittifully 
remained, ſtill Roaring, Howling, Foaming, Bellowing, 
and gnaſhing my Teeth, with inſupportable Cries, be- 
fore the Pins were undone, and my Body looſed. 

True it is, it paſſeth the Capfcity of man, either ſen« 
ſibly to conceive, or I patiently to expreſs the intolera- 
ble Anxiety of mind, and afflittion of Body in that dread- 
ful time I ſuſtained: 

At laſt my Head being by their Arms advanced, and 
my Body taken from the Rack, the water reguſhed a- 
bundantly from my mouth; then they recloathing my 
broken, bloody, and cold trembling Body, being all this 
time ſtark naked, I fel] twice in a ſounding Trance z 
which they again refreſhed with alittle Wine, and two 
warm Eggs, not for Charity done, but that I ſhould be 

reſerved to further Puniſhment; and if it were not too 
truly known theſe ſufferings to be of truth, it would 
almoſt ſeem incredible ro many, that a man being 
brought ſo low, with ſtarving hunger, and extreme Cru= 
elties, could have ſnbbſted any longer reſerving Life. 

Ard now at laſt they charged my broken Legs, with 
my former Eye-frighting Irons, and done, I was lamen- 
tably carried on their Arms tothe Coach,

Witneſſes Sir Richard Halkins, and the Captains of bis 
Squader, who a little after Chri#mas, coming to the 
Road, went to the Governor toclear himſelf, and the 
Fleet of thar abſurd imputation laid to their Charge- 
The twelfth day of Chri/tmas expired, they began to 
threaten me on ſtill with more Tortures, even till Can 
dlemas: In all which Comfortleſs time, I was miſerably 
afflicted with the beaſtly Plague of gnawing Vermine, 
which lay crawling in Lomps, within, without, and a 
bout my Body : yea,hanging in Cluſters about my Beard, 
my Lips, my Noſtrils, and my Eye- brows, almoſt in- 
cloſing my ſight.

Rebegun to brag of 
their Church, her Antiquity, Univerſality, and Unifor- 
mity. ancient, no (ſaid 1) for the Profeſſion of my Faith, 
hath been ever fince the firſt time of the Apoſtles; And 
Chriſt hadever his own Church, ( howloeyer obſcure ) 
In the greateit time of your darknets. 

So Rowe four hnndred years and upward, was the true:

The Bavarians intheir own Language ſing the Pſalms 
12 Proſeat their Maſſes, and not elſewhere done : The 
ſecond Commandement goeth Current amongſt ſome of 
your Catholicks in France, yet not in Bretagne, NOT Pro- 
vance; ſodoth it in Aultria and Bavaria, but not in I- 
taly and Spain. 

[t 1s molt evident, what your former Popes have Con- 
firmed, the ſucceeding Popes have diſanulled. and daily 
do, as their preſent Lives, and your ancient: Hiſtories 
bear a true record. | 

And was there not at one time, three Popes in three 
ſeveral places ? and oftentimes twoat once : One pro- 
teſling one Hereſie, and another Atheilin : What muti- 
nies and malice, are daily among your Monaſteries, each 
envying anothers Priviledge, anothers Preterment, ano- 
thers Wealth : And your order( father) by all the other

Atian Conſtancy, they all three left me in a thundering 
Rage; vowing, I ſhould that night have the firſt Seal ol. 
my long ſorrows : And directing their Courſe to the Bi- 
ſhop and Inquiſitor (for the Governor had wreſted the 
Inquiſition upon me, to free him of his former aſperſion 
laid upon the Ezglifs Fleet,and my Tryal theretore,con- 
verting it all to matters of Religion ) the Inquiſition (I

ſtantly ſetting my Teeth aſinder with Iron Cadges, they 
alled my Belly full of Warer,even gorging to my throat: 
Then with a Garter thcy bound faſt my Throat, till 
the White of mine Eye turned upwardzand being laid on 
my ſ1de,l was by two Sergcants tumbled to and tro leven 
times through the Room; even till I was almoſt ftran- 
gled : This done, they faftned a {mall Cord about each 
one of my great Toes, and hoiling me therewith to the 
Roof of a high loft (for the Cords run on-two Rings of 
Iron faſtned above ) they cut the Garter, and there I 
bung, with my Head downward, in my Tormented 
weight, till all the guſhing Water diflolyed: This done,

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I was let down from the loft, quite ſenſleſs, lying a long 
time Cold dead among their Hands : whereof The Go- 
vernor being informed, came running up ſtairs, cry- 
ing, Is he dead?

Mamſel : where being well placed, and 
charge given by Sir Richard Halkins to the ſhips Maſter

And now on the twelfth day of our lying in the Road, 
our ſhip weighing her Anchors, and ho11ing her Salls, 
we palled through the Straights of Gbelrerre, or fretum 
Herculenm:, for this was the furtheſt Land that Hercu- 
tes could attain unto ; which made him erect a Pillar , 
and indent thereon, zl ultra ; but when Charles the fifth, 
returned from that untoward Voyage of Alper, he cau- 
ſed to ſet upin the ſame place, Plus ultra. 

Here in this Channel, Iremarked a perpetual Cur- 
rent, flowing from the Ocean to the Med:terrene Sea 
without any Regreſs - which indeed 1s admirable, the 
Mediterranean Seas being hemm'd in, and environed in 
with the main Continent of South Emrope;the North and 
North-weſt Coalts of 4/4, and the Northern parts of 
Aﬀrick ; ſave only the narrow Paſlage of Helleſpoar, which 
from Mare Propontis bendeth his Courſe to Mare Enxi- 
mum : And yet the Euxine, Or black Sea, hath no afh- 
nity with any other moving Waters, being likewiſe in- 
compaſled with the main Continent : And from it allo 
runneth a continual Current, through Boſphorus Thras- 
cus, tothe Mediterraneunm. |

Where,when itnmediatcly having made my moſt hum- 
ble and grievous Complaints unto his ſacred Majeſty, 
his gracious Conſideration ( in the mean time) was ſuch, 
for the recovery of my Health, that I was twice ſent to 
the Bath ar the Charges of his Royal love, during the 
ſpace of twenty ſeven Weeks : Where by the Divine 
Providence, and his Princely Clemency, I have reco- 
vered for the time in alarge Meaſtre, the Health and 
ſtrength of my Body, although my left Arm, and cruſh- 
ed Bones be incurable. 

Meanwhile, in the firſt Week of my Arrival in Exg- 
lzzd, I was conveyed from Theobalds ( by his Majeſties 
direction) to Den Diego Surmento de Gundamore, the 
Spaniſh Amballador, then relident in Holt- 
bo-ne. Where ne yotally undertook, be- 
fore then the two Lord Marqueiles, Hm- 
miteonand Buchingham, ( Confirming it the day follow- 
ing to his Majeſty at Greenwich) that after a Condign 
Tryal had from Spain, concerning my grievances : I 
ſmould have all my Money, Cloaths, Obſeryations, Te- 
ſtimonial Patents, and his Majeſties Seals reſtored me a- 
gain, with a thouſand Pound ſterling alſo, ( being mo- 
difed by h1s Royal pleaſure ) of the Governor of 2ſa- 
la9acs means, tor the maintaining of my Lame and Rack- 
ed body.
